FEAR BAYONETS 


Workmen Are Asked To Hold 
Aloof from the Militia 


Resolution to That Effect Before the 
American Federation of Labor. 
Public Ownership of All 
Public Utilities Is Also 
Demanded. 


Scranton, Pa., December 7.—The Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, which has been 
in session here for three Gays, completed 
its organization today and the real work 
of the convention will begin on Monday. 
The last of the contested weat cases were 
settled at the morning session. The offi- 
cial roll of the Federation shows the 
presence of 312 delegates, the largest 
number in the history of the organiza- 
tion. During the past two days 197 reso- 
lutions were presented for consideration 
by the convention and all of them were 
referred to committees. The committees 
will hold sessions tomorrow because 
the enormous amount of business to be 
disposed of, and it Is not unlikely that 
some of the resolutions will be reported 
to the convention on Monday. 

The morning session was given up to 
the completion of organization, and in the 
afternoon the British fraternal! delegates 
addressed the convention on the trade 
union conaition in Great Britain. 

Among the large number of resolutions 
presented today were several relating to 
the question of trade jurisdiction. Other 
important resolutions introduced were 
these: 

Increasing the salaries of the national 
organizers 15 per cent, and also increas- 
ing the salary of the president from $175 
to $200 per month ,and that of the sec- 
retary from $150 to $200 per month. 

Demanding municipal, state and gov- 
ernmental ownerscip of railroads, tele- 
graph lines, etc. 

Asking workmen to aid in the acquire- 
ment of the power of government for the 
purpose of nationalizing industrial com- 
binations. 

Demunding the organization of an inde- 
pendent political party. 

Protesting against ship subsidy legisla- 
tion. 

Expressing sympathy for the Boers. 

For the establishment of s»cialism. 

Increasing the number of vice presi- 
dents of the Federation from six to eight. 

Providing for the organization of state 
labor federations in Tennessee and Penn- 
sylvania. 

Providing for the organization of school 
teachers. 

Requesting workmen to hold aloof from 
the militia and indorsing the Swiss mili- 
tary system. 

Frank Chandler, of the Amalgamated 
Association of Carpenters and Joiners, 
who is here as one of the fraternal dele- 
gates from Great Britain, was introduc?:d 
at the opening of the afternoon session. 
He reviewed the labor conditions as they 
now prevalil in the British islands. He 
referred feelingly to the assassination of 
President McKinley and said that the 
bond between the American and English 
people is so strong that “politicians and 
intriguers could not break it.” 

Benjamin Tillett, of the British Trades 
Union Congress, mede an address advo- 
cating socialism. Mr. Tillett held the at- 
tention of the delegates for an hour and 
a half. He said that the force that is 
doing more for labor than any other is 
the: intellectual force of socialism. 

President Gompers replied to the for- 
eign delegates on behalf of the delegates. 

Addresses were also made by Miss Har~ 
riet Keyser, of the Church League, for 
the advancement of the interest of labor, 
and Mrs. Julia Llewellyn, organizer of 
the Woman's International Labor 
League. 


BOSTON CAMPAIGN IS CLOSED. 


Victory Is Claimed by Leaders of 
Each Party. 

Boston, December 7.—The municipal 
campaign with its exciting and enthusias- 
tic rallies on both sides was billed to close 
tonight, but there will be Sunday political 
gatherings and conferences and actual 
work will not end until the polls close on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Two -years ago Hon: Thomas N. Hart 
was elected mayor, defeating Patrick A. 
Collins, democrat, by 2,281 votes. 

On Tuesday the voters will have an op- 
portunity to choose again between the 


two men. 

The republicans believe that Mayor Hart 
will be reelected by a plurality of more 
than 4,000. The lowest democratic esti- 
mate is 7,000 for Collins.

Beriin, December 7.—The manager of 
an American tool company’s works in 
Berlin has made a remarkable compari- 
son of the wages paid and cost of tools 
made here with the wages paid and cost 
of tools at the American works, both sets 
of laborers using identical machines.

BITTER BATTLE 
OVER ISLANDS 


Fiscal Legislation for Philippines 
May Cause Parly Struggle 


Republican Leaders Confer with 
Reference to Legislation Nec- 
essary on Account of Su- 
preme Court Decision. 


Washington, December 7.~An important 
conference was held at the war depart- 
ment today in regard to the legislation 
necessary to meet fiscal conditions in the 
Philippines as a result of the recent in- 
sular decisions of the supreme _ court. 
There were present Secretary Root, Sen- 
ators Lodge, and Platt, of Connecticut, 
and Representatives Payne and Dalzell. 

During the afternoon Senator Spooner 
called at the war department and talked 
with Secretary Root about the legislative 
necessities of the Philippines. It appears 
that the problem presented is not as casy 
as was supposed 
that a single joint resolution could 
put through congress within a few days 
to continue practically existing tariff 
rates as to Philippine exports and im- 
ports. Some members of the ways and 
means committee see difficulties growing 
out of the existence of an export tax in 
the islands, and there is much apprehen- 
sion that the issue may be made a party 
one, with the resukt that there will be 
a bittér struggle, at least in the senate 
if not in the house, before satisfactory 
legislation can be had. It is the expecta- 
tion, however, that after hearing from 
all the leaders Secretary Root will be 
able to perfect a plan of action by Tues- 
cay when the house next meets. 

Pressing Needs of Cuba. 

It is learned that in the course of the 
conferences today Secretary Root took 
advantage of the cpportunity to taik 
freely with his callers about the pressing 
needs in Cuba, and to urge early action 
upon legislation along the line recom- 
mended in his last annual report. A 
movement is on foot among the repub- 
lican members of the ways and means 
committee to incorporate a reciprocity 
feature in. the forthcoming Philippine 
tariff bill. As roughly outlined in the in- 
forma] talks thus far had among members 
of the committee,,the reciprocity pro- 
vision would recite that when the Phil- 
i~¢pine commissioners reduce the duty on 
certain designated articles. including 
American textiles and various goods 
easily marketable [In the Philippines, 
then the president of the United States 
shall by proclamation grant stated re- 
ductions on Philippine sugar and other 
products shipped to this country. 

This reciprocity -provision would he 
along the lines of that provided in the 
Dingley act, whereby President McKir- 
lev, by proclamation, made tariff’ reduc- 
tions in a limited number of articles with- 
out the formality of a treaty. 

A reciprocity provision on the. forego- 
ing lines was discussed at the meeting 
of republican members of the committee 
last Friday afternoon and received very 
favorable consideration, although action 
was defefred until the reassembling of 
the republican members on Monday. 
Chairman Payne probably will call a 
meeting of the full committee on Tues- 
day, by which time the republican draft 
of a Philippine bill may be ready, al-;

Commerce of Philippines. 

A comparative statement of the com- 
merce of the Philippine ftslands for the 
fiscal years 1901 and 1900, prepared in the 
division of insular affairs of the war de- 
partment, shows that the total value of 
merchandise imported during the fiscal 
year 1901 was $30,279,408, against $20,601,436 
for the fiscal year 1900; and the total 
value of merchandise exported during 
the fiscal year 1901 was $23,214,948, as 
against $19,751,068 for the fiscal year 1900, 
an increase of 47 per cent in the value of 
im: ports and an increase of 17% per cent 
in the value of exports. 

The value of imports of merchandise 
from the United States was $2,855,685, an 
increase of 72.4 per cent over the pre- 
vious year; of the United Kingdom §$,- 
956,145, increase 76.3 per cent; of Germany 
$2,135,262, increase 76.56 per cent, and of 
France $1,683,929, increase 246.7 per cent. 

The value of exports of merchandise 
to the United States was $2,572,021, a de- 
crease of 27 per cent; United Kingdom 
$10,704,741, increase 72 per cent; Germany

Moreover, the information sought to ve 
elicited was a privileged communication 
to the government of the United States, 
and to make this public would be highly 
prejudicial to the interests of the coun- 
try.

Judge Dunne Frees Men Con- 
demned by Judge Hanecy, 


'In His Decision Judge Dunne Up- 


holds Right of the Press To 
Criticise Public Officials 
and Discusses Law of 
Contempt. 


Chicago, December 7.—Andrew M, Law- 
rence, managing editor of Hearst's Chi- 
cago American, and H, 8S. Canfield, a 7e- 
porter, who were sentenced recently by 


Judge Hanecy to forty and thirty days. 


respectively in the county jail for con- 
tempt of court, were discharged from 
custody by Judge Dunne today. 

In granting a writ of habeas corpus to 
the relators the court said that the case 


| hinged on whether the case on which the 


American commented had been 


pending. 

Judge Dunne held that the case in ques- 
tion had been finally disposed of by Judge 
fianecy when he gave his decision from 
the bench. The fact that the clerk had 
not entered the order when the comme&t 
on the decision was printed and published 
does not show that the case 
was still pending. The act of entering 
the order on the record was merely a 
ministerial act, Judge Dunne said. 

Judge Dunne admitted that the articles 
and cartoon which Judge Hanecy ob- 
jected to were clearly calculated to intim- 
idate and coerce the court, had the court 
not already rendered its decision. Judge 
Dunne admitted that the cartoon in evi- 
dence was probably libelous and the ar- 
ticles possibly so. 

Criticism of Public Officials. 

Harsh criticism, Judge Dunne re- 
marked, is one of the incidents and bur- 
dens of public life. 

‘I see no reason,’’ he said, “why a 
judge should be offered a different remedy 
for attacks:in the public prints than a 
president or a governor or a congress- 
man. Criticism of a public official, if 
just; will do no good; if unjust will do 
no harm.’”’ 

In concluding the court said: 

“IT am clearly of the opinion that the 
language used in open court by Judge 
Hanecy amounted to a fimal order dis- 
posing of the case under consideration, 
and that being a final order, under the 
doctrine of ‘contempt’ as laid down in 
this state by our supreme court in the 
case of Storey versus the people, the re- 
lators had a right to comment on and 
criticise that decision, even to tHe extent 
of libelling the honored and respected 
judge who rendered that opinion, with- 
out exposing themselves to prosecution 
for contempt of court.’’ 

Following is Judge Hanecy’s comment 
on Judge Dunne’s decision: 

‘Judge Dunne had the power so to de- 
cide, but he did not have the right. Any 
judge has the power to let every prisoner 
out of the penitentiary, but they have not 
the right, nor does anybody expect that 
they will.’’ 

History of Case. 

The contempt case and the habeas cor- 
pus hearing which followed grew out of 
an effort made by The Chicago Amerizan 
to secure an orader for the quo warranto 
proceedings to compel the People’s Gas 
Light and Coke Company to show by 
what right they operated in Chicago. 
Judge Hanecy refused to allow the quy 
warranto prcctedings and following this 
refusal The American printed articles 
and a cartoon strongly intimating; that 
the judge had been unduly influenced 
end that when he again came up for elec- 
tion he would discover that the~- people 
had no confiaence in him. Judge Hanecy 
cited Lawrence and Canfield with others 
of the paper for contempt and found 
Lawrence and. Canfield guilty. W. R. 
Hearst, owner of the paper, Clare Brigzs 
and Homer Davenport, cartdonists, have 
not been within the jurfsdiction of the 
court and the contempt charge still pends 
against them.

Third, its present supply of funds fer 
prosecuting its present mission work and 
for entering upon its large opportunities 
is utterly inadequate

Fifth, the church at large needs a re- 
vival, a fresh baptism of the Holy Spir- 
it and systematic instruction in order 
that zeal for mission work may be 
aroused, stimulated and sustawied. 

Sixth, the men of the church should be 
systematically organized for the purpose 
of coming to the aid of the missionary 
cause and sharing the burdens which 
have so long rested upon the women and 
children.

TO FIGHT MEASURE TO LAST. 
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Opponents of German Tariff Bill 
Will Filibuster. 


Berlin, December 7.—The tariff bill goes 
to the’ committee next week and nobody 
expects its reappearance for months. 
Herren Bebel.and Richter and other op- 
positicn leaders have agreed to delay the 


/' measure as long as possible in commit- 


tee. They are determined to make a fight 
on every one of the 946 items. This well- 
worn form of parliamentary obstruction 
is to be continued in the house after ihe 
bill leaves the committee, and it is quite 
possible that the final vote will not he 
reached till 1908; ugless the government 
offers a compromise, which is unlikely. 
The government, being aware of the tac- 
tics ahead, is considering changing’ the 
rules of the house so as to block the ob- 
structive tactics of the opposition. 

It is not the United States that the 
government would be concerned about 
should the tariff bill be put through in 
its present form, but Russia and Austria- 
Hungary. It is the belief of the foreign 
Office that Germany is well able to up- 
hold her side shculd the United States 
make reprisals. Russia and  <Austria- 
Hungary have already informed Germany 
that they are not willing to negotiate 
commercial treaties on the basis of the 
pending tariff. These -notifications are 
considered equivalent to the declaration 
of an economic war in which the broad 
markets now open to Germany will im- 
mediately be closed. 


THREE TIMES HE SHOT FATHER 


Gobble Then Told His Mother and 
Blew Out His Brains.

CEREALS GO SKYWARD 
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Once More Record Prices in All 
Grains Were Topped on Chi. 
cago Board 
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COUNTRY SEEMS STRUCK 
BY SPECULATION CRAZE 


Commission Houses Deluged by Or- 
ders from Rural Districts—Men 
Who Usually Trade in 
Stocks Have Turned 
to Grain. 


Chicago, December -7.—Speculation on 
the board of trade was on the rampage 
again today. Once more record prices 
in all grains were topped and bull enthu- 
siasm ran from pit to pit, setting all 
traders in a fever of excitement. The 
conditions back of the upward whirl of 
prices were almost identical with those 
that started the strong bull mcvement 
here Wednesday and Thursday. Although 
the visiting stock men are rapidly leav- 
ing the city, many of them are still buy- 
ing. Country orders, especially for wheat, 
deluged the commission hcuses this fore- 
noon before trade opened. Added to this 
big demand, however, was a new and 
powerful bull incentive, that of capitalis- 
tic speculation. Prominent brokers say 
that the country has gore speculation 
minad and that men who usually trade in 
stocks are turning to grain. 

Trade seemed almost to ignore the early 
natural conditions, which usually turn 
markets. However, the news today was 
bullish. Both the Liverpool and 
the English country markets were 
strong, the outside American mar- 
kets bullish and receipts weer 
reported readily falling off. These 
influences augmented by the report that 
Wall street was strongly buying in this 
market brought opening prices % to 1% 
cents higher for December wheat options 
and % to 1% cents higher for May. Natu- 
rally these bulges brought heavy liquil- 
dation, but prices stood well and reac- 
tions brought them up again on every bit 
of bullish news. 

Corn and oats, though both excelling 
records for many years, followed largely 
after the lead of wheat. The cash situ- 
ation in both these cereals is very strong 
and the supply limited. 

The small sag in grains after the strong 
opening lasted only a short time. Over- 
whelmed by the rush of orders from 
every side, traders bid madly -for ce- 
reals at new prices. Wheat was in most 
demand, and at one time sold 3@3% over 
yesterday's close.

FOR THE McKINLEY MEMORIAL. 


Washington, December 7.—The board of 
trustees of the McKinley National Me- 
morial Association are in session here 
today, Judge William R. Day, of Canton, 
presiding. Ryerson Ritchie, the secre- 
tary, reported that the work of organiza- 
tion has so far advanced that within 
ten days the country will be covered by 
the state and local committees. The 
movement has met with an almost im- 
mediate response from the south. Gov- 
ernor Aycock, of North Carolina; Gov- 
ernor Jeff Davis, of Arkansas; Governor 
Jennings, of Florida, and Governor 
Heard, of Louisiana, have especially been 
in earnest. 

A deputation from the William McKin- 
ley National Memoridl Arch’ Association

SOUTH DAKOTA’S UNUSUAL BOND SUIT 


| Only Twenty Similar Suits Re- 
corded in More Than One 
Hundred Years, 


FEBRUARY 20, 1902, DATE 
JUST SET FOR THE HEARING 


|Bonds Were Issued in 1867 for the 
Purpose of Building the 
Western North Carolina 
Railroad—Similar Cases 
Are Cited. 


Raleigh, N. C., December 7.—(Special.)— 
The suit of the state of South Dakota 
@gainst the state of North Carolina, 
Charles Salter and other defendants, in 
the supreme court of the United States, 
which was filed in that court by Mr. 
Wheeler H. Peckham, of New York city, 
golicitor for the plaintiff, on the Mth of 
this month, and in which the court on the 
Wth instant granted leave to the plaintiff 
to bring the suit, and cited the state of 
‘North Carolina to appear on the 20th day 
of February, 1902, and defend said suit, is 
of national importance in the precedent 
that may arise out of the final determina- 
tion, and is of great financial! concern to 
this state. The parties being states the 
suit is known as an original action, and 
everything done throughout the progress 
of the suit must be done in pursuance of 
Specific orders of the court. When the 
bill in equity was filed and leave was 


asked to bring the suit, the court took | 


the bill under consideration for a week 
@s upon a demurrer, and having found 
that a good cause of action is stated, the 
court then gave leave to the plaintiff to 
Proceed with the action. The next step 
will be the answer or demurrer by the 
state on the-return day fixed in the cita- 
tion. 

Of these original suits in the supreme 
court of the United States there have not 
been over twenty since the foundation of 
the government. The first of the kind 
was brought in 1792 by Alexander Chis- 
holm, as executor of Robert Farquar, in 
an action of assumpsit against the state 
of Georgia. (See Chisholm against Geor- 
gia, 2 Dailas, at page 419.) At this time 
Mr. John Randolph, of Roanoke, was at- 
torney general of the United States, and 
was attorney for Chisholm. Messrs. In- 
gersoll and Dallas appeared for the state 
of Georgia and presented a written re- 
monstrance and protestation on behalf 
of the state against the exercise of juris- 
diction, but in consequence of positive in- 
gtructions they declined to argue the 

tion. Mr. Randolph, thereupon, pro- 
ceeded alone, and in his opening argu- 
ment said: 


“I did not want the remonstrance of 
Georgia to satisfy me that the motion 1 
have made is unpopular.

monstrance was read, I had heard from 
the acts of another state, whose will must 
always be dear to me, that she, too, 
condemned it.”’ 

This suit was brought under section 2 
of article 3 of the constitution of the 
United States, which provides that ‘the 
judicial power of he United States shall 
extend to controversies between two or 
more states,’’ and “between a state and 
citizens of another state."’ By this art!- 
cle and section it is also provided that 
in cases “in which a state shall be a 
party, the supreme court shall have orig- 
inal jurisdiction.’’ By the judiciary act 
of 1789, chapter 20, section , 1 statute 80, 
the supreme court was given “exclusive 
jurisdiction of all controversies of a civil 
nature, where a state is a party, except 
between a state and its citizens and ex- 
cept also between a state and citizens of 
Other states, or aliens, in which latter 
case it shall have original but not ex- 
Clusive jurisdiction.”’ 

This was the state of the law when the 
suit of Chisholm against the state of 
Georgia was brought. On the 19th of 
February, 1793, the judgment of the su- 
preme court wa3 announced, anathe juris- 
diction of the court was sustained, four 
of the justices being in favor of granting 
the motion and one against it. Each one 
of the justices who heard the case filed 
an opinion, Some of them were very 
elaborate, and it is evident that the ques- 
tion at issue received the most careful 
consideration. 

The Eleventh Amendment. 

About this time another suit of similar 
nature Was brought against the state of 
Massachusetts and process was served on 
John Hancock, who was then governor. 
It was these suits, taken in connection 
with the decision of the Chisholm case, 
that stirred up the country and caused 
the congress on September 5, 1794, ta pro- 


| pose the eleventh amendment to the con- 


stitution of the United States for ratilica- 
tion. On the 8th day of January, 1798, the 
president sent in a message to the con- 
gress declarimgzg that the amendment had 
been ratified by three-fourths of the 
States, which said amendment is as fol- 
lows: 


“The judicial power of the United States 
Shall not be construed to extend to any 
suit in law or equity, commenced or pros- 
ecuted against one of the United States 
by citizens of another state, or by citizens 
and subjects of any foreign state.’’ 


The next suits of the kind were those 
of the states of New Hampshire and New 
York against the state of Louisiana. 
These suits originated with General Bea- 
jamin F. Butler, who procured the legis- 
lature of New Hampshire on the 18th of 
Jully, 1879, to pass an act which provided 
that ‘“‘whenever any citizen of that state 
Shall be he owner of any claim against 


| any of the Unted States of America, aris- 


ing upon a. written obligation to pay 
money issued by such state, which obliga- 
tion shall be past due and unpaid, such 
citizen holding such claim may assign 
the same to the state of New Hampsire,”’ 
On May 13, 1880, the legislature of New 
York state passed a similar act. It was 
under these acts that the’ suits of New 
Hampshire and New York against the 
State of Louisiana were brought. Mr. 
Wheeler H. Peckham, who now appears 
for the state of South Dakota, then ap- 
peared for the state of New Hampshire. 
These acts of New Hampshire and New 
York made those states trustees for the 
persons who assigned their bonds to 
those states. \It was under the eleventh 
amendment that the court decided at the 
October term, 1882, that ‘‘unless the state 
prosecuted consents, that amendment 
prohibits the court from. entertaining 
jurisdiction of a cause in which one state 
seeks relief against another state on be- 
half of its citizens in a matter in which 
the prosecuting state has no interest of 
its own.’ Therefore these two suits were 


dismissed for want of jurisdiction in the | 


court to hear them. 

The next suit of the kind in chronologi- 
cal order is that of Hans against the 
state of Louisiana. This was an action 
brought in the circuit court of the United 
States in December, 1884, against the 
state of Louisiana by Hans, a citizen of 


that state, to recover the amount of cer- 


tain coupons annexed to the bonds of the 
state, issued under the provisions of an 
act of the legislature and approved Jan- 
vary 24, 1874. In 1880 the state of Louisi- 
ana adopted a new constitution and re- 
pudiated these bonds and refused to pay 
interest and principal of the same. The 
suit was dismissed for want of jurisdic- 
tion in the court to hear and determine 
it. Justice Harlan concurred in the result 
but dissented from the comments made 
upon the decision in the case of Chisholm 
against Georgia and said that that de- 
cision was based upon a sound interpre- 
tation of the constitution as that instru- 
ment then was. 

The next suit of this character was 


- | 
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interest and principal of nearly eighteen 
hundred thousand dollars of bonds is- 
sued July 1, 1867, with interest at 6 per 
cent per annuin, and running for thirty 
years, in aid of the Western North Caro- 
lina Railroad Company. At the time 
of the issue of these bonds the state 
of North Carolina was the owner of 
thirty thousand shares of the stock of 
the North Carolina Railroad Company, 
which runs from Goldsboro to Charlotte, 
a distance of 223 miles, and which said 
railroad is now under lease to the South- 
ern Railway Company for ninety-nine 
years at an annual rental of 7 per cent 
On three millions of state stock and 
one million of private stock. These shares 
are subject to a statutory liegw in favor 
of the bonds issued to procure money 
with which to bufld the road from 
Goldsboro to Charlotte. The act of 1866, 
which authorized the*issue of the bonds 
in aid of the Western North Carolina 
railroad, gave a second lien on the thirty 
thousand shares of the stock of the 
North Carolina» Railroad Company as 
collateral security for the payment of 
the principal and interest of these West- 
ern North Carolina railroad bonds. Some 
of these bonds have been exchanged un- 
der the act to “settle and commute the 
state debt’’ at 25 per cent of the par 
value of the bonds, and the amount now 
outstanding is not definitely known, but 
is presumed to be—principal and interest 
—not less than nime hundred thousand 
dollars. 
The State and Its Stock. 

During the past twenty years the state 
has been receiving annually dividends on 
its three millions of stock at the rate 
of 6 per cent, being $180,000 every year. 
The bonds originally issued to procure 
money to build the North Carolina road 
were extended by the state in 1880 for 
another thirty years by the issue of new 
bonds at 6 per cent, which are subject 
in all respects to the first lien on the 
stock of that road. The amount of these 
bonds now outstanding is $2,720,000. So 
that the state has been receiving for the 
past twenty years $16,800 more than was 
necessary to pay the interest annually 
on these bonds. The dividends for this 


cess to the state after paying the interest 
is now $46,800 per year. This makes 
$382,800 which the state has received to 
this date over and above the amount 
required to pay the interest on the $2,- 
720,000 of 6 per cent bonds now outstand- 
ing. The three millions of stock owned 
by the  state—being thirty . thousand 
shares—is now worth $170 per share of 
$100 par value—in round numbers, $5,100,- 
000—and it is believed that with real com- 
petition in the bidding that the price 
would run up to $200 per share. The ex- 
cess of $382,000 has been turned into the 
general fund of the state and has been 
used to defray the ordinary expenses 
of the state government. In view of 
these facts the state of South Dakota 
asks the court to decree the sale of the 
thirty thousand shares of stock in the 
North Carolina Railroad Company owned 
by the state, and on which there is a 
first mortgage to secure the payment 
of the $2,720,000, and a second mortgage 
to secure the payment of the bonds is- 
Sued in aid of the Western North Caro- 
lina Railroad Company. These two 
amounts being about $3,650,000, and the 
stock being worth five million and one 
hundred thousand dollars, it would not 
be necessary to sell but a little more 
than two millions of the stock in order 
to pay off both sets of bonds. 

Governor Has Employed Counsel. 

Governcr Aycock has employed Hon. 
James E. Shepherd, former chief justice 
of the supreme court of this state; ex-Su- 
perior Court Judge James H. Merriman 
and George Rountree to represent the 
state in the defense of this state. 

There is great opposition to the sale 
of the gtate’s stock, and if the court de- 
cides finally against the state and orders 
the sale of the stock, the cash money will 
be promptly raised and tthe judgment 
awarded against the state will be prompt- 
ly paid. 

Two states besides South Dakcta have 
passed acts authorizing the prosecution 
of suits similar to that brcught by South 
Dakota against the state of North Caro- 
lina. The states.of North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana, Texas and Arkansas 
and perhaps other states have bonds out- 
standing, to the amount of $100,000,000. The 
principal and interest of the debts of the 
other states wil] probably raise the total 
to $100,000,C00. These bonds are now be- 
ing collected by a trust company of the 
city of New York, and the South Dakota 
suit against the state of North Carolina 
is doubtiess the first step in the cffort to 
compel the paymerk of the various re- 
pudiated bonds of the states hereinbefore 
mentioned. If the South Dakota suit ig 
upheld then donations of bonds will be 
made to that state and the other states 
which have passed acts authorizing suits 
to be prosecuted where bonds have been 
acquired by donation, purchase or other- 
wise, and other suits will be brought in

The convention at Winston-Salem lasted 
two days.

Not only had {ft been ar- 
ranged by the most prominent people of 
Winston-Salem and Forsyth county. but 
there were delegations of public officials 
and a large number of the best people of 
that section and elsewhere were there and 
participated in the proceedings, including 
Governor Aycock, United States Senators 
Pritchard and Simmons, State Geoiogist 
J. A. Holmes, State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Patterson and a num- 
ber of other leading public men. The 
movement thus inaugurated, with the 
Sanction of the state, national and coun- 
ty officials and all the mest progressive 
citizens promised to be of great good in 
northwestern North Carolina, where a 
vast, productive country is to be developed 
by the building of improved highways. 
‘ Interest at Asheville. 

At Asheville the same interest was 
Shown in the cause of good roads as at 
Winston-Salem. The convention was 
equally well attended by representative 
citizens, who came from 
North Carolina counties «nd by promi- 
nent officials. Buncombe, of which Ashe- 
ville is the county seat, posss+sscs some 
of the véry finest roads in the United 
States—those built in and about the RBilt- 
more estate of George W. Vanderbilt. 
Mr. Vanderbilt has constructed about 35 
miles of the finest macadam road and 
spends a great amount each year in keep- 
ing them in perfect repair. These roads 
have long been object lesscns to the peo- 
ple in that immediate secticn. Some other 
work has been done in Buncombe county 
toward road improvement. 

The convention was addresséd bv prom- 
inent state officials, by Judge Boyd, of 


' the United States district court; Messrs. 


Moore and Richardson, of the national as- 


sociation; M. O. Eldridge, of the agri- 
cultural department: M. V. Richards, 
land and industrial agent of the South- 


ern railway, and others. It resulted, as 
did that of Winston-Salem, in the organi- 
zation of a live and well officered good 
roads association. These two associa- 
tions completely organized the west- 
ern portion of North Carolina. 
Later on there will be a state @on- 
vention at Raleigh, and the whole state 
wili be in good shape for a steady im- 
provement in building public highways. 
In some portions of the state it is well 
known that much progress has already 
been made in this direction, this notably 
being the case in Mecklenburg county, 
whose roads are models.

Many of these gen- 
tlemen residing at Greenville and. in 
Greene county had arranged the details 
of the convention and selected the road 
for demonstration. This wes a section of 
the Tusculum road, adjoining the limits 
cf Greenville, and ieading to Tusculum 
college, 4 miles away. The demonstration 
was delayed somewhat by a day's hard 
rain. making it very difficult to work in 
the heavy soil for many days. AS only 
a four days’ stop had been scheduled at 
Greenville it was found impossible, to 
complete the work opened up in that time, 
so that the Southern railway divided its 
train and a portion of the gcod roads train 
was left behind to complete the roadway. 
When it was completed it made a perfect 
roadway. The mater‘al used was the na- 
tive limestone, which is most excellent 
for road making purposes. 
Four Days at Chattanooga. 
At Chattanooga the train spent 
There the mayor of the city amid

days. 
the road officials of Hamilton county, 
Postmaster Sharpe and many leading 


citizens were interested in the movement. 
A fine sample read was made, leading out 
from Vance avenue, and an interesting 
convention lasting two days was held. 
At this convention many able addresses 
mere delivered. The Chattanooga Dis- 
trict Good Roads Association was organ- 
ived. all the counties in that immediate 
territory being represented. Hamilton 
county was not selected as a place of 
demonstration because the people were 
hehind in road work, for it has already 
taken up the subject and built fine mac- 
adamized roads leading out from Chatti- 
nooga to the county line in many differ- 
ent directions, and the United States 
rcvernment has built 120 miles of fine 
chert road in the Chickamauga national 
park and along Missionary ridge. ‘The 
stop was made and the convention held 
there because Chattanooga is a central 
city and convenient to a large section of 
eountry, and a natural point for leader- 
ship in this ani other causes relating to 
public enterprises in a large portion ef 
Tennessee. 

Leaving Tennessee, the Southern rafil- 
way good roads train entered Alabama 
for a three weeks’ tour, a week being 
epent at eacn of the cities of Birming- 
ham, Mobile and Montgomery. Birmingz- 
ham is one of the enterprising cities of 
the south, and its pecple ‘have spent large 
sums of money in making the most high- 
ly improved streets. The county of Jef- 


ferson, in which it is located, has long 
been a leader in the work of road im- 
provement, and has 200 miles of fine 


county roads. It, like Chattanooga, how- 
ever, is a center of a large population 
and a natural point for the headquarters 
of the road movement for this section of 
Alabama. The convention there lasted 
three dave. The most enterprising citi- 
zens, including the mayors and men of 
largest affairs, tcok part in the arrange- 
ments and the proceedings of the con- 
vention and the pushing of the work. 
Delegates were present from many sur- 
rcunding counties, and a very great in- 
terest was developed. The convention 
was of fine character and very practical. 
The Northern Alabama Good Roads As- 


sociation was organized, with B. F. Ro- 
den as president. It will actively push 
the movement for improved highways 


in that part of the state. 

From Mobile the good roads train was 
taken by the Southern railway and the 
Mobile and Ohio railroad to Montgomery, 
where a state corvention was held. Prac- 
t'cal demonstration in road making was 
also given. Montgomery county shares 
with Jefferson county and with Madison 
ccunty, of which Huntsville is the coun- 
ty seat, the honor of leading in improved 
public higaways in Alabama. There are 
upward of 120 miles of fine chert and 
macadamized roads in that county, and 
farm property has been greatly benefited 
by them. Farmers are able to haul their 
ectton from a distance of 12 to 15 mil$s 
to the Montgomery market, where for- 
merly it was taken to nearby railroad 
stations. At this meeting a great manv 
of the prominent men of the state were 
present and made addresses. These in- 
cluded Governor Jelks, Mayor Joseph, of 
Montgomery; Colonel J. M. Falkner, 
State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion Abercrombie, Hen. Charles P. Lane,’ 
Hcn. J. W. Hare. Professor Duggar, of 
the State Agricultural and Mechanical 
college; Commissioner Pool, of the agri- 
cultural bureau, and Mayor Drennen, of 
Birmingham. Hon. Martin Dodge spoke 
at length on the good roads question as 
viewed by the naticnal government and 
of the efforts made by the agricultural! 
department and his bureau to further a 
complete system of road improvement 
throughout the nation. 

The state organization was perfected, 
raking a complete state and district or- 
ganization throughout Alabama for work 
in the interest of improved highways. 
The resolutions were of a very forcible 
character. Amcng other things they 
called upon the legislature of the state 
for the creation of a state highway com- 
mission, whose duty it was to look after 
the public highways. The convention. as 
a whole proved perhaps the most largely 
attended so far of the series.

Speaking of Mr. Wright. 

When asked about the statement of 
Hom Seaborn Wright, author of the bill, 
with reference to his veto, Governor 
Candler sald: 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Wright 
lost his temper. Personal abuse is 
not argument and only betrays the 
weakness of his position. Our consti- 
tution wisely or unwisely clothes the 
executive with the veto power. It 
wisely provides a way in which the 
general assembly may nullify the veto 
when unwisely exercised. This is Mr. 
Wright's remedy. Let him apply it, 
and he will hear no whine from me. 

I regret that in the exercise of a 
constitutional power I have failed to 
meet his approval, but it is a source 
of much gratification that my course 
is indorsed by an overwhelming ma- 
jority of temperance men in the state, 
including such men as Mr. Pringle, 
the head of the prohibition organiza- 
tion in Georgia; Rev. Sam P. Jones, 
the great apostle of temperance and 
prohibition; the ministers of the gos- 
pel of all denominations, with scarcely 
a single exception, and an army of 
the good “women of the state. Ninety- 
five per cent of the stacks of letters 
I received from these classes urged 
me to veto the bill. Ninety-five per 
cent of those Who asked me to ap- 
prove it were liquor dealers. 

May Make Effort To Pass It. 

It was reported yesterday that there 
would probably be made an effort to pass 
the dispensary bill over the governor's 
veto. The senate sent over to the house 
for the governor’s veto message, and it 
was sald by some that this was done with 
a view to taking action on the line 
stated. 

The senate passed the bill by a good 
majority, but it did not receive a two- 
thirds vote. There are some senators, 
however, who believe that a two-thirds 
vote for the measure can be secured, and 
it may be the matter will come up next 
week. 

In the house the bill received 9 votes 
on its passage. In order to be passed 
over the governor’s veto there will have 
to be twenty-two more votes cast for 
it in the house than it had on its pass- 
age. There is evidently a sentiment to 
try to pass the bill, and the result will 
be awaited with a great deal of interest.

One prominent broker .hrew a million and a 
half bushels on the market, and it had prac- 
tically no appreciable effett. Several large 
sellers were making fat profits. There was 
as many others taking in all offerings with 
avidity Commission houses had orders that 
demonstrated that the public was bigger than 
the professiona!, The regular trade was of the 
opinion yesterday that the bul] campaign was 
at an end, and that prices would slump in 4 
panicky markc«ct.

Seven Negroes Said To Have Been 
Killed Already. 

Andalusia, .Ala., December 7.—The mi- 
litia sent yesterday to protect the ne- 
groes in jail are still on duty. Governor 
Jélks has” béen’ requested to order the 
soldiers to remain until] the negroes are 
tried, as the citizens fear to have the 
militia leave untfl the case has been dis- 
posed of.

HAD CARLING 


He Is Ordéred to Jail by 
Judge Speer for 
Contempt. 


ORDER IS MODIFIED 
‘TO ALLOW AN APPEAL 


Carling Occupies the Peculiar Posi- 
tion of Being Liable for Con- 
tempt if He Does and if 
He Doesn’t Turn Over 
Funds, 


Macon, Ga., December 7.—(Special.)—By 
a nerrow margin T. J. Carling, who was 
appointed receiver for the Macon Sash 
Door and Blind Company by Judge Fel- 
ton, of the Bibb quperior court, escaped 
being sent to the Fulton county jail, in 
Atlanta, to be confined therein during the 
pleasure of Judge Speer, of the United 
States court, for contempt in refusing to 
turn over to the United States marshal for 
this district the effects of the concern of 
which he had been appointed recetver. 

After heing sentenced to jail for con- 
tempt and while the marshal was pre- 
paring to take possession of the body of 
the prisoner to be transferred tothe 
Fulton county Tower, Judge Speer modi- 
fied the order and suspended sentence for 
ten days in order to allow the appeal to 
be taken. 

The action of Judge Speer caused no 
surprise in Macon, as it was known that 
this would be done ff Carling refused to 
turn over the effects of the Macon Sash, 
Door and Blind Company. to the United 
States marsha] as he had been ordered 
to do. It was also known that Carling

What action will be taken in the matter 
now is not khown. It is necessary that 
an appeal to the United States circuit 
court of appeals be taken, or that Mr. 
Carling go before Judge Felton and ask 
that the case ‘n the superior court be 
thrown out and he relieved of the receiv- 
ership in order that he may turn the as- 
sets of the defunct company over to the 
United States marshal and thus purge 
himself of the contempt proceedings. 

Carling is one of the most prominent 
business men in Georgia, and has na- 
tional prominence as a Mason and Knight 
of Pythias. 

Judge Felton is out of the city. He 
has issued no order tn the case, and {¢ is 
net known what he will do in the case 
until he returns. :

Resolution in Regard to War Claims 
Fund Introduced by Hon. S. B. 
Adams—<Asserted That Cen- 
sure of Book Agents r 

Was Justified. 


—— 


“Macon, Ga., December 7.—(Special.)— 
The most important feature of the ses- 
sion-of the South. Georgia conference to- 
day was the adoption of a resolution 
touching the famous war claim made on 
the United States government by the 
Methodist Episcopal churéh, south, by 
which the chursch and agents employed 
to push the claim were paid $288,000. * 

Adams Backed Resolution. 

The resolution was offered by Hon. 8S. 
B. Adams, of Savannah, who has been 
elected a delegate to the general confer- 
ence which meets at Dallas, Tex., in May 
next year, and is in part as follows: 


Whereas, The bishops of our church, 
on the z6th of August, 1898, addressed to 


ithe presiding officers of the United States 


senate an official communication con- 
cermng the war claim of $288,000 paid to 
the church through its book agents, in 
which they used tne following language: 

“While reaffirming the justness of our 
claim, payment of which. has been sought 
for twenty-five years, we insist that the 
church cannot afford to accept it as a 
gtatuity or on conditions that reflect 
upon its honor, inasmuch, theréfore, as 
Some senators have alfirmed on the floor 
of the senate that they were induced to 
Support the claim by misleading state- 
ments on the part of -the representatives 
ot the church—statements, however, 
which did not affect the merits of our 
claim—we hereby give this assurance 
that if the senate by affirmative action 
oeclares that the. passage of the bill veas 
due to such misleading statements, we 
will take proper steps to have the entire 
amount returned to the government.”’ 

And, whereas, this letter from our 
bishops correctly states the attitude of 
our church and attests their jealous care 
for its good name. Consistently with its 
high standard it cannot retain the pos- 
session of money or property secured by 
deception no matter how just the claim 
in the collection of which the deception 
was used. 

And, whereas, The ser.ate committee to 
whom was teferreid this communication 
have in their report declared that sena- 
tors were not only purposely and will- 
fully mislead by the attorneys employed 
by the book agents as to the existence 
of a contract, to pay this attorney 35 per 
cent of the recovery, but that the book 
agents themselves were parties to this 
deception, saying, among other things, 
‘if these denials of the existence of a 
contract had not. been. made to the sen- 
ate from a source which was entitled to 
entire credit, the bill would not have 
been passed by the senate unless it had 
been so amended as to protect the bene- 
ficiaries from what many senators re- 
garded as a waste and an improper ube 
of the fund by the payment of an ex- 
cessive and unreasonable fee. Such an 
amendment was within the power of the 
Senate and one would have been adopted? 
in the nature of a.condition that the 
United States would recognize and pay 
this claim provided that the fruits of it 
were to actually go to the beneficiaries of 
the fund that had ae by the taking 
of the property by the United States dur- 
ing the war. The b@ok agents could have 
accepted or rejected the settlement with 
this condition attaghed dnd they would 
have doubtless had the opportunity of 
doing so, but for the misleading replies 
sent to thé senators who made inquiry 
about the contract.’ 

Censure of Agents Justified. 

And whereas, this report was made to 
the senate July 8, 1898, and was adopted 
by a_ resolution cf the senate, pass:2d 
January 9, 1899, as expressive of the views 
of the senate and as containing its re- 
sponse to the propogition of our bishops, 
inviting the aetion of that body, which 
resolution in terms approves the report 
of the committee, while it states that 
‘no censure should rest upon the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, south, for the 
misstatements and concealments of the 
book agents in connection with the pas- 
sage of the bill,’ and that the church 
alone had,been injured by these “mis- 
statements and corncealments.”’ 

And whereas we are constrained to ad- 
mit that the strictures upon the conduct 
of our book agents were not only justi- 
tied but they were demanded by the evi- 
dence before the committee, that the 
passage of the bill’ paying the money 
was secured by deception and that the 
possession of the money (just and right- 
eous though the claim itself is) is taint- 
ed with this fraud on the part of the 
agents of our church, who ia this matter 
Were our representatives, and, therefore, 
it follows that the money ought to be 
returned and the status quo thus restored. 
Therefore, be it 

Resolved, first, That we hereby request 
our general] conference, which is to meet 
in May next, to take prompt action and 
complete action for the return of the en- 
tire fund to the United States treasurer, 
this being in our judgment the only 
course that is consistent with the as- 
surance contained in the letter of our 
bishops and the action of the senate 
thereon, the facts of the case, and the 
honor and dignity of our church, which 
cannot, either by precept or example, tol- 
erate the pernicious doctrine that ‘the 
end,’’ no matter how. righteous, ‘‘justifies 
the means,’ if these means are not right. 

Resolved, second, That the secretary of 
this conference transmit to the secretary 
of the general conference a certified copy 
of these resolutions. 

Dr. Heidt’s Address. 

Dr. J. W. Heidt, associate editor and 
business manager of The Wesleyan Chris- 
tian Advocate, was imtroduced in behalf 
of his publication. This is Dr. Heidt's 
first year with The Advocate and, there- 
fore, his first visit to the conference in 
his present capacity. He was most cor- 
dially received. 

Dr, J. J. Tigert addressed the confer- 
ence in behalf of the Nashville Publish- 
ing House. Hig address was well re- 
ceived. It was shown by figures submit- 
ted that the publishing house ts in splen- 
did condition, 

Mrs. J. C. Hinton was introduced to the 
conference and made a speech on wom- 
an’s home mission work. When she fin- 
ished her address the support of the con- 
ference was pledged to the work. she rep- 
resented. 

Bishop Warren A. Candler attended the 
session of conference thig morning and 
at the request of Bishop Galloway pre-

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BERRIEN COUNTY TO PROTEST. 


Will Enter Objection to Changing 
the County Line. 

Tifton, Ga., December 7.—(Special.)— 
Berrien county will enter protest to the 
secretary of state against the map filed 
by State Survevor Wardroper. giving 
eleven whole lots. and three. fractions 
of her territory to Coffee and Irwin 
counties. 

When Coffee and Irwin counties called 
in the state surveyor to decide upon the 
line between them, Berrien did not feel 


herself vitally interested,’ and when Mr. | 


Wardroper decided that the line of Irwin 
ran to original lot 264 and that the word- 
ing of the act stopping it at 268 was 
probably an error, Berrien felt secure in 
her original line. 

Mr. Wardroper decid that the old 
Coffee road, the line Yn dispute, was 
located east of the Willacoochee. He 
then wanted the line between ‘Berrien 
and Coffee to follow the Willacoochee 
to the line of Irwin. This was con- 
trary to the act defining the line be- 
tween the two counties, and Berrien 
protested. 

By agreement, Mr. Wardroper was not 
to file the map of his survey until the 
commigsioners of Berrien and ' Coffee 
could get together and endeavor to agree 
upon a line. A meeting place was agreed 
upon and Commissioner Downing, of 
Berrien, went, but found no one to meet 
him. Before another meeting could be 
arranged Mr. Wardroper had filed the 
map of his survey with the secretary of 
state and notified the authorities of Ber- 
rien. 

The map does not agree with any de- 
cision made by .Mr. Wardroper during 
his survey, so far as Berrien county is 
concerned, and takes from this county a 
valuable piece of territory, which. it 
does. not propose to lose without a 
fight. : 

Befrien’s only recourse now is to file a 
protest before the secretary of' state, 
and this will be done within thirty days, 
the time required by law. 


LABOR WILL COST HIM DEAR. 


Tallavest Is Held for Violating the 
Emigration Law.

He was called upon last night by Tax 
Collector Kelly for the regular emigra- 
tion tax of $500, which he failed to pay, 
and he was placed in the hands of the 
sheriff. Up to a late hour tonight he was 
unable to give the necessary bond. 

The emigration law is that emigration 
agents shall pay a tax of $600 in eaca 
county where such business is. carried on. 


JOHNSTON SEES ROOSEVELT. 


Some Say President’s Influence Is 
Wanted in Politics. 

Birmingham, Ala., December 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Ex-Governor Johnston is in Wash- 
ington and according to the press dis- 
patches had a long conference with the 
president on day before yesterday.

lions. 

This result was achieved without 
family influence or political favor. 
Being the son of a blacksmith, he be- 
gan life without the impetus of either 
social or educational advantages, and 
in spite of difficulties Doth great and 
numerous. But he came of the sturdy 
stock which has largely molded the 
civilization of the continent and he 
entered the arena with the determina- 
tion to carry off the prize. How well 
he succeeded the story of his life tells. 

Let every American youth find fresh 
encouragement in the career of this 
great industrial magnate and devote 
himself with increased ardor to the 
work which lies before him.

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| The Cuban Case. 

Evidently the short cut to Cuban 
annexation is by the way of anarchy. 
The binding pledge of the Teller reso- 
lutions will not be broken with the 
consent of congress and the president. 
The Cubans themselves insist upon its 
literal fulfillment and are eager to 
reach that ultimatum. 

Yet the president must be fully in- 
formed as to what that compliance 
will produce in Cuba. There is no 
man on the globe today who under- 
stands the Cubans better than General 
Leonard Wood. He has been govern- 
or, philosopher and guide to them now 
for three years and more. He has 
studied them from every standpoint 
and has had to deal hand to hand with 
them in every detaii of their charac- 
ters and desires. History can scarce- 
ly present a parallel to the work he 
has had to do, the wisdom he has had 
to employ, and the results he has had 
to produce. His intimacy, personal 
and official, with the president makes 
it a matter of course that he has fully 
advised the latter as to every phase of 
conditions, present and prospective, in 
the island. 

The election for the adoption of the 
new constitution of the republic and 
for presidential electors will soon oc- 
cur, and General Wood will see to it 
that that election is fair and orderly. 
All the Cubans, of both factions, will 
wish that it should be 8o, for even the 
anti-American crowd is zealous that 
nothing shall be done to justify the 
continuance of American occupation 
and control in Cuba beyond the speed- 
iest possible inauguration of a Cuban 
government. The danger line in 
Cuba affairs is to be looked for the 

er side of that event. 

The electoral seheme provided in 
the constitution and the electoral laws 
practically dictated by the American 


authorities are not, however, accepta- 
aL 


for their amendment. The disfran- 
chisement of large numbers of the ig- 
norant and revolutionary natives, prin- 
cipally negroes, and the enfranchise- 
ment of a large. body of unnaturalized 
Spaniards, are things the radicals will 
never peaceably accept. More than 
that, they are openly the enemies of 
any submission, under self-sovereign- 
ty, to the terms of the Platt amend- 
ment, to any adoption in permanency 
of Anglo-Saxon methods in adminis- 
tration, and to any favoritism toward 
the United States in Cuban interna- 
tional relations. 

If, as seems probable, Tomas Es- 
trada Palma shall be elected president 
it will be a gain for the progressive, 
pro-American and ultimate annexa- 
tion party. Palma has fought for 
Cuban independence, notably in the 
Ten Years’ war, end in the last revo- 
lution was the diplomatic and finan- 
cial brains and backbone of the Cuban 
forces. He knows the absolute de- 
pendence of Cuba upon the friendship, 
protection and commerce of the Unit- 
ed States for its own progress and 
prosperity. He would. honestly en- 
deavor to give the Cubans the benefits 
of conservative self-government. 

But it is inevitable that he will be 
opposed from the outset by the re- 
actionaries. The adherents of Bar- 
tolome Maso and their leaders will 
suspect Palma of playing into the 
hands of the United States, and his 
dealings with vital problems of recip- 
rocal relations between the countries 
will become to them the proof of his 
treachery. Maso is an old man and 4 
turbulent spirit, to whom revolution 
has become second nature. He hates 
everything American and has steadily 
refused to accept favor or office from 
the hands of our governors in the 
island. His chief supporter and fugle- 
man is Juan Gualberto Gomez, the 
most influential, subtle and dangerous 
negro in Cuba. He, algo, hates the 
Americans and has refused to take of- 
fice and help us in the work of pacifi- 
cation in the island. He was elected 
tno the constitutional convention and 
in that body opposed everything that 
hinted at friendship toward our coun 
try. The black men of Cuba would 
obey his call to revolt against an un- 
welcome natfve government as readily 
as the clans of the Highlands answer: 
ed the bugle blasts of Rhoderick Dhu. 
He can lead them to any lengths of se- 
dition and strife. 

Even before the United States de- 
livers Cuba into the hands of its own 
people they must prepare to intervene 
early and forcibly to suppress insur- 
rection and prevent the overthrow of 
constitutional government. The Maso- 
Gomez party will demonstrate the fu- 
tility of peaceable self-government in 
the island. Our own and foreign in- 
terests, greatly enlarged in Cuba since 
our occupation, will demand protec- 
tion and freedom of lawful action from 
us. in accordance with our obligations 
assumed in the Paris treaty. We can- 
not refuse our duty in such a state of 
affairs. 

The way out for Cuba may appear 
cruel and uncivilized, but it is her 
only way out. She demands her day 
of trial: she must submit to its re- 
sults. Anarchy means American an- 
nexation—neaceably, if the Cubans 
will: forcibly, if we must, 
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Black Queens Not Wanted. 

In spite of the fact that President

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SIR WM. MacCORMAC, 
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thority on surgery and antiseptic medi- 


cine. He saw field service in three wars. | 


Sir William was born on January li, 
1836, at Belfast, Ireland, and was the 
son of Dr. Henry MacCormac. He was 
educated at Belfast, Dublin, and Paris, 
and received the gold medal of the 
Queen’s university. Then he became 
consulting surgeon to the Royal hospital 
at Belfast. 

In the Franco-German war Sir Wil- 
liam wag surgeon of the Anglo-American 
ambulance corps, and he arrived at 
Sedan as the French emperor stepped off 
a cattle train and rapped at the gate for 
admittance. Six years later he went 
through the. Turko-Servian war as sur- 
geon, and in 1899 volunteered to go to 
South Africa. 

In 1£81, when he acted as secretary gen- 
eral of the international medical con- 
gress in London, he was knighted by 
Queen Victoria, and in 1897 he was cre- 
ated a baronet and appointed surgeon in 
ordinary to the price of Wales.

He 
delivered innumerable lectures, and in 
1899 delivered the Hunterian oration. His 
cure of the prince of Wales’ broken 
kneecap in 1899 was regarded as marvel- 
ous.

{ Richmond and Atlanta. 


ditor Constitution: In Richmond the condl- 
tions are as near as possible identical with 
those of Atlanta. Since 1898 the progress of 
Richmond in improving its opportunities has 
been marvelous, 

The following are the terms embodied in 
the franchises of the city of Richmond. 

The conditions in Richmond are very similar 
to those in Atlanta, in that there are two 
companies, the Richmond Passenger and Power 
Company and the Richmond Traction Company, 
one jarger, the other smaller. 

The franchise of the Richmond Passenger and 
Power Company provides that between 6 a. m. 
and 12 p, m. its cars shall run on certain 
specified streets and routes so that some of 
its cars {n the same branch, both going to and 
returning from its different terminals, shall 
pass each point on said route at least every 
five minutes. On other lines every ten min- 
utes, etc. And that the committee on gtreets 
may from time to time require a different ser- 
vice of said company or change the schedules. 
The same franchise provides that the company 
shalj not tse its I@@s and cars for freight 
carriage and traffic, or for the carriage of the 
United States mail, without the consent and 
approval of the city council. The same Rich- 
mond charter provides that for the privilege 
thereby granted to said company it ‘‘shall pay 
annually to the treasurer of the city an amount 
equal to 3% per cent on the entire gross receipts 
from the traffic of said company until its gross 
receipts shall reach $350,000; then also an 
amount equal to 5 per cent upon al] such earn- 
ings in excess of that amount up to $450,000: 
then an amount equal to 7 per cent upon all 
such earnings in excess of th® last named 
amount up to $550,000; and then also a sum 
equal to 10 per cent on all earnings in ex- 
cess of $550,000."" Said sums are to be paid 
semi-annually on the Ist of July and January 
of each year. It provides that the auditor, 
ehairman of the finance committee or some 
accountant duly authorized by the city, shall 
have the privilege of examining the books of 
the company every six months, in. order to ver- 
ify or correct the return so made. Said pay- 
ments are in lieu of license, but “‘shall not 
effect the liability of said company to general 
taxation at the rate assessed on the property 
of other persons within the city.” Ana it 
provides that such assessment shal) include all 
the rolling stock of said company whether jo- 
cated in the city or not, and that said com- 
pany shall also be liable for the payment of 
assessments for street and other improve- 
ments. 

The Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
nOWs carns gross receipts approximating $650,- 
OOO per year. The Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company from time to time approximates a4

IN-THE HALL OF STATUES; 3 ii 


By REV. SAM SMALL. 


It was in 1864 that the late United 
States Senator Justin 8. Morrill, of Ver- 
mont, then a4 representative from net 
state, introduced the measure whereby 
congress invited each states of the union 
to send marble or bronze statues of two 
of her most illustrious sons for perm.- 
nent preservation in the national capitol. 
The old hall of the house of representa- 
tives was designated as the statuary hall 
for the display of such effigies as might 


be sent. : 

Although the _ invitation was given 
thirty-seven years ago, only sixteen of 
the forty-five states have complied with 
its terms, and of them only ten have sent 
the two statues each that were asked for. 
Seven, or one more than one-half of the 
original thirteen states, are represented, 
and each by the desired two statues. The 
six other original states unrepresented 
are all of them southern states. 

Considering that nearly two-thirds cf 
the existing states are unrepresented, 
there really does not seem to be any 
necessity for a great hurry to get Geor- 
gia’s statues in place. Still it would be a 
gratification to all of us who are proud 
of the state and her most illustrious sons 
to see the figures of two of the greatest 
of them: among the noble company al- 
ready assem bied. 

Of the twenty-six statues in place, Con- 
necticut, Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
Missouri, New Jersey, New York, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Rhode Island and Vermont 
are fully represented, while Californin, 
Indiana, Maine, Michigan, West Virginia 
and Wisconsin have but one each in 
place. 

It will be interesting, in view of the 
discussion now prevailing on this matter 
among Georgians, to learn whom these 
states have honored as their illustrious 
sons most worthy of a place among the 
nation’s immortals. 

California’s one statue is that.of Gen- 
eral James Shields, an Irish immigrant, 
who wes a soldier of his adopted coun- 
try in the Mexican and civil wars, and 
the only man in American history who 
ever was 2 United States senator from 
three states at different periods of his 
career. His nearest rival in that line was 
the author of this statuary hall, Senator 
Morrill, who represented Maine in the 
senate before his removal to Vermont 
and subsequent election to the senate 
from that commonwealth. 

Connecticut has Governor Jonathan 
Trumbull, who wes the original ‘‘Brother 
Jonathan,’ and Roger Sherman, one of 
the signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 

Indiana presents ag vet only Oliver P. 
Morton; governor during the civil war 
period and afterwards United States sen- 
ator. 

Maine contributes up to date only one 
statue, that of Governor William King. 

Massachusetts has sent the effigies of 
Governor John Winthrop and Samuel 
Adams. 

Michigan has chosen but one of her

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AN OLD-TIME REBELLION — 
AGAINST COLLEGE BUTTER 


AMBRIDGE, Mass., December 6.— 
(Special Correspondence.)—An ac- 


t. tual rebellion of eollege students 


against constituted authority is, in these 
days, difficult to imagine, but there has 
been recently added to the Harvard li- 
brary a little volume in manuscript—the 
pocket notebook of one Clement Weeks, 
an eigiureenth century student—giving 
an account of a rebellion at Harvard all 


the more interesting in that it is from 
the student’s own point of view. Some 
idea, however, of the possibilities of such 
a movement may still be gathered from 
the general excitement and “letting off 
of steam” that followed the recent foot- 
ball game itn Cambridge—and the theory 
has been more than once put forward 
that the college ‘celebrations’ of the 
present time are virtually a safety valve 
for youthful spirits and energy, and 
therefore have a more useful purpose 
than the temporary one of emphasizing 
an athletic victory. 

Mr. Weeks’ notebook, now Harvard 
property, describes, among other things, 
the rebellion of 1766, with which it is con- 
temporary. The occurrence is quaintly 
treated after the manner of a Biblical 
narrative, while the students’ side of the 
case is worked out more seriously in the 
form of an argument, finishing with a 
copy of the confession with which the re- 
bellious undergraduates finally made 
peace with the governing powers. Of 
this confession, however, some pages are 
missing. The rest of the sixty-one pages 
of old-fashioned writing in which the 
young man recorded his own and his fel- 
lows’ ideas contains, smong other matter. 
abstracts and extracts from Augustine on 
Heresies—a subject that shows incident- 
ally the religious tendencies of student 
thought in the eighteenth century—and 2 
Latin oration which proves the author to 
have been something of a wag in tvro 
languages, the oration being largely com- 
resed of contemporary college humor. 

The rebellion grew out of the rela- 
tions existing between the students and 
the management of the college commons, 
the point at issue being the butter served 
to students by “Belcher the Ruler (sur- 
named Bowl, alias Beelzebub),’”’ as he is 
aescribed in the notebook. There was 
involved also the question of attendan~e 
at prayers, the students and the faculty 
failing apparently to agree as to what 
constituted a proper excuse for absence 
from that ceremony The buttér. how- 
ever, wae made the test case and the 
students under the leadership of one Asa 
Dunbar made formal protest, apparently 
in the commons itself. The protest was 
not received with marked favor. “And 
belike,”’ says the narrative, ‘“‘the Butler 
said trouble me not, but begone unto 
thine own place’’—advice that was fol- 
lowed, as the Butler and other officials 
left the hall, by an outburst that reads 
Strangely enough to anyone familiar with 
the attitude of the modern Student to- 
ward his college superiors.

How the Monéy Is Divided. 

Cannon, familiarly called ‘‘T’ncle 
Joe,’””’ much in the same sense and with 
the same good-natured regard, considered 
in his capacity as custodian of the public 
purse, as the people entertain for our 
national and titular guardian ‘‘Uncle 
Sam,’’ is preeminently fitted to continue 
at the head of appropriations—a commit- 
tee which, year in and year out, is per- 
haps the most important of all and regu- 
larly performs the most laborious and 
exacting work done in congress. \His ser- 
vice in the house began with the forty- 
third congress ard has continued since 
with but one break of two years. 

Unlike the state legislatures throughout 
the country, which usually provide for all 
state appropriations ina single composite 
bill,, the United States congress divides 
appropriations for the government ser- 
vice according to their subjects and pro- 
vides for them in different bills bearing 
regular titles every year. 

The magnitude of the legitimate expen- 
ditures necessary to carry on the opera- 
tions of the government, the greatest on 
earth, is only comprehended when it is 
remembered that the appropriations of 
the last congress alone, covering but 
two years, footed up $1,440,000,009. Prior 
to the forty-ninth congress the commit- 
tee On appropriations had exclusive 
jurisdiction of all the money bills, while 
the seven other committees that now 
share with it the appropriating power 
had jurisdiction only over general legis- 
lation. Since 1885, however, the commit- 
tees on military affairs, naval affairs, 
foreign affairs, Indian affairs, agricul- 
ture, postoffice and post roads and rivers 
and harbors have been authorized by the 
rules to appropriate, as well as to legis- 
late, for matters coming within their re- 
spective jurisdictions. 

The committee on appropriations still 
retain control over appropriations for 
coast defenses and fortifications, for pen- 
sions (now footing up to $145,000,000 an- 
nually), for the vast civil and salary 
lists of the government, for the District 
of Celumbia’s municipal government, for 
all odds and ends Known as “‘sundry civil 
expenses,’ and for all deficiencies in ap- 
propriations of every kind. 

The jurisdiction over this last, deficien-

EARLE—On September 24, 1884, John H. 
Earle, of New Yecrk, wrote in a letter to Major 
Joseph H. Morgan, of Atlanta, the following: 
“I have received from Mr. Samuel Earle, of 
Marietta, manuscripts which are of thie deepest 
interest to me, containing as they do a great 
deal of valuable information. The references 
in his manuscfipts to Edward Earle confirm 
my data of the periods of his leaving England 
and probable arriva! in America, also of his 
being a scion of a cavalier family, likely a 
nephew of Sir Walter Earle, of Cromwell's 
time, eneral under Fairfax, of the Parlia- 
mentarian Army and may have been kin to 
Rey. John Earle, chaplain of King Charles II, 
coming over with the king from Brussels at 
the restoration and afterwards was bishop of 
Salisbury. 

In 1649 a vast number of cavaliers came over 
to Virgfiia, and to what was then the Roman 
Catholfe colony of Maryland, afterwards called 
the *“‘Land of Sanctuary,’’ as being a place of 
safety for all sorts of religious believers, as 


A well as for people of no religious belief at all. 


I am satisfied that Edward Earle did not settle 
in what we now define as Maryland, or rather 
what is now embraced in Maryland was at that 
time a part of the overshadowing colony of 
Virginia.

170. EARLE—In reply to the query for in- 
formation coneerning the Earles of New York, 
I would refer the inquirer to a book called 
‘Ralph Earle and His Descendants,’’ from 
which it appears that there are two families 
of that name in the state who are apparently 
not related. The family represented by Judge 
Earl, of the supreme court of appeals, came 
originally from Massachusetts. There are also 
Earles residing in New York city, who, I be- 
lieve, claim to be descended from Edward 
Earle, of New Jersey, who, it is said, came 
originally from Maryland. The book referred 
to above states that there is evidence. to show 
that the New York city Earles came from 
Halifax, Nova Scotia. 
There are or were, two and a half centuries 
ago, two families of Earles in England who 
were not related: one on the west side rep- 
resented by John de Erleigh, a Norman baron, 
who came to Engiand with William the Con- 
queror, and the other of the east, whose most 
conspicuous representative was Sir Erasmus 
Earle, sergeant at law under Cromwell, whose 
ancestors, I think I saw it stated in Blome- 
field’s ‘‘History of Norfolk,’’ came originally 
from the town of Saale, in Holland, I believe. 
Whether either of the-New York families be- 
longs to the one or the other of these stems 
or is of German origin (there are German fam- 
ilies with this name), I do not Know. 

The southern Earles are of the west of 
England family, settling originally in Mary- 
land and Virginia, and migrating subsequently 
to North Carolina and South Carolina. With 
the exception of the Maryland branch, all the 
southern Earles are lineally descended from 
John Earle and his wife Mary. John Earle 
came in 1649 to that part of Northumberland 
county, Virginia, which was subsequently 
erected into Westmoreland county. The date 
of his arrival in Virginia was a few months 
after the execution of Charles the First, and 
he was probably compelled to leave England 
because of his identification with the royal 
cause. In 1652 his wife Mary and children, 
Samuel, John and Mary, and Rachel Holden 
and Mary Willis, probably relatives, arrived. 
John Earle received patents aggregating !|.700 
acres of land, all lying in Northumberland and 
Westmoreland counties, for paying the passage 
from England to Virginia of thirty-four per- 
sons. John Earle’s will, probated in 1660, in 
which he mentions his three children (this wife 
was dead at the time), is of record in the 
county clerk's office at Heathsville, North- 
umberland county, Va., and the various land 
patents awarded him are recorded in the land 
office at Richmond. Some of this land is de- 
scribed as lying on ‘‘Earle’s creek and Poto- 
mac river.’’ 

John, son of John, died unmarried. Samuel, 
his brother. was married twice, first to Bridget 
secondly to Matilda ——. He had by the 
first marriage one child, Samuel. Samuel (2) 
married Phyllis —— and Lad Samuel (3), Han- 
rah and Elizabeth. Samuel (3) married Anna 
Sorrell (or Sorell), and after her death, in 
1748. married Elizabeth Holbrook. Samuel (3) 
was born in Westmoreland county about 1692 
and died in Frederick county, Va, in 1771. 
He was a man of some note in colonial days, 
being a close neighbor and friend of Lord 
Fairfax, and sat with that nobleman as a 
justice of the county court of Frederick county. 
was a member of the house of burgesses and 
collector of tobacco, major of colonial troops, 
high sheriff and church warden of Frederick 
parish, By the two marriages he had eleven 
children, all of whom, with one exception, 
who rernained in Virginia where his descend- 
ants now reside near Greenway court, the for- 
mer seat of Lord Fairfax, removed to South 
Carolina just prior to the Revolutionary war. 
One gon, John, built ‘‘Earle’s fort,’’ in 1773. 
which was a rendezvous for white and whig 
families in the troublous times of the Indian 
and Revolutionary wars. Another son, Bavlis, 
who married Mary Prince, was born in West- 
moreland county, Va., Aug. 8, 1734, and died 
in Spartanburg county, S. C., Jan. 25, 1825. 
He was!a man of prominence in the upper 
tart of the state, holding many offices, one 
of which was presiding justice of the county 
court of Spartanburg county, to which he 
was appointed by the governor of South Caro- 
lina, immediately after the organization of 
the county. While Samuel Earle (3) was a 
resident of Westmoreland county his lands are 
described in an old patent as ‘‘adjoining the 
lands of Augustine Washington.’’ Augustine 
Washington was the father of George. The 
battle of ‘‘Farle’s Ford,’’ N. C., was fought 
during the Revolution upon the lands of Baylis 
Earle. 

Samuel Farle (4) was a son of Baylis Earle. 
He entered the Revolution at the age of 16, 
as ensign in Captain John Bowle’s company 
of the Fifth regiment of South Carolina troops 
of the continental line, and served throughout 
the war as an Officer of various grades, At 
the close of the war he was elected a mem- 
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ber of the South Carolina legislature when 
that body met in Charleston, was a member of 
the convention which framed and established 
the constitution of South Carolina, a member 
of the convention which ratified for South 
Carolina the constitution of the United States, 
a member of tre congress of the United States, 
high sheriff for the northern part of South 
Carolina, and a justice of the county court 
of what is now Greenville county. Hts son, 
Baylis John Earle, was for many years cir- 
cult and supreme court judge of South Caro- 
lina. Samuel (4) was born in Frederick coun- 
tv, Va., Nov. 28, 1760, and died in old Pen- 
dileton district, S. C., in He married 
Hariet Harrison, daughter of James Harrison 
of James River, Va., and Elizabeth Hamp- 
ton Harrison his wife, sister of Gen, .Wade 
Hampton. Elias Earle and John Baylis Earfe, 
grandsons of Samuel (3) were men of note in 
South Carolina; they had been Revolutionary 
soldiers and had held many offices; among 
other things they had been members of the 
federal house of representatives. The late 
Joseph H. Earle, of South Carolina, state sen- 
ator, attorney general and United States @en- 
ator, was a grandson of Elias Farle. All the 
facts here stated are of record in wills, deeds 
and other documents of Virginia and South 
Carolina.

They 
remained resclute in their purposes, and their 
imprisonment raised such a storm of indigna- 
tion throughout the kingdom that Charles was 
obliged to liberate them. Sir Walter was elect- 
ed to parliament, and that body Immediately 
passed the celebrated statute of the ‘‘Petition 
of Richts.’’ which is now a cardinal provision 
of the British and American constitutions. 
TIume. Hallam. Rushworth and other writers 
in their account of this incident, treat it as 
one of the greatest events in English history. 
Sir Walter was one of the six commissicners 
appointed by parliament to make certain de- 
mands of Kine. Charles. They presented 
their demands. all very moderate, and to which 
every Englishman was entitled by Magna 
Charta ahd immemorial custom, but received 
no satisfaction from that mulish monarch, 
But presently the thunder of Cromwell's ar- 
tillery put an eternal quietus to the idea that 
any ruler can, in violation of law, force his 
views as to religion and politics upon people 
who do not desire them. Sir Walter, as & 
general in the parliamentary army, did valiant 
service for the ca:nse of freedom. 

The arms of Sir Walter, as given in Harleian 
gbociety papers and Hutchinson's ‘‘History of 
Dorset,’’ were ‘‘gules three escallops with a bor- 
dure. engrailed. argent.’’ Crest, a lion’s head 
secraised and transpierced with a broken spear, 
motto, not given. The southern Earles have 
long possessed this crest with the addition of 
the motto, ‘‘Vulneritus non victus’’—wounded 
but not conquered. In Hutchinson’s ‘History 
of Dorset’’ and Collinson’s ‘‘History of Somer- 
set.’’ both English, the latter of which was 
published about one hundred and fifty years 
ago. the genealogy of Sir Walter Farle, based 
upon the reports of heralds in their visita- 
tiens, official documents and private records, 
is carried back without a missing link to John 
D'Erleich. who. 7 Henry II, paid 5 marks for 
the scutage of his lands in Somerset. This 
was in the vear 1161. Collinson says, in 
speaking of the manor of Beckington: ‘Tts 
most considerable possessors after the conquest 
was the family of Erleigh, or de Erlega, 80 
called from a lordship near Reading in Berk- 
shire, who had large possessions in this county, 
viz: the manors of Beckington, Durston, Buob- 
cary, Michael’s church, the manor and hun- 
dred of North Petherton, denominated from 
them Somerton-Erle, or Erleigh.’’ The wife 
of this John was named Adela. John died 
and his son William inherited the property, 
and is certified to hold it by grand serjeantry 
or in capite or directly from the king instead 
of from.a baron. to which class William I 
awarded lands bv the feudal system, who in 
turn leased to the lower orders or knights. 
Among the descendants of this John were 
Henry. Richard, Philip, Roland, Bartholomew, 
and they married into the families of Sir John 
Chandos (the hero of ‘‘Froissart’’), Sir Guy 
de Brien. knight of the garter, the Saint Mours, 
etc. Members of the family were in the cru- 


sades and one of them founded a place of retreat 


for wounded and disabled returning crusaders. 
The escallon. shells on the family coat of arms 
was a symbol of the crusaders. The Norman 
name of the familv, or the name that John 
bore before he was awarded the lordship of 
Erleigh. I do not know, but suppose it can be 
found in the records of England. There fis on 
record at Somerset house, London, a chancery 
rill which recites the names of Fdward, 
Thomas. James, Joseph, Mary and Elizabeth 
Earle. infants under 21, by John Earle, their 
guardian, county of Somersef, date 1650 (I 
think). All these former persons, being young 
at the time, afterwards appear or are ac- 
counted for in Virginia or across the river in 
an adjoining county of Maryland, indicating 
that they were identical with the persons men- 
tioned in the chancery bill. 

Dr. John Farle was another member of the 
west of England family. He was dean of 
Westminster. chaplain and tutor to Prince 
Charles (afterwards Charles IJ), whom he ac- 
companied into exile, and after the restoration 
in 1660 was made bishop of Winchester, then 
translated to the see of Worcester, and then 
to that of Salisbury. He was elected a mem- 
ber of the Westminster assembly but declined 
to serve. He was one of the revisers of the 
liturgy of the Episcopal church. He was a 
very popular author in his time. A member 
of the South Carolina family has a long gold 
chain with a seal attached containing the de- 
vice of a cross with a flaming heart and crown 
at its base, which is said to have once been 
the proverty of the bishop of Salisbury. Samuel 
Earle (3). of Frederick county, Va,., was one of 
the earHest settlers of that county and is 
said to have named its county seat, Winchester, 
for the first see of Dr. John Earle. I know 
nothing of the truth of either of these state- 
ments. 

Sir Thomas and Robert Earle. Jord mayors of 
Bristol: John Eacle, mayor of Liverpool: Sir 
Michael Earle, governor of Shrewsbury castle, 
killed by parliamentarians, the baronets of the 
name the last*+of whom, Sir Richard Earle, 
died some time before the year |700, and 
jeneral Thomas Farle. who commanded a 
division of the duke of Mirlborough’s army in 
the war in Flanders, and who afterwards be- 
came a privy councillor to William and Mary, 
were the west of England family.

172. CUTHBERT—In The Constitution of 
date Nov. 25, 1900, we were told that John 
Cuthbert, » of. Castiehili, Seotland, ed 
Joan, daughter of Rt. Rev. 
bishop of Moray. and that to their union were 
born George Cuthbert, Lachlan Cuthbert, Alex- 
ander Cuthbert and James Cuthbert. George 
migrated to Georgia. He married Mary jc- 
Intesh, and is probably the progenitor of the 
Georgia (Cuthberts. Dr, James married in 
Carolina, and is the progenitor of all the Car- 
olina branch, 

The wil: of George Cuthbert is upon record 
In the Office of the secretary of state in 
Atlanta. It was signed April 10, 1767, and 
probated April 10, 1768. He mentions his 
wife, Mary, Joseph Cuthbert, son of Dr. James 
Cuthpert, and George Cuthbert, eldest son of 
Dr, James Cuthbert. 

The will of Dr. James Cuthbert is also upon 
record in the office of the secretary of state. 
It was signed. Aég. 44. 1770, and probated 
Oct. 26, 1770. He married Anne Williamson, 
a sister to the wife of Hon, Jonathan Bryan. 
The children of Dr. James Cuthbert mentioned 
in his will were George, Joseph, Lewis, Groome. 
and Elizabeth. He left his property in Scot- 
land, known as Castle Hill, Inverness shire, 
to his son George. 

John Cuthbert, a cousin to George and Dr. 
James, came to Georgia, and died unmarried 
in 1738. His sister, Ann Cuthbert, married, 
first, Patrick Graham, in March, 1740. Pat- 
rick Graham died in 1755, and in 1758 his 
widow married James Bulloch, the father of 
Governor Archibald Bulloch. Her will, made 
November 17, 1762, and probated June 26. 
1764, is upon record jn the office of the sec- 
retary of state, and in it she mentions her 
sister, Elizabeth Jackson, widow of James 
Jackson, of North Britain, Inverness, Scotland, 
her nephews, John and Thomas Chisholm, sons 
of Rev. Thomas Chisholm, minister of Kilm- 
arack, and her cousin, George Cuthbert. 

Can any one tell us who was the father of 
Seth John Cuthbert, who marricd Mary Clay, 
and became the father of Alfred and John A.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Warden Hawkes, assigned to the na- 
tional prison in Atlanta, is now busy ar- 
ranging for the work ‘he will control 
within a tew weeks. With Frank 
Rogers, his chief clerk, the warden is 


arranging, his preliminaries, and 
finds his hands quite full. The prison, 
in all probability, will not be opened until 
the middle of next month: but in the 
meantime the warden will be kept busy 
preparing for the opening. 

“Just now,’’ said Warden Hawkes yes- 
terday, “‘there is little for us to do here 
except to get ready for the work in store 
for us when the prison opens. The 
prison bufldings will hardly be surren- 
dered to the government before January 
1, possibly January 15. Before the prop- 
erty is finally turned over to the govern- 
ment there must be a showing by those 
who now have the building in charge. 
Mr. Aimes, the government's architect. 
will go over the place, make a thorough 
inspection, pass upon the work done and 
accept or reject it as the case may be. 
The government takes nothing but the 
best work, and ft ig eertain that the 
United States will have in Atlanta one 
of the best, most complete and up-to-date 
prisons in the union.’’ 

Warden Hawkes is one of the star men 
in his line of work. He has dealt with 
lawbreakers for years, and knows their 
ways and their plays as of old-timers. 
Kor yearg he was in charge of the big 
prison at Moundsville, W. Va. ‘There 
some of the most desperate and fearless 
men of the nation found long-time 
homes. These men Warden Hawkes 
handled successfully. 

“I am glad of one thing,” said Warden 
Hawkes during a conversation with 
friends yesterday, ‘‘and that is that no 
female prisoners will be brought to At- 
lanta. Neither wi!Il we have any mili- 
tary prisoners. For both of these I arf 
devoutly thankful. One woman prisoner 
can cause more trouble in a penitentiary 
than a hundred men. In fact, any one 
who has had any experience with prison 
life can establish the fact that a woman 
convict is about the worst prisoner on 
the books of any penitenttary.’’ 

Warden Hawkes’ family is now in At- 
lanta. He has secured a home on Peach- 
tree street, 455, into which he will move 
Saturday. He is well pleased with At- 
lanta, and is thoroughly satistied that 
he will like his new home. 

Warden Hawkes is pleasant and enter- 
taining in his convrsation, and has many 
interesting stories of prison tife to tell. 
He recites events in which criminals, 
known the country over, were actors. 
Calmly and coolly he tells of events 
which would arouse interest among those 
the least susceptible to anything like the 
emotional. :

And the Tiger Looks Grimly 
on While Colonel Part- 
ridge Struggles. 


LITTLE LESSONS FOR Cops. 
DIAMOND THE HEAD PUPIL 


Fake Investment Companies Flour- 
ish in New York City, Even on 
Wall Street — Millionaire 
Yerkes Is Back 
Again. 


New York, December 6.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)\—When a month hence the 
new administration comes in, the man 
with the hardest job on his hands is go- 
ing to be Colonel Partridge, the new po- 
lice commissioner. Two very formidable 
millstones are awaiting Colonel Part- 
ridge, and if he comes out from between 
them unpulverized it will be by virtue of 
an unexampled ability in getting out of 
tight places. One of these millstones {s 
the law—the law which declares that all 
gambling joints and disorderly houses 
must be closed. The other fs public sen- 
timent; the public sentiment which elect- 
ed Seth Low as a protest against the 
public corruption fostered by Tammany 
hall, buts which demands, nevertheless, 
' that the city shal! not be “tight shut.”’ 
If Colone!] Partridge fails to enforce the 
law he is liable not only to dismissal but 
to indictment. If he enforces it rigidly 
there will be the how] of protest to «af- 
fright a wooden Indian from his pedestal. 
His own party is for a liberal interpreta- 
tion of the law: District Attorneyv-elect 
Jerome has said so openly. Mayor-elect 
Low has said so by implication. Prob- 
ably four-fifths of the voting population 
takes this view. A tight-closed city 
would mean an overwhelming victorv for 
Tammany hall next election. Herein les 
Colonel Partridge’s dilemma and Tam- 
many hall’s opportunity. 

Observe now how beautifully the thing 
works out for Tammany. The new police 
,commissioner calls his captains together 
(Tammany captains, most of tham) and 
bids them enfcrce the law. Either they 
try to obey this law literally, and tem- 
porarily close up every illegal place, in 
which cas? an avalanche of unpopularity 
will overwhelm the present administra- 
tion; or they dcn'‘t do it and all efforts 
to make them do it fail, in which case 
Tammany says ‘‘Behold how impossible 
it is to wipe out these places. You 
blame us for not dcing what your own 
administration has failed to Go.” The 
_reformers have made the mistake of de- 
ciaring that only the higher officials of 
the police department are corrupt; that 
the rank and file would be straight if 
they had a chance. Tammany knows 
better. It knows that the whole force is 
Saturated with corruption, and that so 
long as the man on post stands with his 
hand behind his back and his palm up- 
ward, so ong the worst kind of dives 
Will flourish in every precinct. 

Charles T. Yerkes, the multi-millionaire 
street railroad man, who has recently 
returned from London, where he is put- 
ting in the new underground railroad 
system, is far more of a public figure in 
the metropolis of the Old World than in 
the metropolis of the New. There, <-s 
head of a mighty public enterprise, he 
must figure largely in the public eye: de- 
liver addresses, respond to toasts ut 
banquets, and sit upon the conspicuous 
platform. Here at his own home he may, 
live as he pleases, and he pleases to live 
quietly, amusfng his leisure hours, which 
are few, in his superb picture gallery, 
containing the finest collection of mod- 
ern paintings in this country, or behind 
his fast horses. Few people know that 
Mr. Yerkes is a Quaker, but such is the 
fact. He was brought up in the strictest 
environments of the quaint gray sect, 
and its influences abide with him still. 
He occasionally walks soberly down of 
a Sunday tothe church wherethe Friends 
meet, in one of the old and once aristo- 
cratic parts of the city. Always, in pri- 
, vate with his own family, he uses the 
‘affectionate ‘‘thee’’ and ‘“‘thy” of his boy- 
hood. And, though it may seem a strange 
thing to say of a man who has fought 
his way to the mastery of the great Chi- 
cago street railway systems and the 
ownership of nearly a hundred million 
dollars, his tastes today are tor the most 
‘part quiet and simple. Mr. Yerkes is 
nearly 65 years old, but no stranger who 
met the sturdy, square-shouldered man 
with the atmosphere of vigor, health, 
and the enjoyment of life, and the keen, 
clear eyes in the unwrinkled face, would 
set him down for mor2 than 50. In the 
generation of soured and nerve-broken 
millicnaires who have bartered health, 
temper and the savor of life for their 
fortunes, the street magnate stands 
apart and almost alone—I have heard 


} 
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him express the hope that when he began 
to break he would go quickly. But there 
ig no sign of that beginring yet. Perhaps 
it is the calm and self-regtraint of his 
Quaker boyhood that is bearing its fruit 
now in a vigorous and active age, after 
a lifetime of battle. : 

To the grafting policeman the sentence 
in the case of Police Captain Diamond is 
a bright rift in the clouds Diamond, it 
will be remembered, was indicted for neg- 
lect of duty in failing to suppress a dis- 
orderly house maintained by a woman 
named Schmidt in his precinct. His ward- 
man, Bissert, Is now under sentence for 
receving bribes from the Schmidt woman. 
On the ground that he could not get a 
fair trial in New York, the accused. cap- 
tain got a change of venue and his ‘case 
was tried before’ Judge D. Cady Herrick 
and a jury of farmers at Albany. That 
the jury should have found him guilty 
wis no great surprise; the surprise came 
later when Judge Herrick made a speech 
to the defendant, in which he declared 
that the offense was one of which any 
police captain in New York. could be 
found guilty, and which he terminated by 
fining Captain Diamond $1,000. In the 
course of the speech, which was appa- 
rently designed to forestall criticism of 
his action, the learned judge said that the 
outcome would ‘‘prove a lesson to police 
officers."” It will. And the lesson is a 
plain one. It is that they will find it good 
business to “fail to suppress’ disorderly 
houses, and, when put on trial therefor, 
get a change of venue to Albany. Itis a 
simple financial proposition. ‘‘Failing to 
suppress” a disorderly house is worth to 
a police captain anywhere from $5 to 
$5,000 a year—as an expression of the 
gratitude of the proprietor. In the ‘‘fat’’ 
precincts, where these dives average one 
to a block, the ‘failure to suppress’ in- 
come of the captain Is such that an occa- 
Fiona] $1,000 fine is a mere bagatelle. And 
Captain Diamond is still on the force. 

In prosperous times the financial dis- 
trict teems with fake investment com- 
panies. That any one should be befooled 
by them scems almost impossible, as their 
methods are as crude as those of the 
knights of the walnut shell and the pea 
at the country fair; nevertheless they 
reap a fat harvest. The career of the 
latest of these concerns to come into the 
grip of the law is typical of all the rest in 
its main features. Two young men named 
Dillon and Barrett seem to have been the 
nucleus out of which no less than thir- 
teen firms grew, each appearing as soon 
as its predecessor found it expedient to 
drop out of public view. The partners 
would hire an office, send out specious and 
alluring circulars, alleging that they had 
inside information on the stcck market 
and could guarantee big profits to their 
clients, and wait for ‘‘suckers.”’ They 
never had to wait long. From Bangor, 
Me., to San Jose, Cal., the easy meney 
came pouring in. The firm simply ab- 
sorbed it. 

When inquiries from disappointed ‘‘in- 
vestors’’ became _ too pressing, the 
precious pair changed their firm name 
and address and sent out a brand new 
batch of sucker-catcher circulars from 
the new quarters. It is estimated that 
they took in about $1,500 a month in this 
way. Up to this point there is nothing 
original about their procedure: it has 
been done for years. But one of them 
seems to have had a spice of humorous 
ingenuity in his make up, for he con- 
ceived the beautiful idea of becqming a 
private detective agency, and sending 
circulars to all the dupes offering to 
trace up any losses they may have suf- 
fered through bogus financial concerns 
for a small percentage of what might 
be recovered. Many of the victhms re- 
sponded. The ‘detective agency’’ direct- 
ed them to forward all proofs. This was 
done. All that remained for the swin- 
dlers was to burn the proofs and their 
record was clear, so far as those par- 
ticular cases went. Other dupes. how- 
ever, sent their complaints to the po- 
lice, and, after a glorious career of 
nearly two years, the game is stopped. 
But though under arrest, the men are 
not yet convicted, and past records show 
that it is extremely difficult to get satis- 
factory evidence in such cases. The or- 
ganizer of the biggest out-and-out swin- 
dling concern that Wall street has ever 
known is still at liberty, though it {s 


‘more than two years since the authori- 


ties rounded up the whole firm. An oc. 
casional arrest does not stop the other 
bilkers. The returns are too great and 
the risk too small. There are  un- 
doubtedly today fifty firms in and about 
Wall street which do an alleged invest- 
ment business on a basis of pure fake. 
The trouble in Wall street just now is 
that there are bears and bulls. but no 
lambs. The bears put stocks down, but 
failed to make the lambs sell. The bulls 
put them up, but there is no rush of 
outsiders to buy. The result is that the 
situation today remains just about what 
it was three weeks ago, when the bulls 
were advancing stocks only to send them 
off at every attempt to take profits, and 
the bears were unable to cover their 
sales without advancing the price on 
themselves. The event of the last two 
weeks has been the decline in copper. 
Up to the beginning of that movement 
it looked as if the market might be 
generally advanced by the methods 
adopted, that of putting the price of 
stocks by groups. It had not succeeded 
and the crash in copper ended all hope 
for a while. And with good cause, since 
a thoroughly bad state of affairs in the 
copper industry is the justification -if 
not|the cause of the decline. The im- 
mediate cause is said to be an attack 
by an enemy of the Amalgamated Cop- 
per Company, who ‘went gunning’’ for 
a certain long interest. UANE.

He Took a Sailing Vessel for 
Boston—Return by Land.

Shakespeare tells of man’s seven ages, 
but his seven does not fit our day—nor 
indeed, did they fit his own day with 
any distinct lines of demarcation be- 
tween them. They glide into each other 
and it is hard to tell where the one 
quits and the other begins. We have in- 
fants and school boys and lovers, but 
very few are soldiers, and not one in a 
hundred ever becomes a justice of the 
peace. His sixth age does not do justice 
to our men and women of three score 
years and ten, for most of them grow 
fat instead of lean, and our big manly 
voices -have not turned to treble, nor 
do they pipe and whistle in their sound. 
I can still sing base to the long-meter 
doxology and my wife can sing “Mary 
had a little lamb”’ to the baby. As to 
the seventh age, which he pictures as 
second childhood and mere oblivion with- 
out teeth or taste Or eyes or ears or 
anything, we never see them—our old 
people die before they get to that. But 
in the life of every man and woman 
there are epochs, events, mile stones, 
as it were, that stand out prominent 
in memory and mark their § progress 
from youth to old age. My earliest recol- 
lection {s the killing of our dog Hector, 
who was supposed to be mad, and it 
g@-ved us, for we loved him and he 
loved us. Next I recall the falling of 
the stars in 1833. My father held me 
up and with my feet upon the top rail- 
ing of the bannisters, I saw them come 
down in myriads as quietly and softly 
as snowflakes and they went out as 
they neared the earth. They were sep- 
arate and distinct as the stars, but as 
near together as the sparks from _ the 
chimney of an oldtime blacksmith shop. 
George Lester was my playmate and 
lived close by and the next morning 
he and I hunted all over his mother’s 
garden to find some signs of the stars 
that. fell, but found none. While they 
were falling our negro cook, Aunt Alilsey, 
was down on her knees praying, and as 
She clung to my mother’s night gown 
she called on Jesus to come and take 
us all to heaven. That night was an 
epoch and it is worth being 75 years old 
to have witnessed it. My next remem- 
brance of note is a journey to Savannah 
with my father and mother and brother, 
where we took a sail vessel for Boston. 
I remember the magnificent double row 
of china trees in the long street, and I 
wonder now if there is a person living 
in Savannah who was living there then 
and remembers that row of beautiful 
trees that are long since dead and gone. 
I remember that voyage of thirty-three 
days around Cape Hatteras, where our 
ship was almost wrecked, and mother 
held fast unto her children and silently 
prayed for deliverance. I remember 
when we reached Boston and how, af- 
ter our visit was over, father bought a 
carriage and pair of horses. and we 
journeyed by land from Boston to Geor- 
gia and never crossed a railroad, for 
there was none to cross. I remember our 
stop at the natural bridge in Virginia, 
and how we walked away down in the 
gorge and looked up and afterwards 
stood on the bridge and looked down 
from the dizzy height. 

When I was about ten years old I had 
another epoch, for I had a fight on Sun- 
day at a camp meeting and got licked 
and my fine Sunday clothes were all 
spoiled with mud and dirt. A country 
boy said I was a town boy and was 
dressed too fine and he was gwine to 
take the starch outen my ruffled shirt 
And he did. I fought as hard as I could, 
but he licked me and I cried. I had gone 
to the spring to get some water and the 
fight came off there. My father whipped 
me next morning and the school teacher 
got ready to whip me,again, but I showed 
him my legs and he let me off with a 
talk. My next episode has left an in- 
delible impression. We had to walk 
2 miles to school and about half way 
there was a big gully that we used to 
slide down In. One morning>Bi!l Maltbie 
and Overton Young and Jim Wilson and 
myself stopped to slide down and Bill 
pulled out a deck of cards and said he 
would show us how to play. I had 
never seen a deck before in my life, 
but I had hearn tell of ’em. They were 
mighty pretty and he taught us how to 
shuffle and cut and deal and turn Jack 
and play seven-up. One morning Tom 
Wilson and Jim Alexander came along 
as they were going to school and heard 
our racket in the gully and they caught 
us playing cards. They slipped up on 
us, for we were completely absorbed in 
the game, and Tom said: ‘‘Well,. vou 
are the youngest set of gamblers I ever 
saw in my life. The sheriff will get you 
and put you all in jai! before night.” I 
never was scared so bad in .my life. I 
couldn't study my lessons nor eat my 
dinner at school and watched for the 
sheriff all day long, But that cured me 
of card playing and I never handled a 
deck again until I got to college. Col- 
lege was a good place to play ecards 
then; it 
now. Tom Wilson and Jim Alexander 
were good-hearted boys and never told 
on us. Tom died years ago and Jim 
died last month in Atlanta. He got to 
be a great doctor and everybody loved 
him. When I received the telegram that 
told me he was dead I felt like another 
prop was gone and that now only one 
was left—his brother Tom in Rome. 
Maltblie is dead and Young and Jim 
Wilson. All my schoolmates are dead 
except one and all my school teachers 
and college professors are dead. 

For several years there was noepoch— 
no episode. Every day was alike until 
I began to notice the girls with a pecu- 
liar longing emotion and brushed my 
hair more carefully and carrted a clean- 
er handkerchief and wore tighter boots 
well polished. In fact, I got to be a 
dandy in my dress. Shakespeare makes 
fun of the lover and dismisses him with 
aline. Says he sighed and wrote poetry 
about his sWeétheart’s eyebrows. We 
beat that in our day. MI didn’t sigh a bit 
for my_ sweetheart was as bad off about 
me as I was about her, and we were too 
happy to sigh. We soon became en- 
gaged, and she fixed the day away on 
in June, but I judged it backwards to 
May, and then to April and at last to 
March, to all of which she blushingly 
assented. I wrote poetry, too—not to 
her eyebrows—but to her from head to 
foot. Here is the last verse, which is 
only a Sample of what I could do in 
those halcyon days: 

‘*‘When incense on the sacred altars burned 

Its ag seemed in fragrant clouds to 

rise, 

So may my wishes all to heaven turned, 

__——* rich blessings for thee from the 

skies.’’ 

This is pretty good, I think. 
some yankee soldier came along and 
stole the album and carried it off as a 
trophy and gave\jt to his sweethemrt. Yhe 
kept it twenty years, and married anothe?g 
fellow and sent the album back to him, 
and he mailed it to my wife with a nice 
apology. He is a gentleman, though it 
took him a long time to repent and re- 
form. Of course our marriage was an 
epoch—a big milestone. My wife was 
only 16 and as docile as a pet lamb. I 
took her young, believing I could train 
her if she needed training. For a year 
or two I could make her do just as I 
pleased, but later on I could make her 
do just as she pleased and now she makes 
me do just as she pleases, too. But itis 
all right, and I have got used to it. 
Yesterday I received a letter from a 
friend asking me to help him about choos- 
ing a wife. He is a widower, with one 
child, and wanted a woman over 30 and 
under 40—a settled woman—and he said 
he would make her a good, loving hus- 
band, etc. Well, I talked it over in the 
family and named several good o!d set- 


tled girls, and my wife stopped sewing and 
said: “I don’t tink you are a very good

MID-WINTER FOOTBALL. 


For those who like to play football on 
the milder days of the winter, and who 
want lively exercise without roughness 0 
danger or the nécessity of spec‘al clothing 
and yet with plenty of fun and excite- 
ment, a game which has recently been 
contrived is admirably adapted. Its great 
advantage is that it needs no specially 
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Ignatius, Son 
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prepared field or elaborate lines, and that 
five oni & side aré plenty to make good 
sport, while as few @s three, or aS many, 
if the field be largé ehough, as eleven on 
a side may play... Take, for example, a 
game where theré are. five players on a 
side, A’s team against X’s. All that is 
required is a fairly level space, a regular 
oval pig-skin football and tivo goal posts, 
the size of the regulation goal, but with 
the crosspiece only a yard from the 
ground. The f#ld for a game of five on 
a side should be approximately 80 yards 
long and 30 yards wide. 

Now, suppose that A’s team has the 
ball. It is placed 20 yards in front of the 
goal for the kick-off. A’s team lines up 
on a level with the ball. To cover the 
field well, X’s side will dispose themselves 
about as in the accompanying diagram. 
A kicks, full and fair, and the opposing 
team starts for the ball, which is not in 
play till it touches one of them. Suppose 
the ball filles toward Y, and he sees that 
he can catch it on the fly. He may now 
do one of two things; either make a fair 
catch, or catch and run with the ball to- 
ward the opponent's goal. In the former 
cas2?, he calls out ‘‘fair caitch,” and if the 
catches he may, without opposition, ad- 
vance the ball five paces. It is then put 
that spot. If; 
however, he elects.to catch and run it 
back, he may run with it until touched—- 
not teckled. but merely tagged--hby any 
man of the other team who was behind 
the ball when it was kicked off. The ball 
is then down for his side, at the spot 
where he was tovthed and is put. into 
play from there. If the leather is not 
caught on the fly it is put initto play on 
the spot where it is finally stopped, but

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cannot be run back or advanced from 
there. ; 

After the kick-off. X's side has the ball, 
and must return it either by punt or drop 
kick. The kicking is dene in the alpha- 
betical order of names, each player taking 
his turn. The first ‘Kick for X’s side-is 
therefore by V, and the ball is turned 
over to him by whatever player caught it 
or stopnéd it. He may return it from 
the spot where it was “down,” or from 
any part of the field not forward of that 
line.. For A’s side, B has next kick; then 
comes W, then C, then X, then D, and so 
on. -Any pleyer may ¢eatech and advance 
the ball, but only the Oné Whose turn it 
is may kick. The object ig; of course, to 
gain ground, and to return the ball into 
a part of the field mot covered by the 
enemy’s formation. If the ball goes out 
of the side lines, it is put in play from the 
line where it crossed through the boun- 
daries. Presently one side will have 
worked the ball far enough down to try 
for goal. The trial mi@y be either by punt 
or drop kick. The ball must go between 
the air space marked by the goal posts 
at any height over the crossbar, but it 
does not count a goal if it be caught on 
the fly by the defenders of the goal be- 
hind the goal line, If the trial for goal 
fails the other, side punt out from their 
goal line. Remember that the trtfal for 
goal may always be made from divectly 
in front, as the ball may be carried 
straight across the field in either direc- 
tion after a down before kicking. After 
a goal the side defending the goal kicks 
off again. If the ball is successfully car- 
ried by one side behind the opposing goal 
line it may be brought out directly in 
front of the goal for a kig¢k for goal. 

It will be found that after a little prac- 
tice the passing and Kicking will he very 
fast, and will keep both sides on the 
jump to cover the fleld ard prevent the 
ball from being run back too far. Quick- 
ness and accuracy of judgment, sureness 
ef catch, fleetness of foot and ability to 
place punts, four of the most valuable 
ualities in regular football, wilt soon be 
eveloped by this game, which is lively 
enough to furnish plenty of excitement 
and exercise, If desired, interference 
may form to protect the man running 
with the ball, though this makes the play 
rougher, and is likely to result in some 
sharp collisions and nard tumbles.

Although Alfred did so much for the 
advancement of learning among his peo- 
ple, when he was 10 years old neither he 
nor his elder brother knew a letter of the 
alphabet. Admiring a beautiful illumi- 
nated volume of Saxon songs: belonging to 
their mother she promised the book to 
the boy who could first read a song, and 
Alfred won the prize. 

Alfred became king at 22. He was a 
great warrior, and encountered his ene- 
mies the Danes in nine pitched battles, 
“raging up the slope like a wild boar,”’ 
the old chronicle says, attacking his foes 
at close quarters, battleax in hand. His 
tavorite battle song, “‘Where Are Now 
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SAUNDERS JONES, 
Son of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel D. 
Jones, of Inman Park. 
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the Bones of Weland?’’ he marked to be 
taught to his sons but words and music 
are now lost. Much of what 4s known as 
common law has been handed down from 
this wonderful man. 

Alfred and his brother Etthelred 
showed great coolness in times of deadly 
peril. 

While attending church service one 
morning, word was brought that the 
Danes were upon them and held the 
Saxon troops at bay. “God first 4nd man 
after,’ said Ethelred calmly, and the 
service continued uninterrupted. At its 
conclusion, however, the Saxons  ad- 
vanced swiftly “‘as one man” and defeat- 
ed the invaders in a mighty battle. 

Many things which seem as natural and 
necesary and valuable to us as the air 
we breath we owe to this wise king, who 
had a great mind, though his body. was 
pain-racked. He it was who translated 
the Testament into the English tongue. 
Before his day we had no means of meas- 
uring time. He valued time greatly and 
used it wisely, and devised a means of 
measuring the hours by tallow candles 
placed in,horn lanterns. He founded Ox- 
ford, which after a thousand years is still 
the greatest institution of learning in 
England. 

He said, “I strive to live worthily and 
wish to be remembered by my ~ good 
works.”’ : 

He lived no soft life, but a full, pro- 
gresive one, advancing himself and pull-

Every line of stock in every busi- 
ness that offers attraction for the Christ- 
mas shopper seems fils year to be more 
complete and more brilliant than at any 
previous holiday time, ecnd there is no 
reason why everybody shculd rot be sai- 
isfied. 

For the boys and girls there is special 
allurement im toy, dry goods, book and 
candy stores, and some of the children 
are happy if they may only look in at the 
windows.. Most of them are not quite so 
retiring, however, and they are eager, 
not only to see everything in ali the 
stores, but to buy everything, however 
small ‘heir savings. are. 

One of the most popular resorts just 
now for the children is the book store, 
and especially that book store which is 
attentive to the patronage of children. 

People who are not familiar with book 
stores and libraries and people who have 
ho friends among the children do not 
know what an important part of the 90k 
business the children’s part has become 
of recent years. The children’s increased 
share in general interest in book stores 
and libraries is accounted for in several 
ways. One reason is that they are en- 
couraged at home and at school to read, 
their teachers and their parents recom- 
mending and sometimes reading with 
them boéks which tend to cultivate or 
increase the taste for reading. The new 
methods employed in teaching in. the 
schools, the children being persuaded tv 
discover things for themselves, also {n- 
elines the children to read, although this 
letter reason may be included in the first. 
The greater attention that the book stores 
and the libreries give to the children in 
the manner of serving them and supply- 
ing their demands is another strong en- 
couragement. Children, especially those 
who are naturally fond of recding, are 
usually timid, and the znumber of their 
visits to libraries and book stores is 
cften aependent upon the treatment they 
receive there. When they are given the 
courteous attention in Hbraries and book 
stores that Atlanta children receive, they 
ere ccmpensating and pleasant patrons. 

This year the bock stores are most in- 
viting to the juvenile reader. There are 
many new books by né@w authors, new 
books by authors who are :well-known 
and beloved, and .old books which are 
permanent favorites. The binding of 
most of them is attractive enough to win 
the boys’ and girls’ hearts even. before 
they look b¢étween the @rtistic covers. All 
the standards are to be had, some of 
them in unusually fine binding, and some 
of them gotten up so cheaply as to be 
within the range of the rlimmest purse. 

The fact that there is an ever-growing 
demand for juvenile literature and that 
writers realize now the iiterary possibil- 
ities in such writing is adding every day 
»ew contributors of the best class to 
juvenile literature. The number of new 
books for children is almost as large as 
that for grown people end while there 
must of course be many poor attempts, 
there is a surprisingly large proportion of 
the new list worth readirg. 

For the very. little folks, one of the 
most popular volumes this season is 
Denslow’'s ‘“‘Mother Goose.’’ The rhymes 
are just the same old cnes that every- 
body knows, but the illustrations are en- 
tirely new, full of meaning and most ar- 
iistic.. ‘‘Mother Goose’”’ is to be had with 
mmany entirely different styles of ilius- 
trations, and there is ‘“‘Mother Goose” ‘pn 
prose, which tells in full and explains the 
stories that the rhymes only suggest. 
‘Father Goose’’ is a ptominent person- 
age this year, too, and a whole neighbor- 
hood of geese, in fact,will quack the chil- 
dren's holiday verse. 

‘‘Alice in Wonderland’ is an cld favor- 
ite which is published now with illustra- 
tions by Peter Newell, the combination 
being so splendid that grown folks as 
well as children are delighted with it, 
and the book stores find great difficulty 
in keeping it in stock. 

Hamilton Mabie’s “Old Norse Tales” 
form another volume, which old and 
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young enjoy, they are so full of interest, 
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THE SEVEN STEPS SOCIAL: 
A NEW BLIND MAN’S BUFF 


E had such a jolly time one even- 

ing last week at a seven steps so- 

cial given by the Neighborhood 
Llub. The idea was new to us,:and, as 
we are all devoted to lively games, it 
scored an instantaneous success with our 
party, and, judging from the laughter, 
with every one else as well.

We were then informed that, after the 
beH rang, we would ‘each have seven 
steps for use in escaping from the blind 
man, who was called the “Buffer,’’ and 
were advised to take up our positions in 
portions of the room where we would 
judge ourselves safest from his attacks. 

Cornersy curtains and recesses were all 
legal as hiding places, but standing upon 
chairs, tables or other furniture was ve- 
toed under pain of forfeiting points.

After this explanation a bell rang and 
away we all flew to take up our positions. 
A minute later another bell gave the 
buffer permission to set out uopn his 
hunting expedition. 

The next moment the room rang with 
the gayest sort’of frolic. The buffer 
played his.part capitally and kept us all 
quivering. It was:thrilling to feel him 
fumbling around your retreat, but mad- 
dening to waste one of the precious 
seven steps unless one was in positive 
danger, since, after the steps were ¢x- 
pended one would be obliged to stand 
perfectly still and take his chances of 
being caught. When it eame to close 
quarters we bobbed, We dodged, ducked, 
swayed this way or that. Did every- 
thing, in fact, to escape except take a 
step. But sometimes his attentions be- 
came so pressing that a step or rather 
a spring became necessary. When_ this

I forgot to say that being 
blindman by lot, the first time, did not 
count against the player or disqualify 
him for the prize. | 

There were six biffers and six games 
or rounds. All those who were never 
captured drew for the prizes, which, for 
both gentleman and lady, were hand- 
some handkerchiefs, suggestive of the 
blindfoiding in the game. 

After the stirring events of the first 
hour and a half we were ready to partake 
of refreshments, but the club had still a 
trial of skill in store for us. 

The dining room folding doors were 
thrown open, displaying a table prettily 
decorated and loaded down with good 
things. Each player was then blind fold- 
ed in turn, given a fork and spoon and 
told to help himself to the viands. He 
was given two minutes to make his se- 
lection. The dishes were to be touched 
with fork and spoon only. Naturally 
each convive was supposed to go about 
making his selection in a careffal and 
quiet fashion, 30 as to destroy nothing. 

The fun and chaffing which occurred 
when each player tore off his handker- 
chief and examined his. plate can be 
readily imagined. This preliminary 5sé- 
lection was, of course, merely a ‘“‘catch.”’

There are three new Henty books, of 
course, the usual number that this popu- 
lar writer for boys turns out every year. 


| Eldridge S. Brooks, another good writer 
| of boys’ stories, furnishes one about the 
| late Boxer war in China. the title ‘Under 
'the Allied Flags,” which will be part of 


many boys’ Christmas. The Cuban, the 
Philippine, the Chinese and the South 
African wars all supply good material for’ 
adventurous plots that are well handicd 
by noted writers, and anotker sucessful 
idea in literature for children is that 
which treats of the early days of our 
country. “A Boy in Early Virginia,”* by 
Edward Robins, brings in Captain John 
Smith with interest, and there are many 
other good stories on this order. 

The “Boys’ Book of Inventions,” by 
Ray Stannard Baker, is a fine thing. for 
any boy to possess whose mind has a- 
mechanical or an inventive turn, and the 
“American Boys’ Handy Tok” and the 
“American Girls’ Handy Book” are some- 
what similar, being full of suggestive 
experiments in many lines. They include 
hints from steam engine construction for 
the boys to embroidery stitches for the 
girls. There is nh new Sherburne book by 
Amanda Douglas, and Anna Chopin Ray’s 
“Teddy"’ books, which rank with the Al- 
cott stories, has a new addition. 

Nesbit’s ‘“Would-Be-Goods,"’ in lvok 
form, is most attractive, and for older 
girls, ‘“‘Three Fair Maids” is drawing 
some attention. 

Seton-Thompson’s “Lives of the Hunht- 
ed’’ is thought by some of his admirers to 
be even better than “Wild Animals I 
Have Known,” and it will be a handsome 
Christmas gift. Another animal story 
book is ‘‘Bears of Blue River,”’ by Chas. 
Major. author of “When Knighthood Was 
in Flower."” The two make quite a con- 
trast, but boys and girls who like the nov- 
el also like the tales of the bears. 

“The Tale of Pierrot and His Cat’’ ‘is 
a novelty for the very little folks, which 
is a gem from the artistic standpoint. 
Its illustrations are in the brightest col- 
ors, and portray the daintiest of French 
tots whose quaintn¢ss wins big folks and 
little. A “Story of Live Dolls,’ which 
describes how all the dolls in a cer- 
tain village came to life and what they 
did, is another delightful book for doll 
and book lovers. ' 

There are famous collections of nation- 
ally characteristic stories, that is, stories 
of children in all the countries 
that are best known, showing the differ- 
ences among them. John Luther Long's 
“Prince of Illusion’’ is the first and title 
story in a book which contains several 
charming new tales for big “he and girls 
and grown folks. 

There are some well-known stories for 
which there is always a demand, espe- 
cially at Christmas time, notably those of 
Joel Chandler Harris, whose characters 
are familiar to the children all over the 
country in the north as well as the south, 
and are firmly believed to be gospel true. 

“The Birds’ Christmas Carol’ by Kate 
Douglas Wiggin, is always in demand, and 
each Christmas gains rather than loses 
in popularity. The same may be said 
of Laura Richards’ “Captain January,” 
Mrs. Burnett's “Fauntleroy,’’ and Pyr- 
nelle’s ‘“‘Diddie, Dumps and Tot.’’ These 
last are plantation stories, which deserve 
all the devotion the children give them. 

It is quite a common thing, ‘so 
merchants say, for children to enter their 
stores and ask ‘‘just to see’ a copy of 
“Diddie, Dumps and Tot.”’ They have 
heard it read at school or they have read 
somebody else’s copy, and they wish 
just to loak at the book. 

The children’s requests in book stores 
often show how earnest they are in their 
reading, how seriously they take in what 
they read, and: believe in the reality of 
characters and incidents which are well 
portrayed. Oftentimes a little girl will 
ask if there is a sequel to a certain’ 
story, and when she is told there is 
not, she’ looks disappointed and says, 
‘Well, don’t you think there ought to 
be? If I should write to Miss So-and- 
So (the author), don’t you think she 
would at least tell me what became of 
Jane, or Susan, or whatever the hero- 
ine’s name may be?’ 

Sequels to grown folks’ books are usual- 
ly disappointing, but such is by no means 
the case with s®™uets to children’s sto- 
ries, For instance, ig all seriousness, 
there sre the “‘Elsie’’ books, although it 
is hard to take the “Elsie” books seri- 
ously in any sense, except for the hav- 
oc they play in children’s minds. This 
year will behold.the pablication of the 
twenty-fifth “Elsie’’ book! That popular . 
female has en described at home, 
abroad, in the country, at the seashore, 
as a girl, as a young lady, as a mother. 
as a grandmother, on her head and on her 
heels, and most people would enjoy im- 
mensely a description of her funeral, But 
still she lives, &nd continues to have her 
every breath given notoriety. Of course. 
people read about her, else it would not 
pay to “write her up’ at such length. 
There are some girls who never buy any 
other book, but on their birthdays and 

t Christmas they adfli an “‘Elste’’ book 
o their collection, and as it would take 
abotit twelve years and a half to secure 
them all at this rate, it is to be hoped 
that final fate of the collection is to be 
burned. The owner's mind may be de- 
veloped enough et the age when- the last 
book is added to see that burning can 
be their only just end—that is, unless 
reading all these books has so emptied 
the mind as to leave it capable of enjoy- 
ing only the “Elsie’’ books, which stand 
alone. 

To change the subject entirely, it seems 
strange that there are no children’s books 
on the Roycroft list. Elbert Hubbard 
is such a lover of children, and he makes 
such a point of choosing for his beautl- 
ful work stories which are beautiful and 
which will do Ample good in the reading, 
that*it is a wonder he has not before 
this time turned his attention to books 
which are strictly children’s. The chil- 
dren love beautiful things, and if their 
love for the beautiful should be appealed 
to by the Roycrofters, both the children 
and the Roycrofters would gain, the 
latter in patronage and the former in en- 
joyment.

This was the most important battle 
of Savannah. 

“The brave Count Pulaski was taken 
on board the brig Wasp, which lay in 
the Savannah river. After lingering two 
days, he died on October 9. 1779. and was 
buried in the river. The citizens of Sa- 
vannah have honored his memory by a 
stately monument in Monterey park. 
One voted by congress was never built. 

“Hera we pause to Say} that Sergeant 
William Jasper. who lost his life in this 
assault on Savannah, had, at the begin- 
revolution, enlisted in the 
Second South Carolina regiment and be- 
came a sergeant. He had distinguished 
himseif in the attack on Fort Moultrie 
by the British fleet, June 28, 1776, by 
securing and replanting the South Caro- 
lina flag, whose staff had been broken 
by the enemy's shot. When Governor 
Rutledge presented him with his own 
sword and offered him a _  lieutenant’s 
commission, Jasper, who could scarcely 
read or write, refused, saying: “I am 
not fit to keep officers’ company: I am 
but a sergeant.’’ Colonel Moultrie, ap- 
preciating his brayery and coolness, gave 
him a commission to scour the country 
With a few men and capture the ene- 
my’s outposts. His achievements in 
this capacity equal any recorded in the 
revolutionary annals. In the assault 
upon Savannah he was in the column 
which, under D'Estaing and Lincoln. at- 
tacked the Spring Hill redoubt, and re- 
ceived his death wound while fastening 
to the parapet the standard which had 
been presented to his regiment by Mrs. 
Eliott. His hold never released and he 
bore the colors to a place of safety be- 
fore he died. His last words were: ‘Tell 
Mrs. Eliott I last my life supporting the 
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MISS McELROY, 
The Charming Guest of Miss Mamie Miller. 
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A county in Georgia and a square in 
Savannah are named for him, and a 
monument to his memory has been erect- 
ed in Savannah, 

“The British continued to occupy Sa- 
vannah until peace was declared and 
England withdrew her troops. 

“Since Savannah received her city char- 
ter in 1789. she has continued her march 


and prosperity in everything. With her 
fine harbor which has made her the sec- 
ond cotton port in the United States: 
with her trade in cotton and rice and 
naval stores, her delightful climate and 
the thrift, elegance and culture of her 
people. she claims today and receives 
the admiration of every true Georgian.”’

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GORY BULL FIGHTING SEASON. 
TO MEXICO’S DELIGHT, NOW ON 


ENTRY OF THE ALGUAZIE AND CUADRIKA. 
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*“Coward’’ Bull 
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By F. F. Thompson. 


W> TER has come to Mexico and with 
it a special joy to the Mexican. For 


Winter is not aded down here. lt 
means &\ erries and all 
the ithout the 
rains and heet. t means, too, the advent 
of the pr sional bull fighter and it is 
this that makes the Mexican feel hap- 

No matter what may be -said 
is no doubt that a bull fight gives 
more pleasure to the average Mexican 
than does any other amusement. 
The papers speak of it as the ‘“‘manly 
Sport’’ and the Sunday fights are report- 
ed with all the detail and accuracy that 
are possible. The ‘“‘espada’’ is regarded 
With veneration and admiring respect by 
the poorer classes;. he is looked upon as 
an artist worthy of esteem and _ sociai 
eourtesies by the rich. So it is that when 
he comes to the city from his summer 
Rome in the country every one wakes up 
and does him honor. There are banquets 
and receptions to him: he is greeted when 
on the street by many of those in the 
best: society and nothing is too good for 
this hero of the ring. 

Just now he is in his full glory and all 
the City of Mexico is bowing before him. 
The present recipient of all these honors 
is Mazzantini, a Spaniard, and one of the 
most fam: artists in his line in the 
world. He was here a few years ago and 
Won the everlasting admiration of the 
people by his:skill and daring. So, when 
he landed in New York not long ago his 
arrival. was noted in the papers as an 
important piece of news. As he traveled 
through the United States the progress 
Of his train was heralded by a series of 
, bulletins which were posted in all parts 
of the city. Once in the republic he was 
serenaded at nearly all the cithes through 
which he passed and on arriving in this 
capital he was tendered a banquet, at 
which many of the most prominent peo- 
ple were present. Then, after one day’s 
rest. he went into the ring and showed 
his admirers that his hand had lost none 
of its cunning with the sword and that 
his courage when facing an infuriated 
bull was as great as ever. 

Tbe reward that he received was great- 
er than was ever accorded the greatest 
diva in the world. Spectators literally 
went wild. Men and women tore jewels 
from their clothing awd rings from their 
fingers and threw them into the arena 
where the famous fighter was acknowl- 
edging their plaudits and bowing to their 
frenzied cries while the great red bull 
lay bleeding and dead on the sand. 

But beyond the satisfaction he felt in 
the excited recognition of his skill Maz- 
zantini paid no attention to the demon- 
strations of the thousands of people. The 
rings and the jewels and the money—for 
many of the crowd threw the contents of 
their pocketbooks into the ring—lay 
where they had fallen. Mazzantini is too 
great a man, too rich and too proud to 
care for such things. The cries, the ap- 
plause, the excitement, was what he 
wanted. The jewels and the money could 
go to the members of his company. Then 
they, who had been forgotten in the 
great matador’s final struggle with the 
bull, came forward. They received their 
meed of applause, gathered up the riches 
lying on the blood-stained sand and took 
their places ready tor the next bull. 

To one who has seen a battle between 
one of these great matadors and the en- 
raged bull which is trying to gore him, 
there is some excuse for the pleasure 
which the Mexicans find in the exhibi- 
tions. To be a true artist the matador 
must be able to kill the bull with one 
blow of the sword. And to do that he 
must allow the crazed animal to come so 
close to him that the ssgightest slip, the 
delay of a part of a second, would mean 
death. 

But Mazzantini is an artist. The death- 
bringing slip, the fatal delay has never 
come to him. In the days of his ap- 
prenticeship he was often tossed and 
gored. The marks are on his body now. 
But since he became an artist he has 
never failed. 

“Some day it may come to me, 
says philosophically. “T don’t know 
when or where. Perhaps it may never 
come. I can’t tell. But I love the arena. 
I love the fight and I shall keep on.”’ 

And so long as he kéeps on the people 
will welcome him and acknowledge his 
skill as they do now. 

To the American the seemingly 
less killing of the horses ridden 
picadores is the brutal part 
figlt.

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horses there is no chance. They are ridden 
upon the horns of the bull while 
picadores excite and torment him to 
his utmost strength, Then comes 
The poor horse, unable to 
torn by the bull's horns.

He is the “algua- 
zil’’ and after making the circuit of the 
arena and displaying his skill as a horse- 
man, he stops in front of the president's 
box. There he takes off his plumed hat 
and sweeping the ground with it asks 
permission to begin the fight. This is 
given, the key of the corral where the 
bulls are kept is tossed to him, he backs 
his horse out of the arena and the gates 
are closed. 

The band strikes up. Again the gates 
fly open and again the alguazil appears. 
This time he is followed by the cuadrilla, 
or company of fighters. First come the 
espadas or matadores in their costumes 
of silk and satin and gold-embroidered 
velvet. Then come the _ banderilleros, 
then the capadoes, then the picadores rid- 
ing the doomed horses. Last of all come 
the ‘‘wise monkeys” driving the mules 
which are to drag the bodies of horses 
and bulls from the ring. 

Marching to the director's box 
members of the cuadrilla salute him. 
Then they throw their richly embroidered 
capes to friends among the spectators 
and receive in exchange less costly and 
more serviceable ones. The mules are 
driven out. The espada steps to one side 
to await his time. The picadores grasp 
their long lances. The eye of every mem- 
ber of the cuadrilla and of every specta- 
tor is on the gate through which the first 
bull will come. 

A bugle sounds. The gates of the pen 
are opened and a great, red beast, already 
angered by a steel barb thrust between 
his shoulders, rushes in. For a moment 
he stands startled and puzzled by the 
strange sight before him. One of the 
capadores throws his red cape in the 
bull's face and the fight is begun. 

The details of the fight are almost im- 
possible to describe, for never are there 
two alike. But in a general way it is 
divided into three parts. First comes 
the work of the picadores. Riding in in 
front of the bull they incite him to an 
attack. They are armed with long spears 
which they are expected to place in the 
bull's shoulder and prevent him reach- 
ing the horses. But they are seldom 
strong enough for this and with a rush 
the bull reaches the poor, blindfolded 
horse and disembowels him. The pica- 
dor, lying motionless so as to avoid an at- 
tack by the bull, is rescfied by the capa- 
dores who run to the front and wave 
their red capes in the animal's face. 

When the bull has been somewhat tired 
by his flerce rushes at the horses the 
picadores leave the ring and the banderil- 
T#.ese men aro 
to plant the banderillos, or steel-tippea 
barbed spears, with handles about 2 feet 
long, in the bull's shoulders. To be an 
artist in this requires much skill. They 
must stand in front of the bull and when 
he makes his charge upon them they must 
thrust their spears into His flesh and leap 
aside to escape his horns. There are halt 
a dozen ways in which the banderilleros 

may be placed, but in any of these the 
spears must be stuck into the flesh one 
on each side and at an equal distance 
from the shoulder joint. A failure to ac- 
- gyal ‘this is greeted by the jeers of 

the spectators. 

After all the banderilleros have had 
their trial the time for the matador 
comes. lf he is an artist he allows no 
one else in the ring. If he is not, some 
of the capadores remain to draw the 
bull's attention in case the matador’s 
danger becomes too great. During the 
preliminary part of the fight the matador 
has not been in the arena. Now he en- 
ters the ring, carrying a red flag and a 
sword with a blade about 3 feet long. 
Usually he begins with a speech in which 
he dedicates the bull to some person 
present among the spectators and tells 
of the particular style in which he will 
kill the animal. Agile and graceful he 
dances rather than walks toward the bull 
and waves the muleta, or red flag, before 
its eyes. As the enraged animal charges 
upon him he leaps to one side, only to 
repeat his exasperating use of the flag 
a moment later. When:he has angered 
the great animal sufficiently he awaits 
his opportunity. As the bull charges 
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upon him he lifts the sword he has been 
carrying and drives it to the hilt between 
bull’s shoulders, piercing the heart 
lungs. If the stroke has been well 
delivered, the bull drops at once, 
then come the vivas of the spectators. 
If it was not, if by the smallest fraction 
of an inch it missed the vital point, then 
the jeers and hisses take the place of 
the cheers and the matador’s fame re- 
celves a severe blow.

[tis only in the big cities of this coun- 
try that these best fights can be seen. 
Along the border the most miserable 
fiascos are given for the sake of fleec- 
ing the American tourist. In the small 
cities the bulls may be fierce, but espadas 
are not the great artists of the profession. 
Tickets to see them fight cost from $5 to 
$20. But everywhere, for the common 
people, are fights at popular prices, and 
no Mexican need be deprived of his 
Sunday amusement> during the § season. 
Usually the bulls are bred on some 
hacienda near the city where they are 
to fight, and are a special strain noted 
for their ferocity. But Mazzantini wags 
not satisfied with these. For the purpose 
of adding to his fame here he brought 
with him more than fifty animals bred 
in Andulusia, and of the o*:est fight- 
ing stock known. Although it wotild be 
thought that a steamer and a railroad 
voyage of fifty-two days would have 
tamed the spirits of these animals, they 
were so flerce that, when being unloaded 
in this city, one of them charged on the 
picadores and killed two horses and 
fatally wounded one man before it could 
be roped and thrown. 

During the winter 
none but professional 
the summer, when the 
resting, the amateurs 
have their day. From the ranks of so- 
ciety and from the families of the rich- 
est and most influential are recruited 
cuadrillas who fight for charity. Nearly 
every Sunday some company of these 
aspiring vouths engage in the arena. As 
queens of the day appear the daughters 
of the best families. But, though their 
desires for honors as espadas may be 
great, the courage of these youths is 
generally tempered by caution, and the 
bulls they fight have been rendered more 
or less harmless by having their horns 
sawed off until only dull stumps remain. 
Still, these amateur fights are not with. 
out their elements of danger, and the 
fashionable youngster who can kill with- 
out too many thrusts of the sword is sure 
to be regarded as a hero in the circles in 
which he lives. 

So far this year there have been few 
of the members of the different cuadril- 
las in the republic who have been ‘in- 
jured. Two or three men have been 
gored, and one of them so seriously that 
he had to be brought to this city for 
treatment. His bull-fighting- days are 
over. No men have been killed. But the 
season has only just begun, and no fight- 
er, when he enters the ring, can say that 
his last day has not come.

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AS APPLIED TO THE PROBLEM 
OF NEGRO AND HIS FUTURE 


By Rev. JAMES W. LEE, D.’D. / 


In St. Louis this at the Pilgrims Con- 
gtegational church, Dr. J. W. Lee, for- 
merly of Atlanta, delivered a speech that 
has invoked universal comment and 
praise. The Constitution presents it prac- 
tically in full. It follows: 

“There are at this time in the United 
States. 8,840,789 of the best fed, best 
clothed, best houséd and best educated 
negroes to be found on the face of the 
earth. They did not come here like the 
English or the Dutch or the Irish of 
their own free will and accord; they were 
brought here, as they have been carried 
into other countries throughout all ages 
of history, as commercial commodities. 
Slave traders either stole them or bought 
them from the heads of tribes in the 
Wilds of Africa and sold them to the 
beople of Virginia and Massachusetts and 
New York and Connecticut and Rhode 
Island, as slave traders in other ages, 


either gtole them or bought them, and 


‘S0ld them to the people of Babylon and 
India and Phoenicia and ‘Greece and 
Rome. The African slave trade which

that region then known as the northwest 
territory which was covered by the origi- 
nal charter of Virginia, and out of which 
has been carved the states of Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois and perhaps part of 
Michigan and Minnesota. This cession 
was made with the distinct understand- 
ing between Virginia and the United 
States that in the states to be created 
out of the territory slavery was not to be 
allowed. That act had a greater in- 
fluence in bringing about an _ ultimate 
abolition of slavery in this country than 
any act of any other state. In 1798 the 
state of Georgia passed a law prohibit- 
ing the importation of African slaves in- 
to that state. After the cession of the 
northwest territory by Virginia to the 
United States congress passed an act 
creating the territory of Indiana and in 
the act prohibited the introduction of 
slaves into that territory. In December, 
1802, a convention of the people of In- 
diana territory was held at Vincennes 
and there prepared a petition which they 
adopted and sent to congress praying 
that the act prohibiting slavery in the 
territory be annulled and allowing slaves 
to be introduced. That conventiort was 
presided over by General William Henry 
Harrison—‘Old Tippecanoe.’ He signed 
the petition as president of the conven- 
tion and presented it to the congress in 
February, 1808. In congress the petition 
wag referred to a committee, which re- 
ported on it unfavorably, and there the 
scx lh ended. Thus while Virginia 
and Georgia were doing their best to cur- 
tail the institution, the people of 
Indiana were doing all they could 
to open the gates of their territory 
to slavery. These facts I quote to show 
the crime of slavery rests upon the whole 
country, and that for the sin of begin- 
ning and building up the institution the 
north is more to blame than the south. 


The North Got the Money. 

‘The money that came from traffic in 
human beings in this country, the north 
received, for the slave ships sailed from 
northern ports’ and whatever profit came 
from labor of slaves the south received, 
for it was only in that section of the 
union that his labor proved to be remu- 
nerative. But north and south have 
atoned for their wrong doing. The north 
having no money invested in the institu- 
tion, after it came to be fixed in the in- 
dustrial and political life of the southern 
people, had a fair and untrammeled op- 
portunity to grow a conscience on the 
subject of setting the negro free. The 
south having money invested in him, 
was at the pains of teaching him to wear 
clothes, speak English, plow, hoe, pick 
cotton and worship the cne true God. The 
north brought him here and then got rid 
of him, and this was providential; for if 
the climate had been friendly and his 
labor had been remunerative. the impe- 
rious and irresponsible anti-slavery con- 
science which found such convincing and 
luminous expressions in the noble speech- 
es of Wendell Phillips and Theodore 
Parker might have been arrested for 
want of proper environing conditions. 
The south received him from the slave 
traders because his labor did pay, and 
this too was providential, for because of 
it the southern people were willing to 
spend two hundred and forty years in 
lifting him from a state of barbarism to 
that of civilization. Thus the northern 
and southern sections of the republic 
have been in league with providence in 
uplifting the negro. One section ¢ivilized 
him, and the other set him free, Both 
the trg*c in African-slaves and the in- 


| tlonality.

stitution, as far as the American people 
|} were connected with them, were 


provi- 
dential. Had it not been for the traffic, 
and the unholy greed which prompted it, 
the negro certainly would never have 
been in this country. He did not have the 
enterprise to come here on his own ac- 
count, Had he never touched these 
shores, the nearly nine millions of ne- 
groes who live among us today, as well 
as the millions and millions who have 
died in this country during the past two 
hundred and fifty years, would have re- 
mained as degraded and miserable as the 
barba-ians are we find in Africa today. 
Through the institution cf slavery the 
negro was trained and disciplined in the 
principles and obligations of civilization. 
Yet it would not be in accordance with 
sound doctrine to claim that a just and 
merciful God sanctioned either the traf- 
fic or the institution of slavery. We are 
taught in the holy scriptures, however, 
over and over again, that God makes thd 
wrath of man to praise Him, and often 
overrules the sin and greed of men to 
bring‘about gracious results. Joseph was 
sold by his own brethern to traveling 
merchants and: carried as a slave into 
Egypt. -When these brethren returned 
from the burial of their father, Jacob, 
Joseph said to them: ‘!As for you, ye 
thought evil against me, but God meant 
it unto good to bring.to pass, as it is 
this day, to save much people alive.” The 
slave traders thought evil against the 
negro, they thought only of the money 
they could make through buying him and 
selling him, but God meant it unto good, 
to bring to pass as it is this day, to save 
to civilization not only the nearly nine 
millions of negroes in this country today, 
but also the millions who have died here 
in the past two hundred and fifty years. 
It is well that slavery ended when it did; 
but iat it did last until the negro could 
learn the first lesons in civilization. I]t is 
the best thing *hat ever happened to him 
in the history of his long and awful exist- 
ence on this planet. The négroes brought 
to America and sold into slavery were 
slaves in Africa. With them it was only 
an exchange cf masters. The slavery to 
which they came was the completest and 
most glorious freedom in comparison with 
the slavery which they left. My father 
was a slave owner, and he was a type 
of the average master. He was a kind 
and humane man. As a little boy I well 
remember an old pious negro coming into 
the house after supper to tell about some 
particular work cn the plantation, and 
how my father would call on him to lead 
in family prayers, reading himself a 
chapter from the Bible. This old darkey 
would pray for my father and mother 
and for the little children with which 
God had blessed them, and then go to his 
cabin to pray for his own wife and chil- 
dren. I have often heard orators seek to 
lend a_ bit of color to their speech by 
Jurid reference to the lash with which 
southern slave owners were accustomed 
to draw blood from the backs of the poor 
negroes. There may have been over- 
seers in the south brutal enough to draw 
blood from the back of a slave by means 
of the lash, but I never saw one, and I 
am sure such a man never lived in the 
section of the country where I grew up. 
‘she Past Is Important. 

“T have been asked to talk on the future 
of the negro, but it seemed to me neces- 
sary to pay some little attention to his 
past in order that we might, in some 
degree, get the subject properly befrge 
us. More attention has been devoted to 
the people of African descent since 1865 
than to those among us of any other na- 
They have in themselves given 
us, and are giving us, our great national 
problem. The Irish are here in great 
numbers, but the only problem they fur- 
nish us is how we can possibly manage 
to keep them from getting all the offices 
which any municipality in the union has 
to give. The Germans are here, but we 
have no German problem. They attend 
to their own business, raise vegetables 
and. seon get for themselves homes. 
There is a little Chinese problem, but no 
the 
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 beaeis on the Pacffit slope. But the ne- 
gro problem is everybody's problem, and 
will not down or suffer itself as yet to 
be solved. ; The question is up in one 
form or another in all our conventions, 
political, commercial and religious. It 
divided the Methodist church, separated 
the states and continues to produce di- 
vision in all kinds of meetings, from la- 
bor unions to woman’s clubs. The poor 
Indians have been here from the begin- 
ning, and were here. perhaps a thousand 
years before the pilgrim fathers landed 
on the coast of Cape Cod, but no one 
seems to think the red man of sufficient 
importance to make a problem of. He 
has been outrageously treated, robbed of 
his land, driven from his valleys and 
rivers, but no one seems to have his gor- 
rcws at heart. By tacit but universal 
consent the black man is our national 
problem. Pharaoh in the government of 
Egypt was never more perplexed at the 
presence of an Israelite in his country 
than we, as a people, are today at the 
presence of the negro among us. We 
may comfort ourselves, however, with 
the thought that the American people are 
accustomed to succeed in whatever they 
undertake, with al their hearts and 
strength, to do. And it does seem as 
though every serious-minded man and 
woman in these whole United States were 
at this time set and determined on ‘ind- 
ing some rational, humane and Chris- 
tian way to settle this negro question, 
his place, his capacity and his future. 
One thing we all know beyond any doubt 
—the negro is here, and another thing it 
is time’ we all had as well know, and 
that is he is here to stay. We cannot 
deport him and work his problem out in 
Africa; we cannot eoncentrate him into 
some single state or group of states and 
work it out there. We must take him 
just where he is, and scattered as he is, 
mainly over the states which once united 
to form the southern confederacy, and 
work it out there.”’ 


Not a Political Future. 

In conclusion Dr. Lee said: 

“The future of the negro is not to be 
worked out along political lines, but along 
the lines of industry, morality and re- 
ligion. The side of his nature upon 
which he is. richest is the roefi- 
gious. H>2 is born seemingly with more 
religion than human beings of any other 
race. Those who are to help him work 
out his future must take kr jwledge of 
this fact. If we are to lift him up, we 
must take hold of him on his tropical 
side. Naturally he is endowed with the 
most lively sense of the unseen. Because 
of this he is in danger of being led into 
all sorts of extravagance. Religion with 
him is a luxury in which he revels. If 
ever the divine and rational and perfect 
life of Jesus Christ is thoroughly repro- 
cuced in the. religious side of the negro 
race, that people will rise up as a strong 
man armed, and go forth to redeem the 
continent of Africa. 1 believe it would 
be wise if all ovr people would concen- 
trate their efforts for awhile now upon 
cultivating the religious side of our 
brother in black. Let his political side 
alone; the southern white people will 
take care of that and permit every one 
of them to vote who cught to vote. There 
is more religicus raw material in him 
than material of any other sort. Where 
he is rich we have neglected him and 
spent most of our attention on 
sides of himself ‘where he ts poor 
and unpromising. We should lend our 
sympathy and good offices in the direc- 
tion of getting all the Methodist negroes 
into one church and all the - Baptist 
negroes into ome church and all the Pres- 
byterian negroes into one church. Then 
all the white Methodists in the union, 
as well. as the other great Protestant 
bodies, should unite, at least as far as 
the negro is coneerned, and establish 
colleges in sufficient numbers to educate 
all colored teachers and preachers. These 
colleges should secure white professors, 
and mainly from the southern states. 
Negro teachers are well enough in the 
common schools, but in | 


| where 
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a difficult proposition ag 
try united 


to be taught white professors should be 
in charge. In this way the learning and 
morality and Christian character of our 
noblest and best people would touch and 
influence and build up those colored 
young men and women Jooking for their 
life work in preaching the gospel to 
their people or instructing them in the 
common schools. The Southern Meth- 
odist church has a negro college in Au- 
gusta, Ga., presided over by one of our 
most cultivated ministers, who is him- 
self a member of one of the old aristo- 
cratic South Carolina families. This in- 
stitution is devoted to preparing colored 
young men for the ministry among their 
own people, and to preparing teachers 
for work in the common colored schools, 
It is doing more good than any institu- 
tion of the same grade in the whole 
southern states. The teachers in it are 
consecrated southern white people. There 
is a perfect understanding between the 
professors and the students—the profes- 
sors know their place and the colored 
students know their place. There is no 
friction, but mutual respect and trust, 
as was felt before the war between the 
Christian master and the faithful serv- 
ant. The negroes have an inate admi- 
ration for aristocracy. They never had 
any patience with what they were 
pleased to term ‘‘poor white trash,’’ and 
the leading and controlling elements in 
southern society must take up the work 
of instructing the negroes in coNeges 
where their preachers and teachers are 
to be taught. The Woman’s Home Mis- 
sion Society of the Southern Methodist 
church, composed of leading women, the 
wives and daughters of senators and gov- 
ernors, are taking hold of this subject. 
They are establishing schools in which 
young women from the best families are 
to teach negro girls.’’ 
Teaching the Negro. 

“Soutthervers do not object to their own 
people teaching negroes, for they know 
they will put no foolish notions in their 
heads. What they objéct to is the teach- 
ers who come from the north with theo- 
ries about the negro formed at such a 
distance from him as to be totally im- 
practigable. James Anthony Froude said 
in his book on “England in the West 
Indies’’ that the negro could not main- 
tain civilization out of relation with the 
white people, and it is equally true that 
no man can form a proper theory about 
the management of the negro at a dis- 
tance from him. Another leading line 
along which the negro’s future is to be 
worked out is industrial. He should be 
helped, as many are helping him in this 
direction. Everybody rejoices in the 
success of Booker T. Washington wif) 
his industrial school at Tuskegee Ala. 
Booker T. Washington himself is the 
greatest thing the negro race has pro- 
duced in this generation. Professor Hux- 
ley was at dinner with a company of 
gentlemen some years ago in London 
when France and the French were being 
discussed. The party being English, 
they were almost united in the opinion 
that the French were a light, shallow. 
impromising people. ‘‘Yes,’’ said Dr. 
Huxley, “‘but there is one thing we must 
all remember, France has Pasteur.” So 
while many people today are ready to 
think there is no hopeful future for the 
negro race, we should all remember that 
it has Booker T. Washington. In the 
opinion of Professor Huxley Pasteur was 
himself reason sufficient for the exist- 
ence, of the French people, and Booker 
T. Washington is himself sufficient rea- 
son to give us hope for the future of 
the negro He has been raised up to 
show what the negro can do with his 
hands and to illustrate in himself what 
the negro can do as.a man. [If all who 
want to help the negro work out his 
future will turn their attention toward 
helping him along industrial, moral and 
religious lines. for the next generation, 
and for the time let his political for- 
tunes take care of themselves, we will 
find, in thirty years, that he is not such

She Infinite Wisdom 
of Shakespeare 
od 
By Arthur Brisbane 


R. HAMILTON W. MABIE, 
in his very interesting and 
instructive book about 
Shak points out 
the fact that in the later 
years of Shakespeare’s 
life one of his strongest 
characteristics was a kind 
of “divine pity” for the 
weaknesses and failures of 
men, 

Incidentally, we advise 
you to get Mr. Mabie’s 
book. It will tell you more 

and in a more interesting way, about 
what this great’ man really was than 
any other book of our acquaintance. As 
this was the greatest man that ever lived, 
it is worth while to learn all there is to 
learn about him. 

One of the passages that.Mr. Mabie 
must have had in mind when he wrote of 
Shakespeare’s compassionate view of 
men ig in ‘“‘Hamlet.”’ 

Hamlet is speaking of the Danish na- 
tional vice of drunkenness. Englishmen 
of Shakespeare's time thought every na- 
tion except their own was drunk most of 
the time. Shakespeare makes Hamlet 
condemn excess and then he says:

Chat for some vicious mole of nature in

Shakespeare, like the greatest religious 
teachers, did not believe in utterly con- 
demning a man for one fault. He thought 
that in making up our estimate of a man 
the conditions of birth, ancestry and 
breeding and other matters not under 
his control should have full weight. He 
seems to have thought it most unfair 
and unwise to overlook the good in a 
man beeause he happened to have de- 
fects. : 

He saw that the men that pride them- 
selves greatly on moral superiority were 
most often merely wore fortunate than 
other men and owed as much to temper- 
ament and the lack of temptation as to 
their moral purpoee. 

At the same time no other writer has 
ever equaled Shakespeare’s eloquent 
praise of the man that, really tempted 
and really beset by the vicissitudes of 
life and the weakness of temperament, 
goes through without yielding. 

This brings up the matter of temper- 
ament, which is the most important ele- 
ment in life. 

A great many men use it for an excuse 
—— thinking about or even haming 

About one-third of the men that land 
in prison urge temperament as a pallia- 
tion of their downfall. 

They were born with a fondness for 
spending money, or an inclination for 
amusement, or a disposition to be ‘“‘fast,”’ 
and they could not help what they did. 

Not many of them know of Napoleon’s 
comment on temperament or they would 
no doubt quote that. 
you need not tell me,”’ said Napoleon, 
lilat any man ever was able to change 
his temperament.’’ 

Which is probably true enough so far 
= it — but it really amounts to noth- 

g. S$ a mat 
ate ter of fact, it is foolish 

If we all had perfect temperaments 
there would be no need of effort, and a 
man would never know the greatest 
Satisfaction in life, the satisfaction of 
conquering himself, There would be no 
such thing as self-control! there would 
be, in fact, no virtues of any kind. Noth- 
ing would be good because nothing would 
be bad. 

No man can change his temperament. 
Every man can contro] his temperament, 
which is immensely better than changing 
it. If he could change it he would have 
no reason to go wrong and there would 
be no merit in going right. 

In Victor Hugo's eat m ) 
fiction, ‘‘Les Miserablan”* ee wetiecn 
is the ideal of the man that controls his 
temperament. Valjean’s natural disposi- 
tion is to be a thief. Even after he has 
started on the road to honesty he instinc> 
tively puts his foot on the Savoyard 
boy’s lost coin and will not give it back. 
He conquers that and the other evil in 
him by thinking about it and by inces- 
sant effort. 

Hugo and Shakespeare in his later 
years were very much alike in the way 
they looked at life. They believed firmly 
that while,a man.was punished for his 
failures he should not be despised for 
them. Jean Valjean’s one slip about the 
Savoyard boy’s coin pursued him through 
life, and yet all persons that read about 
him love him for the goodness he showed 
as he gradually got all the defects of his 
temperament under his control. 

Some persons have questioned whether 
a man like Victor Hugo does as much 
good in the world as a man like Napoleon 
does evil. But, as a matter of fact, the 
evil of a Napoleon does not long survive 
him, The good of a Shakespeare or a 
Hugo lives forever.

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RTHUR JAMES 
BALFOUR, who is

The distances do not 
look so great on the maps, but maps are 
apt to deceive unless you are able to 
study them scientifically. Valetta is the 
old town, the capital of the island. Gf 
the other islands Gozo is second in im 
portance with an area of 20 square miles 
given over to agriculture. Comino is a 
little bit of land between the two. 

Malta is 20 miles long and 12 miles 
across at its widest dimension, its sur- 
face measuring 98 square miles. This, 
you see, is but a small scrap of land as 
land goes, but its location and its com- 
modious harbors have given it sufficient

Malta’s greatest charm lies; I: did not 
know—well, you see I knew. scarcely any- 
thing at all. What I have been able tu | 
absorb in my short stay has been some- 
thing, but there is so much more I ought 
to know about these things in order to 
give an intelligent idea of it all that I 
fear for the inadequacy of the results. 

The first glimpse of Malta was from 
the ship's bridge at about half past 1 
o'clock in the morning. I was writing 
below wtien the officer on duty sent me 
word that we were drawing near our 
destination. The lights of a city showed 
dimly ahead, all save a.giant searchlight 
that flashed its penetrating gaze upon 
us at regular intervals. The pilot who 
came aboard directly spoke to his men 
in an unknown language, and I wondered 
thereat, for 1 expected to-find English- 
men performing this office here and at 
all other ports under British control. I 
Was to learn better later on; to learn 
that one of the secrets of Great Britain's 
success in the lines of colonization is 
found in the opportunity for work which 
she preserves to the natives of those 
countries wnere she exercises influence; 
and I was to learn, also, that the Mal- 
tese is a language unto itself. 

We swung in closer and closer under 
the guidance of thé pilot until we were

I could make out from the array of 
lights was that the city proper was on

session. 

It was controlled in succession by 
Fhoenicians, Greeks, Carthagenians, Ro- 
mans, Saracens, Siculo-Normans, Ger- 
mans, French, Aragonese, Knights of St. 
John, again by tbe French and, 


1800, by the English. Right here may be

under British control on their own voll- 
tion. Over the main guard in the palace 
square I saw the Latin inscription which 
says: 

“The voice of Europe and the love of 
the Maltese confirm these islands to the 
Great and Invincible Britain.” 

That was placed there by the first 
English governor, it is true, but it repre- 
sents truly the sentiments of the people 
of the-island. Those who charge Great 
Britain with being the robber among na- 
tions can find no count for their indict- 
ment here. 

Perhaps a brief review of the island’s 
history may be interesting in that it will 
show how this came about. 

The name is believed to have been de- 
rived from the Hebrew word ‘“‘malet,’ 
which means refuge or asylum. The 
Greeks called the island 
Something Melita because of the

Malta’s produced here, and the 


Checkered Arabs corrupted this into : 


Malta. It is the Melita 
of the Bible which St. 
Paul undoubtedly visited in the course of 
his wanderings. History says that the 
first settlers of Malta were Phoenicians, 
who came here about 1450 B. C., and on 
eccount of its commodious ports and ex- 
cellent situation made it a great . en- 
porium of commerce. The Greeks got 
control of the Mediterranean about 700 
B. C., and settled here; after a rule of 
about 220 years the Carthagenians suc- 
ceeded the Greeks and under their rule 
Malta reached a highly thriving condi- 
tion. Sd prosperous was Malta that it 
attracted the cupidity of the Romans, 


History 


‘who made several efforts to capture the 


island, fimally succeeding in 215 B. C. 
Malta was declared a Roman munici- 
pality and everything possible was done 
for the happiness of the Maltese and the 
development of their commerce and re- 
sources. It was during the Roman oc- 
cupation, A. D. 58 that St. Paul the 
apostle was shipwrecked in the bay on 
the island which now bears his name and 
the Maltese were converted to Chris- 
tianity. In 870 A. D., the Arabs or Sara- 
cens captured the island, as they were 
capturing everything in those days, and 


held possession for over 200 years. During 


that time the people were not allowed the 
free exercise of their religion and had to 
do their worshiping in crypts and cata- 
combs. The most interesting and lasting 
effect of the domination of the Arabs is 
found in the language which, according 
to some authorities, is almost. entirely 
Arabic. — © 

After the Norman conquest of Sicily, 
Malta was rescued from the Arabs by 
Roger, son of Tancred de Hauteville. In 
gratitude for this deliverance the Maltese 
offered Roger their sovereignty, which 
he accepted and settled affairs in splen- 
did shape, establishing a popular council, 
to which he turned over the affairs of 
government. A few years later the 
Arabs, who had not quit the island, but 
had preferred to remain on paying an 
annual tribute, conspired to massacre all 
the Maltese. This was frustrated and in- 
stead very many of the Arabs were kill- 
ed. When King Roger got back from 
Sicily, where he had gone, the rest, whu 
had taken refuge in one of the forts, 
were put to death or banished. 

The islands passed under German rule 
through the marriage of one of the Nor- 
man princesses with Henry VI emperor of 
Germany and for seventy-six years their 
affairs were administered by Germany. 
Charles of Anjou captured the islands 
and the French dominated and controlled 
until 1284. Thch followed sad years, dur- 
ing which the , Aragonese were the 
masters and the people suffered greatly 
through the oe put upon them by 
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the feudal lords to whom they were 
given. They were buffeted about from 
pillow to post until 1530, when, at the re- 
quest of Pope Clement VII, they were 
ceded to the Order of St. John of Jeru- 
salem, who eight vears before had been 
expelled from Rhodes. 

Then began the period of Malta’s his- 
tory which gives to the island its most 
unique distinction. Under the beneficent 
despotism of the Knights of St. John, or 


the Knights Hospitallers, the island flour- 
ished and grew great. The knights were 
aristocratic autocrats in their relations 
with the Maltese people, but they did 
great things for their welfare and won 
their love. 

From November, 1530, when Grand Mas- 
ter L’'Isle Adam took formal possession 
in the name of the order, the island was 
ruled by the Knights until 1799, there be- 
ing during that time twenty-eight grand 
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masters. The life here must have been 
ideal in its magnificence. The knights, 
from their private resources and from 
the money contributed in all parts of 
Christian Europe, spent large sums in 
the erection of magnificent palaces, most 
of which remain in pretty good state of 
preservation to this day. 

The two great historic events connected 
with the period of the knights’ domina- 
tion are the siege and the final capture 
by the French. The story of that siege 
reads like the work of one of the world’s 
greatest romancers letting his imagina- 
tion soar into the realms of the impossi- 
ble. 

John de la Valette was grand master 
of the order at that time and one of the 
greatest of military leaders he must have 
been. His portrait, which is in the gov- 
ernor’s palace near his gold-encrusted 
coat of arms, shows him a man of splen- 
did physique and magnificent force and 
strength of character. 

There had been a long continued strug- 
gle between the galleys of the order and 
the ships of the Turk, the latter disputing 
with the knights their practical domina- 
tion of the Mediterranean, and when a 
large Turkish galleon containing great 
treasure was captured by one of the 
Maltese admirals a vow for revenge went 
up from Constantinople. Saliman_ de- 
clared he would destroy Malta, and he 
began his preparations on a scale of 
magnificence in keeping with the great 
resources at his command. La Vallette 
got wind of the preparations and sum- 
moned his confreres from different parts 
of Europe. When all had been gathered 
toz-ther that could be secured, La Val- 
lette found an available force of 9,000. 
This included the burgesses and peasants 
who had been formed into militia. 

The Turkish force was, in proportion to 
this, overwhelming. ‘She fleet consisted 
of 187 gajleys and in addition there were 
a number of transports laden with ar- 
tillery and stores. The land troops of 
the enemy numbered more than 30,000, of

Sut Tame 9 
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Royal Decorations for Women ' 


HEN the beautiful Princess 
Alexandra of Denmark was 
about to leave that country 
to become the bride of the 
prince of Wales her father 
gave her as 4 keepsake a 
copy of what is known 42 
Dagmar’s Cross, a relic held 
in the greatest reverence by 
the Danish people, and 
which now reposes in the 
‘Museum of Northern An- 
tiquities at Copenhagen. 
This cross contains a.splin- 
ter of the true cross. Golden screws fas- 
ten the two parts of the cross together, 
the cavity between being the resting place 
of the’ precious splinter. This cross is of 


great artistic value, since it is the only 
enameled model known to be older than 
1212. Jt is of gold and measures 1% inches 
long by 1 inch broad and is covered on 
either side with figures {n enamel. On 
the front Christ is depicted on the cross; 
on the back are the figures of Christ; in 
the center, of St. Basilius, St. John 
Chrysostom, St. Mary and St. John the 
Evangelist. 

When good Queen Dagmar, the “‘darling 
queen’ *of the Danes, died in 1212, the 
cross was laid upon her breast. In the 
time of Charles V the tomb was opened 
and the cross taken away and placed in 
the museum, It is daily visited by crowds 
of admiring Danes, that talk lovingly of 
the beautiful queen, who “asked neither 
goods nor gold, broad acres or stones of 
price as a morning gift, but asked her 
lord, Valdemar the Victorious, to free the 
peasantry from a heavy tax, and the poor 
prisoners from their fetters.”” It is said 
in Denmark that this queen committed 
no greater sin than the “lacing of her 
silk-sleeves small” on Sunday morning. 

The Dagmar cross given to Princess, 
now Queen Alexandra, by her father, was 
copied faithfully in every detail by the 
court jeweler at Copenhagen, and is one 
of the queen’s most treasured possessions. 

Another “jewel” which the queen valu¢s 
is that bestowed upon hér as a member 
of the Order of the Royal Red Cross, one 
of the three honorary titles which in Eng- 
land can be conferred upon women. The 
other two are the Crown of India and the 
Royal Order of Victoria and Albert. The 
queen heads the list of the first class of 
the latter order. only sovereigns and prin- 
cesses of the highest rank being eligible 
to membership, which now numbers twen- 
ty-three royal ladies. 

The latest member is Holland’s young 
queen. The bss eted order of Holland is 
the Lion of the Netherlands. The first 
time the, cross of the order was conferre4 
upon a woman was when Queen Wiltlhel- 
mina recently bestowed it upori the moth- 
er superior of the Sisters of Mercy. ~ 

Rince the death of the empress of Aus- 
tria the emperor has founded a new or- 
der in her memory and named it Sf. Eliz- 
abeth. The cross of .the order bears 
an enameled picture of St. Elizabeth of 
Thuringia and is conferred upon women 
who merit distinction in the various vo- 
cations of life, or In special religidis, hu- 


manitarian and philanthropic works. The | 
‘first recinient of the order was the Coun- 


tess Szapary, upon whom it was bestowed 
in recognition of her devoted services to 
the dead empress in her last hours. The 
Austrian Star Cross Order is the oldest 
of the eleven orders designed for women 
in various parts of the world. Even the 
sultan of Turkey, about twenty years ago. 
instituted an order for women. The shah 
of Persia has done the same. 

The only woman who ever had con- 
ferred upon her the order of St. George 
of Russia is the ex-queen of Naples. She

behaved with such gallantry at the slags 
of Gaeta that the czar made an exceptiog 
in her favor and sent her the cross of the 
order, The first woman to win the @e- 
tinction of the decoration for Afts ana 
Science is Carmen Sylva, who has bad it 
bestowed upon her by the emperer of, 
Austria. 

In recognition of the efforts of fils als! 
ter, the crown prince of Greece, to relieve 
the wounded of the Turko-Greek war, the 
emperor of Germany conferred upon Ber 
the Louise Order, with the Red Cross @n-/ 
graved on the medal. 

Apropos of the kaiser’s own decoration 
he has in all over 200 crosses, stars, 
badges and other insignia. A curious fact 
in connection with the golden fleeces el- 
lar, a superbly jeweled affair of high in- 
trinsic value, is that Spain only loans it td 
highly favored individuals. For 
the order bestowed upon President 
of France a short time before his death, 
by the queen of Spain, had to be re 
turned. 

An honor obtained by few ladieg out. 
side of Portugal is the decoration of BL - 
Isabelle, or the Royal Order of Galant . 
Isabel. Queen Alexandra of England iss 
member of the order. It was instituted 
in 1801 by John VI of Portugal, at the 
suggestion of his wife, Queen Carota 
Joaquina, who chose the decorations, thé - 
number of ladies and their duties, which 
are clearly defined.

H. Mills, who was one of the best Known 
men in the state, then made a motion 
that the grand lodge establish in it an 
orphan asylum. The plan was well re- 
ceived, and the motion got a very large 
majority. Mr. Mills was made. superin- 
tendent, and in February of 1872 the or- 
phanage Was opened With seven pupils. 

Ten years later the state began to aid 
it, at first giving $8,000 a year, then $10,000, 
It was then the only orphanage in the 
state. Years later Mr. Mills founded 
the Baptist orphanage at Thomasville. 
Now the Presbyterians have an orphan- 
age at Barium Springs, the Epigcopalians 
one at Charlotte, the Quakers one in 
Guilford county, and the Methodist one 
at Raleigh. There is also a large ne- 
gro orphanage at Kittrell, which gets an 
annual state appropriation. While in 1872 
only seven orphans were cared for, there 
ate now over 1,200 in asylums.

the past few years by Ben N. Duke, 
formerly of Durham, but who has now 
become a New Yorker. He is a mil- 
lionalre cigarette manufacturer and has 
been a trustee of the asylum. He is 
devoted to it. His gifts amount to over 
$15,000. He says he will continue them, 
no matter where he may go. The Ma- 
sons are devoted to the asylum. A 
larger industrial building replaces the 
small one, and industrial deve'opment is 
on a far larger scale. The graduates 
of this charity, if one may apply that 
name to them, are scattered all over 
this state, many in honored positions. 
Some are in other states. Here it is 
that the Oxford Orpha nasylum is in 
truth a household word all over North 
Carolina. 

Success has come to it and it is on the 
eve of even greater extension and benefi- 
cence. To the honor of Masonry, the 
asylum was established not for the chil- 
dren of Masons only, but for all destitute 
orphans in the state. A board of eight 
directors manages the asylum. Five are 
elected by the Masons, three appointed 
by the governor to represent the state. 
Only abdut one-fifth of the pypils are 
the children of Masons. For this reason 


the state makes the appropriation. 


To Dr Long Belongs Anesthesia Discovery 


Medical and lay journals are reviving 
the controversy over the discoverer of 
anaesthesia, one of the latest assertions 
giving credit to a Chinese physician of 
many centuries ago. In the following 
article a Georgian’s right to the distinc- 
tion is strongly defended. 


oa

O whom should be ascribed 
the honor of having first 
discovered practical an- 
aesthesia has been a ques- 
tion before the public for 
more than fifty years. It 
is not a sectional question, 
as some have intimated, 
nor is it international. It 
has assumed greater pro- 
portions than even that. It 
is Europe on the one side 
and America on the other. 
Did an European or an 

American doctor\first use this great boon 
to suffering humanity? That is the real 
point at issue. Facts, however, when fully 
ventilated will develop beyond the perad- 
venture of a doubt that to an American 
doctor belongs the honor of the first in- 
oduction and practical surgical use of 


medicine—sulphuric ether. As an internat 
remedy, this medicine had probably been 
used for some hundred years before it 
Was known to possess anaesthetic prop- 
erties, 

All Georgians will doubtless join in the 
Pardonable pride when these facts will 
bring to light further that a Georgian, 
& native Georgian at that, was the his- 
toric discoverer of the use of sulphuric 
ether as a practical anaesthetic, and did 
80 use it in the performance of several 
surgical operations before any other per- 
son in the known world had ever thought 
of doing so. This Georgian was Dr. 
Crawford W. Long, formerly of Jeffer- 
#on, late of Athens, Ga. The first oper- 
Stion im which Dr. Long used this an- 
festhetic was performed on the 20th of 
March, 1842. He first extirpated a couple 
of tumors from the back of one of his 
patients, a Mr. Venable, of Jackson 
Cunty, after having fully placed him un- 
der the influence of the ether by inhala- 
tion. The operation was a complete suc- 
cess, the patient feeling no pain what- 
ever from the use of the knife. Dr. Long 
Continued to use as an anaesthetic the 
inhalation of ether in all the cases of 
Surgery that came under his manage- 
ment, as generally happens in the routine 
He cut 


then soon afterward, cutting off two 
dag Jack, a negro boy of Mrs. Hemp- 

+» two fingers from the hand of 
Ralph Baitz on July 8, 1845. These and 
Mveral other operations were performed 
during succeeding years, 
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using sulphuric ether by inhalation to the 
successful point of anaesthesia in all of 
them. 

During the year 1846, at least four years 
after Dr. Long’s first calling into use an- 
aesthesia in surgical operations, Dr. Hor- 
ace Wells, a dentist, commenced using 
nitrous oxide ga8S as an anaesthetic in 
extracting teeth. This was a _ success 
and soon won for itself a name for safety 
and activity, but from some cause soon 
fell into disuse. It has, however, for the 
last fifteen or twenty years become pop- 
ular again. 

In the fall of the same year, Dr. Mor- 
ton, another dentist, called the attention 
of Dr. Warren, a leading surgeon of his 
day, to the anaesthetic effects of ether 
by inhalation, which he had adopted in 
pulling teeth. Dr. Warren at once pro- 
ceeded to perform a severe operation at 
the Masachusetts general hospital, the 
ether being used by Dr. Morton with 
great success. A few days.after, Dr. 
Jackson, another dentist of same place, 
claimed in conversation with Dr. Warren 
that he first made known to Dr. Morton 
this discovery of the use of sulphuric 
ether as an anaesthetic. 

But to an eminent specialist, Dr. James 
Y. Simpson, of Edinburgh, Scotland,is due 
the honor of having first used chloroform 
as ah anaesthetic. This was in 1846, at 
least four years after Dr. Long’s first 
essay intv using ether in the same e¢a- 
pacity. The success of these gentiemen 
at the north and in Europe having been 
fully and freely published in the medical 
journals and secular press of the time, 
the use of anaesthetics in dentistry and 
surgery became wonderfully and rapidly 
very popular. In the meantime, Dr. Long, 


pursuing the even tenor of his way, was, 


quietly practicing his profession in the 
little country town cf Georgia, entirely 
oblivious to the fact that he was fast 
becoming the greatest benefactor of suf- 
fering humanity. In this connection it 
is germane to add that fifty years ago the 
true southern physician shrank from pub- 
jicity. It was incongistent with the tenets 
of true nobility, decidedly unprofessional, 
and ‘smacked of quackery to be paraded 
in public prints, even for any noble act, 
charitable deed, or other benefactions. Dr, 
Long was difficult, generous and unas- 
suming, preferring that no fuss or ex- 
citement should be made over his dis- 
ss About this time, 1848, during the 
session of lectures at the Georgia Medical 
college (now known as the medical de- 
partment of the University of Georgia), 
Dr, Paul F. Eve, professor of principles 
and practice of surgery, invited Dr. Long 
to Augusta, the object being to confer 
with Dr. Long in order to prosecute his 
claims before the world as to his prior- 
ity in the use of anaesthesia. 

Dr. Long came but hesitated, almost 
refused, to have anything said about it 
at all either in private or in the press. 

He did, however, after a

Dr, Long the fitness of 
going before the ¢lass and giving a short 
talk on the subject. Dr. Long yielded 
thus far that he might be introduced to 


the class as the originator of practical 
anaesthesia, but would make no speech. 
Although fifty-three years ago, I remem- 
ber the occasion. The substance of Dr. 
Eve’s remarks, as I then took them down 
ai the time and afterwards incorporated 
them in my graduating thesis the next 
year, are as follows. In order to fully 
understand the situation, it is proper to 
sdy that at that time Dr. Paul F. Eve 
was the nestor of southern surgery, and 
was recognized authority not only in 
America, but in Paris, the then center 


of medicine and surgery of the world: | 


After having attended the best schools in 
America, he had spent five years in Paris, 
graduating with distinction. Such oppor- 
tunities fifty years ago in America were 
enjoyed by but very few indeed. It was 
then certainly high boom for Dr. Long’s 
cause to meet such attention from the 
highest authority in the land. Dr. Eve, 
tall, brusque, emphatic, who was one of 
the most forcible lecturers ever before a 
public in any capacity, said: 

“Young gentlemen, this is the event of 
a lifetime. I introduce no distinguished 
individual. Our guest today comes _un- 
heralded. No great honors are heaped 
upon his head. He is a plain, practical 
doctor. He comes, however, well equip- 
ped for the duties of his profession. He 
is learned, painstaking and very observ- 
ant. His researches so far have al- 
ready convinced the profession that a

bright and useful life is before him. 
While quiet and diffident, he possesses 
all’ the requisites of success. He has 
already mastered a _ scientific solution, 
that when properly learned will entirely 
revolutionize the fleld of surgery. I in- 
troduce to you Dr. Crawford W. Long, 
of Jefferson, whom posterity will honor 
as the very first man to apply practica! 
anaesthesia successfully to surgical oper- 
ations. A Wells, or a Morton, or a Jack- 
son, or a Sir James Y. Simpson, the 
world-renowned Scotch obstetrician, may 
for the present wrest the honors from 
Dr. Long. 

“TI will not live to see the time, but 
young gentlemen under the sound of my 
voice will see Dr. Long crowned as the 
greatest benefactor to suffering human- 
ity. To him will be erected a monument 
of love and honor in grateful hearts all 
over the world, more enduring than 
brass and lasting than marble, while 
with heartfelt emotion I greet our guest 
and congratulate you upon the honor of 
this acquaintance with a brother doctor 
to whom the future is bright indeed. I 
suspend the lecture for ten minutes for 
the class to shake the hand of such a 
public benefactor as Dr. Long has proven 
himself to be.’’ P 

The class gave Dr. Long the real we}- 
come of a genuine Georgia handshaking. 
At the end of the lecture, Dr. Long re- 
tired. Next year, 1849, after much and 
continued persuasion from members of 
his profession from all over the state and 
at the earnest solicitation of Dr. Eve, 
he assented to a publication of his 
valuable discovery in The Southern Med- 
ical and Surgical Journal, then publish- 
ed at Augusta, Ga. In the parlance of 
Joel Chandler Harris, in his “Stories of 
American History,” speaking of the con- 
tention of the gentlemen north who 
claimed to be the first discoverers of 
anaesthetics, he said: ‘“There came about 
a great war of pamphlets. Long had 
never made any secret of the substance 
he used. He gave information of it to

was carried on by Jackson, Morton and 
Wells.”’ 

The question fitly’ presents itself, how 
does it so happen that throughout the 
whole country the claims of Jackson, 
Morton and Wells became so much bet- 
ter known than those of Dr. Long? Here 
it is necessary .to give a bit of history. 
Remembering that during all that con- 
tention, our country was divided into 
sections, the north against the south, in 
nothing more than- in medicine. There 
were two medical centers, around each 
of which the section radiated. Phila- 
delphia was the medical center of the 
north, Augusta that of the south, and in 
almost everything in the profession that 
would happen at Augusta, the north 
would look upon it with prejudice, and 
really be inclined to repudiate it. Coénse- 
quently, with the progressive com- 
mercial talent of the north arrayed 
against the south, and Dr. Long possess- 
ing such a retiring, diffident nature, the 
reader will very readily perceive why 
the claims of the nortHern gentlemen 


took precedent over those of Dr. Uong. 


of the south. Of course, the north over- 
shadowed the south, hence Dr. Long's 
never met that material and respectful 
attention throughout the country that 
they truly deserved. When it is asked 
why Dr. Long did not himself prosecute 
his claims before an appreciating public, 
we give an answer in his own words, 
when he said: “My only wish about it is 
to be known as a benefactor to my race.

ed by divine Providence,.I care but little 
for the opinions of man.” 
- I have had the privilege of conversing 
freely with two of Dr. Long’s students, 
Dr. W. T. Wibhite, of South Carolina, and 
Dr. John S. Groves, @f Georgia, fully 
confirming the story so often published 
of the boys and young men of Jefferson 
using, as it was then called, ‘“‘Laughing 
gas’’ (dioxide of hydrogen), in their frol- 
ics, and at one time he substituted sul- 
phuric ether, the gas having given out, 
and the fact that so impressed Dr. Long; 
that these young men, while under the 
influence of the ether, bruised themselves 
in their antics, and when from under 
the influence, they declared themselves 
being unconscious of pain, that he felt 
that this discovery could be turned to 
benefit in preventing pain during sur- 


gical operations. 

I called to mind but one thing which 
they told me which I have never seen 
published. I thipnk it was Dr. Wilhite 
who told me that once some young men 
gave a negro, several miles from Jeffer- 
son, sulphuric ether by inhalation to 
such an extent that they produced a 
stupor on the negro for some time. These 
young men became frightened and sent 
for Dr. Long, and that this experiment 
made as great an impression on the doc- 
tor’s mind as any other, 

In 1854 a bill was before the United 
States senate to recompense the discov 
erer of practical anaesthesia. This bill 

was referred to the com-

After the war of the sixties Dr. J. Ma- 
rion Simms, of New York, made thorough 
investigation of the evidence, showing 
Dr. Long’s claim. Dr. Simms published 
in medical journals of this country, north, 
his views, which were proof of Long’s 
claim, verified by oath of then living wit- 
nesses. Dr. Simms also used the claim 
of Dr. Long in Paris, and s@ured recog- 
nition therm for him. And for years a 
monument has stood in Paris recognizing 
Dr. Crawford W. Long, of Athens, Ga., 
U. S. A., as the discoverer of anaesthesia. 

Later the Hon. H. H. Carlton, of 
Athens, Clarke county, Georgia, published 
in a medical journal of Augusta, Ga., an 
article elaborating that of Dr. Simms, 
all of the evidence he 


evidence of then living witnesses not 
furnished to Dr. Simms, corroborating his 
position as to the claim of Dr. Long to 
be the discoverer of anaesthesia, and es- 
tablishing beyond peradventure the pri- 
ority of the claim of Dr. Long over all 
others. 

There was an act passed by the Geor- 
gia legislature, approved August 23, 1879, 
which provides that the name of Craw- 
ford W. Long, M.D., the historic discov- 
erer of anesthesia, be presented to the 
art gallery of Washington City, estab- 
Mshed or to be established to represent 
the state of Georgia. In a speech at 
the commencement of the University of 
Georgia many years ago, Hon, Mr. S*eph- 
ens said: ‘‘Undoubtedly the state owed 
it to itself to recognize more plainly 
than she had ever done the services of 
Dr. Long as discoverer of anesthesia.” 
In the language of Dr. 1. H. Goss, of 
Athens:‘‘ This is the time for every med- 
ical man in Georgia to use what influence 
he has in favor of Dr. Long for one of 
those honors (referring to a late act 
passed by the legishature, giving Govern- 
or Candler authority to appoint a com- 
mission to determine the names of two 
prominent Georgians whose statues 
shoudl be placed in Statuary Hall in 
Washington. Let every good, true 
woman in our noble southland 
come to the front with her in- 
fluence, which is mighty in this 
land of ours. Let every one who has 
been under the influence of the surgeon's 
knife, the sting of which is reiieved by 
ether, shout ‘‘Long’’ and loud for the 
greatest man that ever lived in the Em- 
pire State of the South.” 

Through the persistent effort of Dr. 
Simms, as above related, Paris has recog- 
nized the eminent services rendered the 
world by Dr. Long, by erecting a monu- 
ment to his memory, as the discoverer of 
anaesthesia, and shall it be said that 
Georgia, who has given to the world the 
man who has produced the greatest boon 
for suffering humanity, shall fail to rec- 
ognize his eminent services? We most 7re- 
spectfully suggest to the honorable com- 
mission that Dr. Long’s name be award- 
ed one of these places. 

Hon. Howell Cobb, .of Athens, has fitly 
said: 

“Long and Oglethorpe should represent 
Georgia in the art gallery at Washing- 
ton. 

“Oglethorpe as the founder of our col- 
ony, and Long the greatest benefactor of 
suffering humanity. So said Alex H. 

“So declared the legislature of 
Georgia in 1879. It is needless to consider 
other names. The record is closed, and if 
the record be opened, what other name

HILE sipping tea with Colo- 
nel H. P. Bell, of Cum- 
ming, Ga., at his lovely 
home the other day he 
gave me many of his ex- 
periences and those of 
some of his comrades dur- 
ing the civil war.

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remember the suspense that preceded vic- 
tory for our side.

This fortune is sometimes the 
reward of a lifetime of struggle and hard 
work; but Kubelik has scarcely emerged 
from his teens, and he is going to make 
this sum in the course of a few months 
in the United States while waiting for 
the next London season to commence. 
He plays, too, with an abandon which 
shows the artist. As one watches him 
one feels that he has forgotten his au- 
dience; that his mind is far @way, and 
his soul wrapped in music. It is pathetic 
to see how the prodigy is guarded and 
protected from the vulgar muplane 
crowd. At the parties that he goes to he 
never touches any refreshments. No- 


body is allowed to carry his violin; he 
has his own accompanist and his own 
piano.

Washington Post: James J. McMur- 
ray, who had for nearly a quarter of a 
century been a familiar figure upon the 
down-town streets of Washington and 
who was known to hundreds of people 
simply as “Old Mack, the Dog Seller,” 
died Thursday afternoon at the Emer- 
gency hospital of exhaustion. He was 60 
years old, and had been a cripple during 
his entire life. He was taken to the hos- 
pital several weeks ago, suffering from 
the effects of years of dissipation, phys- 
ical pain, exposure, and disappointment, 


and he died with reproaches upon his 
lips for the friends whom he had known 
in his better days, but who, he claimed, 
had deserted him in adversity. 

During racing weeks he for many years 
frequented the lobbies of the hotels 
where the horsemen were stopping, and 
entertained them with the tricks of his 
favorite dog, ‘‘Mack,’’ an animal which 
he had trained to recognize figures 
drawn by him upon a blackboard and to 
announce them correctly by barking. In 
addition to this pet he raised terriers in 
numbers, and for many years made his 
living by selling them to the racemen 
and to society people who happened to 
fancy them as pets. 

McMurray was formerly a clerk fn the 
treasury department, and was a mathe- 
matical phenomenon. He was an expert 
accountant, and was known as the 
‘Lightning Calculator.” His salary was 
$2,500 per year, and he made as much 
more outside keeping private business 
accounts. His deformity, which caused 
him great pain, and later an additional 
burden of family troubles, led him to 
dissipation, and he lost his position in 
the department. He continued to keep 
private accounts and he gave private ies-

Last Days of Maximilian 
As described by the vicar-general of 
Queretaro, quoted in The Mexican Her- 
ald: It was at midday on the 15th of 
June, 1867, when for the first time I visit- 
ed the Emperor Maximilian, he having 
called me to hear his sacramental con- 
fession, which the emperor made, not on 
that afternoon, but the following day, 
when he begged me also to accompany 
him in his last moments. On the follow- 
ing day I visited the emperor, both in 
the morning and in the afternoon; and 
during that time I also visited General 
Escobedo to arrange various matters. 
When I talked with Maximilian I ad- 
dressed him as “your majesty,” but 
when with Escobedo, I spoke to him 
through fear of the general as “the 
arch-duke.” 

The first thing the egmperor said to me 
the 15th of June, was: “I 


empress, and can now die with trangquil- 
lity. The only torment which would oth- 
erwise have accompanied me to the 
grave would have been the necessity of 
abandoning her, above all, under the ex- 
isting circumstances.’’ As he said this 
the tears rolled down his cheeks. This 
was the only time I saw the emperor 
weep. General Miramon and Mejia had. 
agreed on a plan to invent this notice, 
because the emperor showed much agi- 
tation whenever he remembered the 
empress. 

On the morning of the Mth I heard the 
confession of the emperor, and adminis- 
tered to him the sacred viaticum. He 
then said: ‘‘Tiene Vd. lo bondad de pro- 
porcionarme un libro valiente?’ As he 
did not speak Spanish well, I knew he 
meant to say “a book which’ will give 
me strength to die.”” The following day 
I took him the sermons of Masillon, and 
when I next visited him he embraced me, 
exclaiming, “Magnificent!

Although a democrat, he is an 
anti-Tammany man. Although elected on 
a republican-fusion ticket, he bitterly as- 
sailed the leader of the republicans, Sen- 
ator Platt, a few days before election. 
Now that he is elected, he proposes to 
do what seems best to him, unhampered 
by political considerations, unconsidering 
of punishment or.reward. That is why 
he is in public anticipation the most im- 
portant figure in the municipal life of the 
city of New York.

The word ‘vice’’ as a word is too 
squeamishly evaded by the respectable 
element of a great city, and it is rarg@ly 
that its conditions are explained to any 
community. I think it is Jerome's battle 
with the insinuatf{ng villainy that most 
men deplore, but are afraid to touch, 
that has given him an almost national 
reputation as a reformer. 

“I do not believe that the form of gov- 
ernment in municipal control is so im- 
portant,’’ said the judge, ‘‘as the person- 
ality of the men who conduct the af- 
fairs,’’ 

“Vice in men is subject to moral 
Suasion, you think!” I suggested ‘Vice 
is the opposite of virtue, and in bad men 
usually slinks away when he is pointed 
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out. There is always a flickéring spark 
of awe of the Ten Commandments in 
man’s nature, no matter how black. You 
know it igs quite’ possible to exaggerate 
wickedness, to be puritanical, narrow ‘in 
estimate of Auman nature. No man 
is all devil; in fact, the law provides in 
its decisions for a reasonable doubt, al-

larger. In Buffalo, Cleveland, Rochester 
and other cities of the second class in 
magnitude the percentage is about the 
same as in New York. More weapons 
are carried in the south than in the 
north, and in the west than in the east, 


Most professional gamblers of the 
small fry class go arméd. Iivery raid on 
& low class gamBling hell fills up the po- 
lice station desk with revolvers, for 
your cheap sport commonly ‘“‘wears a 
gun.’’ Some few carry black-jacks, ‘‘life 
preservers,’’ Or metal knuckles, but they 
are, from the very fact, suspected of be- 
ing more thieves than gamblers, or of 
being ‘‘snide’’ men, such as thimble rig- 
gers, three card monte throwers, and 
swindlers of that ilk who make the 
rounds of country fairs, seeking the 
‘“‘wads”’ of the innocent. The straight-out 
buckers of the faro bank and the roulette 
wheel apparently carry their revolvers 
very largely as a sort of badge of their 
bigh profession. Time was when shoot- 
ing affrays in gambling places ‘in the 
citles were common, and in the small 
western towns they are not rare. But in 
the big, prosperous, well conducted 
gambling dens of the cities such affairs 
are about as infrequent similar fra- 
cases in church. The proprietors discour- 
age them as being productive of unde- 
sirable notoriety. So the gamblers, while 
perhaps the most numerous, are prob- 
ably the least dangerous class of Weap- 
cns bearers. 

In proportion to their numbers the Ital- 
ians carry more weapons than any other 
immigrant race. The arm is the blade 

dagger, stilletto, or knife, 
Fearful and it is carried, not for 
Execution ornament or the prideof 
ofHKeem possession. In nineteen 
Italian cases out of 
Stillettoes the weapon is used upon 
another man of the same 
race. Regular duels betwéen italians are 
by no means unknown. In New York's 
little Italy not long ago two Italians who 
had quarreled selected seconds (not to 
see fair play, for all is fair in a stab- 
bing duel, but to prevent interruption by 
the police), and wernt in to fight by the 
flickering light of a lamppost. When it 
v.as over one of the men had crawled into 
a basement to die, and the police had no 
difficulty in tracking the other’ by the 
trail of blood he left. The knives most 
favored by the Italians are curiously 
formed, with a terminal twist to the 
Fandle, designed to set against the fleshy 
cutside muscle of the hand and insure a 
firm grip, fer the true Italian xnife 
fighter lunges as with a foil, Nolding the 
palm of the hand up and guarding with 
his other arm held across the chest. 

Much in vogue among the Italian rag 
picking women is a very thin stilletto, 
sharpened to a razor. keenness on both 
edges. So small is the-mark left by 
this terrible weapon that there is a record 
of one case where a doctor issued a certi‘- 
icate of death by heart disease, and is- 
sued it in good faith, for a man whose 
heart had’ been split by the thrust from 
one of ese slender blades. Further in- 
vestigation following an accusation 
against the woman who had struck the 
blow showed that the flesh had closed 
around the wound leaving a barely per- 
ceptible mark. 

That familiar comic paper joke about 
the Xegro ‘“‘spoht” and the ‘“razzah”’ is 
not a baseless fiction. If the tough ne- 
gro of the cities carries any weapon at 
all it is a razor. In use it is held with 
the blade doubled back across the 
knuckles, and the approved method is a 
long, drawing sweep with the hand held 
palm. downward. Fatalities are few, but 
the mutilations are frightful, the point 
of attack being almost always the neck 
and face. A razor is one of the deadly 
weapons that can be carried practically 
with impunity, as the man who is ar- 
rested with one in his pocket can always 
plead that he was taking it to the barber 
shop to be sharpened! The only other 
class besides the negroes which carries 
the razor as a weapon is the hobo, or 
professional tramp. It is the recognized 
arm of hobodom, and no tramp regards 
himself as fully equipped for the road 
untit he possesses a razor. Josiah Flynt, 
himself a tramp for many years’ stand- 
ing, in his book on tramp life instances 
a duel with razors between two hoboes 
at a tramps’ resort in New Jersey, in 
which one of the contestants was killed. 

John Chinaman rarely goes armed. If 
he wants to “do up” an enemy he does 
not sally forth to look for him, but with 
characteristic racial patience sits in his 
own window and waits for the victim to 
pass. When he passes John drops a 
brick on him, or perchance a flower pot, 
and legal prosecutioh is unavailing, be- 
cause John is always ready to swear that 
he happened to be leaning out of his 
window at that particular moment, and 
by ill-lluck chanced to dislodge the bfick . 
or flower pot resting on the sill. In the

Deadly canes. such as sword, dagger, 
pistol and loaded canes are characteristic 
of the French, Spanish and Cuban resi- 
dents in our cities, but these weapons 
are seldom used, and it is rarely that 
one of them comes into the hands of the 
police. Those who carry them invaria- 
bly plead ignorance of the law, explain- 
ing that they carry the care as a mark 
of caste. Other nationalities do no char- 
acteristically carry arms. The Irishman 
fights with his hands God gave him, un- 
less it happens to be his wife that he is 
fighting: in which case he takes the house- 
hold furniture The Swede seldom fights, 
but when drunk he will use as a weapon 
anything that is within his reach, from 
his pocket knife to an ax, if he can lay 
his hands on one, and he fights to the 
death. The Germans and the Jews are 
peaceful, The Greeks are cowardly, and 
some of them carry knives. The Arme- 
nians and Turks prefer arbitration by 
their priests:‘or by the law to open force. 


What few Japanese there are hereabouts 
will go far to avoid trouble, but once 


‘having gone into the encounter they fight 


like whirlwinds, and often with disaster 
to their opponents, as they are expert 
with any kind of stick or blade, and also 
masters of strange wrestling tricks that 
wrench and dislocate joints. The native 
born American, on the average, minds 
his own business and keeps out of trou- 
bie. If he gets into it, his hands are gen- 
erally his only available implements of 
defense. 

No list of weapong would be complete 
without mention of the hatpin. Every 
policemin knows the dangers of this 
dagger, and ts on the 
lookout tor it when he 
arrests or araigns a 
woman of the streets. it 
is the weapon par ex- 
cellence of the _ prosti- 
tute. While the prick 
with a pin sounds inconsiderable, it must 
be remembered that the pin is 6 inches 
long, and that the wielder of it aims for 
the eye. If it goes true it may pierce the 
brain and kill. What the police call freak 
weapons occasionally turn up in the 
pawn shops. One of these is an ingenious 
combination of brass knuckles, dagger 
and pistol, so compact that it can easily 
be concealéd in a pocket. Another 
strange and formidable weapon, for use 
at close quarters, consists of two short, 
scimetar-like blades, connected 
wooden handie. The grip is between the 
blades, so that the wielder has play for 
his weapon on both sides of his hand, 
the curved and sharpened edges of the 
blades being, of course, turned outward. 
In a little shop in Boston recently a gen- 
tleman picked up a silver case, curious- 
ly depressed at the center so that it 
fitted to the grasp of the hand. He 
chanced to. press a very small spring at 
the side of the box, and there darted 
from the top of the box two slender and 
extremely sharp daggers, which snapped 
into place .by another spring. At the 
Same time a little curved blade slipped 
out and fitted over the knuckles in such 
,& manner as to not only shield them, 
but to present a slashing edge for aux- 
illary use to the daggers. So ingenious- 
ly was the contrivance put together 
that in spite of these unexpected occu- 
pants of the interior, there was still 
room for half a dozen cigars. Within a

American civilians in the islands with 
wives. 

In the Philippines there are now 40,000 
American soldiers who were enlisted as 
able-bodied, unmarried men. It is highly 
probable that half or more than half of 
these will remain on the islands after 
they are discharged. Already there are 
15,000 American civilians who have chosen 
to remain permanently in the colonies. It 
is likely that most of these will wish to 
marry. But where are the women who 
will be wives and make homes and rear 
children for all these men? 

There are native women in plenty on 
the islands—brown, red, yellow and black, 
and some Americans have already married 
among them. But such alliances are not 
satisfactory and the offspring resulting 
from such a union are not encouraging 
to one who desires to take a hopeful view 
of the future of the Philippines. As to 
white women, there are only about 5600 
unmarried ones on *he islands, and of 
the four hundred worn school] teachers 
who went out on the transport Thomas, 
sixty were married by the time they 
reached Manila, thanks to a stop at 
Honolulu. 

Here, then, is a problem for the civiliz- 
ing and Americanizing of the islands that 
will soon be crying for a solution. 


Society Women on the Stage 


Mrs. Kendal, who is not only a clever 
English actress and a pertinent writer, 
but a highly esteemed woman, has this 
to say of the society woman who has 
adopted the state as a profession: 

“Logically, her example in conduct, 
dress and manners ought to be of ines- 
timable value to her new associates; but 
in the majority of cases it is not so. It 
is a hard thing to have to say, but the 
Stage certainly has often a demoralizing 
effect upon the woman who takes to it 
when her girlhood is past, and who has 
had no practical acquaintance with it 
beforehand. 

“By ‘demoralizing effect’ I mean a cer- 
tain degeneracy into meretriciousness of 
dress, speech and manner, an apparent 
want of self respect that may easily be- 
lie the woman's true inclinations. [I know 
an instance of a charming woman, used 
to the highest and best society, who the 
moment she obtained an engagement 
with a theatrical company, threw off 
every convention and every restraint 
short of actual misconduct. When re- 
monstrated with her astonishment was 
genuine and great. She explained with 
tears in her eyes that she thought she 
could be ‘Bohemian’ with impunity.” 

Mrs. Kendal seems to fear that the 
petting which actors and actresses are 
now receiving from society may end by 
spoiling them for their professions. She 
Says: “By temperament the actor falls 
easy prey to lionizing. He takes to pos- 
ing and strutting and to comic loftiness 
as a duck to water. The’truth is no true 
actor can afford to adapt himself to so- 
clety. 

“The great actor is distinguished by 
big subjeetive qualities, by breadth and 
Virility of method, by a well-developed 
emotional side. Contrast these with the 
cultivated indifference of manner and 
petty refinements that good society de- 
mands, with the impassive society ‘cat- 
arpillars’ of which Dickns speaks.”’ 


Famous Beauties Came From the Country 


It has often been remarked that the 
most perfect health is found far away 
from drug stores, and it is an equally 
suggestive fact that great cities, with 
their toilet-artists and cosmetic venders, 
have imported their most famous beau- 
ties from rural districts. 

Josephine Beauharnais, who captured 
the grand matrimonial prize of the first 
empire, had passed her youth in the 
mountain gardens of a West Indian plan- 


tation. Her contemporary and rival in 
beauty, Queen Louise of Prussia, was 
the daughter of

How Mrs Hawkins Took the Census 


A Woman taking the census is a novelty 
even in these days when women are do- 
ing an equal share of the world’s work. 

Mrs. Marie Hawkins, of Macon county, 
North Carolina, a northern-born woman, 
wife of the deputy marshal of the dis- 
trict, took the census of the mountain 
region about her in 1890, and again last 
year. 


It does not appear that census-taking 
in that locality was an office to be de- 
sired. and Mrs. Hawkins had only one 
rival.in her efforts-to secure the work. 
She succeeded in discounting the old ex- 
yankee soldier and set out on her task, 
which required her to walk nearly 300 
miles thrcugh the rugged, wild country 
of the Blue Ridge mountains. 

Her home was a high-perched, lonely 
abode, far from any other dwelling. The 
township stretched out from her house 14 
miles in three directions. At the begin- 
ning of each week she would gO up the 
Blue Ridge to make her start, and not 
until the sun was well down the follow- 
ing Saturday would she again darken 
her own doorway. From cabin to cabin 
she walked, they being sometimes 20 and 
80 miles apart. At the Close of the day 
she rested wherever n‘ght overtook her. 
din Macon county the two Carolinas and 
Georgia come together in a sort of tri- 
angle. This makes it quite possible for 
justice to be evaded by the simple means 
of stepping over the bordering line. Here 
strange things occur and desperate risks 
are run. In fact, in certain parts the 
district is very much of a criminal set- 
tlement. It might also be termed the 
heart of the moonshiners. When stran- 
gers puss*by these people slink away into 
their huts, or cumousiy peer out from 
the doorways or through the cracks of 
the house. 

Happily Mrs. Hawkins was able to pro- 
claim at once the object that had taken 
her to their homes, and in every place she 
Was treated as an honored guest. The 
best that they had was laid before her, 
consisting often of  saleratus biscuit 
soaked in the fat of pork. But questions 
these people abominate, and only that 
they knew she meant no harm would 
they make answer. 

Mrs. Hawkins asked once 
of the mother of half a dozen children. 

“Don't reckon I be,” was the answer,

Hail Tennis—the New Indoor Game 


No less a personage than Professor 
Oliver Lodge, a noted London scientist, 
invented this game. It is a favorite al- 
ready in Londen, where children from 8 
to 80 are taking part init. Its simplicity 
and cheapness recommend it for indoor 


exercise. 

All that hall tennis requires is a cord 
and a toy balloon. Fasten the cord to 
opposite ends of the hall and have the 
cord about the height of the shoulder. 
Now use the toy balloon. as the tennis ball 
and the hand as the racquet. The balloon 
may be struck twice so as to get it in 
good position before the serve over the 
line. The game then consists in returning 


| 


the balloon as long as possible. A fail- 
ure to return constitutes the gain of one 
point for the opponent, and four points 
make a game. Now the whole thing seems 
very simple, but, as Professor Boys, a 
distinguished lecturer hefore the royal in- 
stitution, says, in speaking of the game, 
“Try it and see.’’ 

Much depends on the way the balloon is 
struck. A stroke on the under side will 
send the balloon spinning upward above 
your opponent’s head and a stroke send- 
ing the balloon so that the under side 
will just touch the string sends the bal- 
Joon curling downward out of the reach 
of the opponent and back to its starting 
place. If the balloon does not pass over 
the string the point is lost to the one 
who gives the stroke. Of course, there 
are also many other artful ways of strik- 
ing the balloon so as to send it out of your 
opponent’s reach, and, -altogether, to 
quote Professor Boys again, ‘‘One can get 
very warm in a very short time.’’ There 
is more fun in a,toy balloon and a piece 
of cord than one would imagine.

We have all seen the children that are 
trained to behave like “‘little men and 
women” in company and keep their bad 
manners for the home folks.

In the Hitchen 
Delightful Batter Cakes Without Eggs 


Mrs. Carrie B. sends this recipe for 
making batter cakes without eggs, which 
is quite an item in this season when eggs 
are so expensive and hard to get: 

Take one pint of flour, put in some 
salt, take up a pitcher of sour milk, but- 
termilk or clabber, and pour in, stirring 
all the time till a reasonably thick batter 
is mixed. Add two tablespoonfuls of 
melted lard; and just before ready 
to bake them dissolve half of a level tea- 
spoonful of bicarbonate of soda in half 
a teaspoonful of warm water and mix it 
in thoroughly. The batter ought to be 
about as thick as a good boiled custard. 
Try a spoonful on the griddle first to see 
if they are all right, and then fry them 
on a well-heated and well-greased *grid- 
dle, 

Vienna Cakes 

Chop one-half pound each of raw lean 
beef and veal. Add one-half teaspoonful 
of salt, a little paprika, a quarter of a 
teaspoonful of mixed herbs, one teaspoon 
of chopped parsley and one teaspoon of 
chopped onion. Stir in one beaten egg, 
mix thoroughly and stand aside for sev- 
eral hours. 


Mixed Mustard for Cold Meats 


Whether or not it is necessary for you 
to economize washing. always provide 
white marble oil cloth for kitchen tables. 
Besides reducing the laundry bill, they 
are quickly cleaned and look far better 
than cloth spreads—even clean ones.

As this is an open congress, I would 
like to enter an earnest plea that our 
rich men who build houses to rent to 
wage earners would make them more 
convenient for living and working in. 
The homes of the well-to-do are equip- 
ped with every facility for making 
housekeeping easy—in addition to a sup- 
ply of servants—while the homes of the 
working class in southern cities, where 
the work must all be done by the house- 
wife herself, have few or none of the 
conveniences that would save tired feet 
and overworked hands. 

In big eastern and northwestern cities 
it is quite different. There the cheap 
new flats and tenement houses are mod- 
els of convenience. I particularly covet 
the kitchens furnished with both gas 
and fuel stoves as fixtures, the walis 
lined with many shelved cup boards that 
have pretty doors and locks and last but 
not least the staffonary tubs, into which 
hot or eold water may be turned when 
they are in use, and when not being 
used they may be closed by shutting 
down the nice covers that turn them 
into a-long serviceable table. 

If we poor women in Atlanta had these 
facilities for washing our clothes we 
could do the week’s laundry with half a 
day’s he'p from a girl. Now we are 
obliged to let the ‘colored lady’’ who 
does us the honor to wash for us ruin 
our clothes by soaking them in pearline 
over night. scrubbing them ona rough 
wash board and boiling them half to 
pieces while she chats with a neighbor 
across the fence. She brings back the 
tucked and ruffled garments of colored 
percale, gingham or calico looking like 
the last rose of summer after a hard 
tussle with Jack Frost. But we are 
lucky if she does not also bring measles, 
scarlet fever, chicken pox or smalipox 
lurking in the clothes basket. Yes, I 
pine for the stationary wash tubs and 
the hot and cold water more than for 
any of the other conveniences to make 
housekeeping easy—with which our rich 
builders should equip the wage earners’ 
homes.

Thrilling adventures, which involve the 
traitor and Lacey and friends of the lat- 
ter, are numerous, and the hero has some 
narrow escapes from death. Louise, the 
convent friend of Minette, accompanies 
her father om the crusade and later jis 
joined by Minette. During a battle both 
are captured by Moslems and carried 
away, and the efforts of Lacey and his 
friends to rescue them furnish several 
stirring episodes in the narrative. There 
are some splendid battle descriptions in 
the story, and minor episodes of the 
camp and the march during this historic 
campaign are not lacking. 

Though the ending of the story is not 
aitogether satisfactory to the reader, 
there is little fault to be found with the 
work as a whole from the dramatic and 
realistic standpoint.

“The Making of an American,” in spite of 
its persoral element, is a manual of civic 
reform, and aims to show what elements 
must be taken into account in the treat- 
ment of our foreign population, The Il- 
lustrations in the volume are taken from 
the author's home life in Denmark and 
from scenes and actions of his life in 
America.

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There is certainly no lack of incident in 
a story which begins with the attempted 
abduction of the queen, caps an intrigue 

of the duke of Monmouth 
Mark with an intrigue of the 
Everard earl of Cadwalier, fixes 
its ‘‘middle distance’’ ina 
midnight attack upon a 
defenseless girl, an es- 
cape by a_ secret panel 
through a secret passage, a bloody fight 
and still bloodier duel. and draws the 
whole through a perspective of Charles 
Il’s gallantries. There is plenty of actjon, 
too, aS well as incident, and if the plot 
is a trifle involved, and nothing made 
quite clear in the end except the tran- 
scendental virtues of Mark Everard, Vir- 
ginia Heron and Toby, and the trebly 
dyed iniquities of Cadwaller and Julius, 
we could scarcely expect anything else 
when we remember under the tortuous 
shadow of what throne the plot lurks. 

The story opens with an interview be- 
tween Charles II, the duke of Monmouth 
and Mark Everard—the last a soldier of 
fortune, who is employed by the king to 
prevent the abduction of the queen on her 
way to Whitehall from a maypole dance. 
The rescue of the queen leads to the ar- 
rest of Sir Alfred Heron and his daughter, 
Virginia, to the development of plot and 
subplot with Monmouth, Cadwaller, Sir 
Charles Rawley, Mark Everard and Toby 
pulling at crossing threads and _ tying 
them into knots which seem inextricable, 
but. which are in rapid succession cut 
asunder in true Gordian fashion by Mark, 
the hero and teller of the story. His dex- 
terity is equaled only by his courage and 
endurance, and his effrontery exceeds the 
three, and, at times, as in his last inter- 
view with the king, the powsibilities of 
credence and breeding. Fortunately the 
fair Virginia admires all alike. Everard’s 
two weeks at Heron Hall make an easy 
way fora pretty love story, which, taking 
root under a lurid sky, comes to full blos- 
som under sunshine as bright as all true 
lovers deserve, 

*“‘Mark Everard” moves rapidly through 
moving scenes and reaches its climax in 
a chapter which is a veritable chamber of 
horrors offset by the sort of conclusion 
that makes ‘‘happy ever after’’ everybody 
who deserves to be. It is essentially a 
book of the day, and for the day, as far 
as the demand for historical novels goes, 
and though the plot jis clumsily managed 
here and there—holds the interest in spite 
of a diffuse and awkward diction and the 
incompetency of the actors to rise to what 
Mark Everard tells us they are. There is 
no attempt at local color, or atmosphere, 
and the center of interest is never Charles 
or Monmouth; never anybody, in fact, ex- 
cept Mark and Virginia, or, to he strictly 
accurate, the incidents of which they form 
apart. (R. F. Fenns & Co., New York). 
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“Papa Bouchard,” the latest book by 
Miss Molly Elliot Seawell, is full of the 
eprightliness which marked the ‘“Ro- 
mance of Marsac,’’ whose 
influence is felt in the 
apartments engaged by 
Monsieur Paul Bouchard 
in the Champs Elysees, 
where a demoralizing 
legacy is left by the last 
tenant, “that jolly young journalist 
named Marsac.’’ Papa Bouchard, the 
hero of this vivacious little tale, is an 
elderly gentleman, who, through sisterly 
subjection, has never sown the wild oats, 
the seeds of which lay dormant in his 
venerable breast. So, after an amusing 
skirmish in the Rue Clarisse with her 
sister, Mlle. Bouchard, he starts out to 
his late, and, be it said, mild sowing. Tn 
the course of time and irresistibly funny 
situations, he reaps a rich harvest of 
novel sensations, bewilderments and un- 
intentional. complications. Papa Bou- 
chard is not alone in his emancipation, 
for accompanying him is his trusted man 
servant, Pierre. At this time Mademoi- 
selle’'s parrot, Pierrot. also takes his leave 
jater to meet Papa Bouchard under cir- 
cumstances very uncomfortable to the 
latter, 

To add to the excitement of leaving the 
Rue Clarisse come compromising inter- 
views with his pretty spendthrift niece, 
for whom he 1s guardian, and her, hus- 
band. Out of secretly aiding each finan- 
cially, and accepting as security from 
each a paste and a genuine diamond 
necklace, supposed to be the same, is 
evclved the plot. Thus is Monsier Bou- 
chard made the unwilling and dismayed 
hero of scenes highly exhilarating to the 
reader. A clever little adventuress fur- 
ther complicates the state of affairs by 
carrying off from Papa Boucharda’s table 
one of the diamond necklaces. In the 
pursuit of this he makes his first appear- 
ance at the theater and restaurant of the 
Pigeon house in a suburb of Paris. Here 
is stationed his soldier nephew in law. 
Fapa Bouchard experiences many things 
at this place, especially a meeting with 
his sisters parrot, who recognizes him. 
Leontine, the niece, is here enlightened 
‘as to the manner ir which her husband 
amuses himself during his exile from her. 
It is in his room that they all meet, as 
do the personae in a comedy, for the 
Gcenouement: Papa Bouchard, Leontine, 
her husband, the timid littlé widow with 
the necklace, certain members of the 
Pigeon House cheater, and lastly Mlle. 
Beuchard- and the parrot. A general dis- 
entanglement and a general dispersion 
follow. But Papa Bouchard does not re- 
turn with his sister to the Rue Clarisse. 
Freedom has proved too sweet. So we 
leave him declaring his intention to lead 
“a very gay life,’’ ard the curtain falls 
on the three who inspired this mirthful 
story, Monsieur Bouchard, Pierre, and 
Pierrot on Pierre’s shculder, singing ‘‘We 
won't go back to the Rue Clarisse! We're 
free! We're free! Gay dogs are we!”’

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The Minnesingers 
By Charles W Hubner 


It is known to all students of German 
history that the period from 1150 to 1350, 
which includes the literature of the so- 
called middle high German, was in many 
respects a remarkable one. With im- 
provements in the structure of the lan- 
guage came also very_material changes 
in the political, social and mental com- 
plexion of the times. These changes were 
largely due to the influence of the Crn- 
sades—the age of chivalry forcing ints 
retirement the monks,~a class who had 
hitherto been the represenfatives of the 
literary element, their places being taken 
by the unique race Known as ‘“‘Minnesin- 
gers.”’ 

The word ‘“‘minne” means, in one sense, 
friendship or friendliness, but in the pop- 
ular interpretation of the word it means 
love. Love, in all its moods and tenses, 
its caprices, inconsistencies, mishaps, 
trials, joys and sorrows, defeats and vic- 
tories, in its rudest and most boorish, as 
well as.in its most elegant and noblest 
expression, was the theme of the nearly 
two hundred Minnesin-sers who represent 
the minstrelsy and poesy of the bril- 
liant age of the House of Hohenstauf- 
fen, a line of imperial and gifted rulers o1 
Germany, including the mighty Barba- 
rossa and his noble grandson, Freder- 
ick II. 

The sprightly lyre and amorous rhymes 
of the French Troubadours were answer- 
ed by the sweet lute of the German Minne- 
singer, with his rollicking ballad or 
plaintive ditty, entertaining high-born 
dames and royal patrons, or, as wander- 
ing minstrels, strolling from one end of 
the land to the other, and always made 
welcome in the hut of the poor peasant, 
the mansion of the wealthy burgher or 
the banquet hall of the castle. The courts 
of the Suabian and Thuringian princes 
were the centers of literary culture and 
the prevailing spirit of chivalry and ro- 
mance began to quicken even the dull 
mind of the boor in his wretched hovel. 
and stirred within his breast the soul of 
gong in old Germanic ballad and épic. 

In delicacy of sentiment, elegance and 
variety of rhythm, and graceful diction, 
the work of the German Minnesingers 
is generally superior to that of their 
Gallic contemporaries, the Troubadours. 
To illustrate the fine quality, the true 
poetic sensibility which we find frequent- 
ly in the verse of this period, I quote 
the following tender lyric of Conrad of 
Wurzburg, as translated by Bayard 
Taylor: 


‘Tnwilling stays the throng 
To hear the minstrel’s song; 
Yet cease I not to sing, 
Though small the praise it bring. 
E’en if on desert waste, 

My lonely lot were cast, 

Unto my harp, the same, 
My numbers I would frame; 
Though never ear were found 
To bear the lovely sound 

Still should it echo round, 

As the love nightingale 

Her tuneful strain sings on, 
To her sweet self alone,

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his lady love was imprisoned and trying 
to persuade him to grant him admittance 
to her presence. These songs and odes 
were recited by the composer to his own 
accompaniment on the viol. They were 
preserved mostly in oral tradition, but, 
finally, these wandering minstrels made 
use of written collections of odes, songs 
and ballads, and in this way many beau- 
tiful specimens of early German lyrical 
poetry have been preserved to this day. 
The glory of the Minnesingers passed 
away with the downfall of.the Suabian 
dynasty to be partially revived, but in 
a ruder form, during the period of the 
‘‘Master Singers,’’ in the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries.

MOSES AND PHAROAH. 


Michael Angelo’s Moses has been call- 


ed the crown of modern sculpture. If | 
so, it is an iron crown. Paradoxical? 
that marble | 


Yes! But the marvel its 
could be wrought into such a shape, ter- 
rible in its unyieldingness. Angelo’s 
Moses is a veritable thundering Jupiter. 


Once seen, the awesome impression can- , 


not be shaken off. The artist's genius 
triumphed when he cut out of the block 
this ideal of imperious leadership, whose 
glance is as if it “passed over an entire 
plain full of people and ruled them. 

Pope Julius II expected to hitch this 
statue to his triumphal tomb, which was 
to stand four-square in the nave of St. 
Peters cathedral. Instead he got only a 
slab in the floor. The gigantic plan, as 
often happens in mortuary matters, 
dwindled into merely a commemorative 
tomb in St. Pietro #p Vincoli. it seems 
almest irony to see the pitiful figure of 
the pope looking down from the lid of his 
empty sarcophagus upon this superb 
statue, which makes everything about 
it fade into nothingness. In that‘ pres- 
ence one can think only of Moses. Pope 
and even artist are forgotten for the 
while. The statue is in. every respect 
worthy of the ‘greatest, mightiest pop- 
ular leader who ever raised a nation 
from servitude to reliance on its own 
strength. The eye does not know 
where to rest in this masterpiece of 
sculpture 3ince the time of the Greeks. 
The figure is seated in the central niche, 
with long, flowing beard descending to 
the waist, with horned head and deep- 
sunk eyes, which blaze, as it were, with 
the light of, the burning bush, with a 
majesty of anger which makes one trem- 
ble, as of a passionate being drunken 
with fire. All that is positive, and all 
that is negative in him is equally dread- 
ful. If he were to rise up it seems as if 
he would shout forth laws which no hu- 
man intellect could fathom. His voice, 
like that of the gods of Homer, would 
thunder forth in tones too awful for the 
ear of man to support. Yes! there is 
something infinite which lies in the Moses 
of Michael Angelo. Nor is his counte- 
nance softened by the twilight of sad- 
ness which is stealing from his forehead 
over his eyes. The Greeks could not 
have endured a glance from such a 
Moses, and the artist would certainly 
have been blamed, because he has thrown 


no softening touch over his gigantic pic- | 


ture. That which we have is the arche- 
type of a terrible and quite unapproach- 
able sublimity. (Gregorovius.) . . . AS 
one stands in the religious light, un- 
usually dim, of St. Peter in chains, an- 
other statute seems to rise out of the 
gloom. Over against the Moses of An- 
gelo one sees the Pharaoh of Egypt, the 
proud, untimely monarch of the mightiest 
empire of that age. Invincible legions, 
trained councilors, high executives, great 
viziers, an innumerable retinue—all are 
at his beck. The wisdom and power of 
the world are concentrated in him. 
Moses and Pharaoh! One pitted against 
the other. A battle of giants is impend- 
ing. The duel of the centuries! How un- 
even! One is the spokesman of a race 
of slaves, without political affiljations, 
arms, or resources of any kind. It is 
enough to say the other is Pharaoh. 

What made Moses dauntless and 


omnipotent was that he felt he had a 


divine vocation. His cry was the same 
which Peter the Hermit raised centuries 
afterwar€s in slumbering Europe: “The 
Lord wills it!’’ Moses had what zill 
genuine world-leaders have—inspiration. 
That was what nerved Kim to toss his 
gauntlet at Pharaoh's feet. .. Pha- 
raoh’s refusal was inevitable and invet- 
erate. Consent would involve humilia- 
tion in the eyes of his subjects, and, 
what wag more, in the eyes of rival and 
envious monarchs. Asa matter of states- 
craft it seemed out of the question. 
Emancipation of\ those million slaves 
would also be the destruction at one 
blow of both capital and revenue in- 
credible. - Under the circum- 
stances nothing but a series of terrible, 
afflictive providences. as are here de- 
scribed, “signs and wonders,” could 
have broken the iron will of Rameses. As 
it was, he had the hardihood to stout it 
out against them for ten months—and on 
an average one a month. But at last 
heart and flesh failed him. It seems he 
was of such a decisive character that he 
could not be negative in anything, even 
in the form of his submission to the in- 
evitable. In the language of quaint 
scripture, “He thrust them out hence al- 
together.”’ The battle of giants was 
over. The tyrant was defeated: and 
again, in archaic Bible phrase, ‘‘Moses 
was very great.’’

The gains of good leadership are incal- 
culable. A captain in thought, industry, 
or government is above all price. Na- 
tional leaders. like national] songs, can- 
not be bought; they are God's gift—born, 
not made. These make the succession of 
truest royalty. Moses stands brilliantly 
among the foremost. . The “bor- 
rowing” of gold and silver jewels from 
the Egyptians by the Jews presents a 
problem in casuistry. To say that “bor- 
row’ is a mistranslation for ‘‘ask’’ hardly 
gives loophole enough. Back of this the 
question should be asked, Was this a di- 
rect, supernatural command of God. of 
which we have literal record, or did the 
people feel it to be rignt to make reprisals 
upon their enslavers in this way, and thus 
requite themselves for 400 years of unpaid 
tcil? On the ethical plane on which they 
were standing at that early day, it may 
have seemed right in their eyes, and thus 
to have been the Lord’s will. On the 
higher ethical plane of today the sugges- 
tion would not be tolerated. We err in 


applying the ethical standards of today 


to @ race jiving 4,000 years ago. ... . 
The same reasoning applies to the re- 
quest to go into the wilderness to worship, 
made with the implication that a return 
was intended. - « We perhaps enter- 
tain too mechanical views of the plagues: 
that they were altogether destitute of a 
natural basis or element; that their se- 
verity was upon a literally graduated 
geometric scale; that they were purposely 
leveled at objects of Egyptian worship 
ascending in the ratio of sanctity. , 
The plagues of Egypt 
modern parallel. Massachusetts has a 

plague,” on the checking of which it 
has spent $500,000 unsuccessfully, all said 
to have come from a domestic throwing 
out of the window of an etomologist the 
cocoons of ithe Sypsy moth. Russia had 
its ‘“‘plague’’ when, in one year last cen- 
tury, 2,000,000 died of smallpox.

N this, my last letter from 
Java, I wish to mention a 
of curious little 
things I have heard and 
seen in this out-of-the-way

The which is 
the name of the largest island, is bigger 
than any of the Philippines, and it has a 
coastline of enormous extent, It is shaped 
much like an octopus with feelers reach- 
ing out in every direction. It has more 
land than the state of Missouri, and from 
end to end in its longest part it is about 
50 miles. ‘The natives are very wild in 
gome sections and semi-civilized in others. 
The Dutch have coffee plantations in the 
civilized sections. They have had posses- 
sion of th for two hundred 
years,, but have done little with it. 

The most prominent settlement is that 

at the southern end of 
liere the Dutch steamers 
There are several business houses 
exports of the archipelago 
I asked the engineer 
gomething about the town. He says it 
has many and Arabs, but very 
few Europeans. The people are Mo- 
hammedans and they have a way of run- 
ning amuck as they do in the Philip- 
pines. 

Very little of the Celebes is explored. 
This engineer spent many weeks without 
seeing 2 white man and at times found 
it very dangerous. He describes the coun- 
try as rich in the extreme, and says that 
the coffee plantations which have recent- 
ly been set out in the south are doing well. 
He tells me that the natives have many 
tribes and languages, and the different 
tribes cannot understand one another. In 
one section the chief natives wear breech 
cloths of bark. They take the bark of 
a certain tree and soak it, and then beat 
it out with mallets until it is very thin. 
When dry, it is glossy, and will withstand 
the rain. 

This man spent some time in the Mo- 
luccas. He knows all about cloves and 
spices, and tells wonderful stories of 

the nutmeg plantations. 
java There are some nutmegs 

Oatdoes here in Java, but the 
Connectie best trees are found in 
cat for Nute Amboina, in the Banda 

meg Prode« islands, the Moluccas 

uct and other parts of the 

Dutch East Indies. There are . also 
plantations in Sumatra and Borneo. The 
trees in the Moluccas are planted and 
cultivated. They grow in the shade and 
require somewhat the same care as our 
apple trees. Indeed, the nutmeg tree 
looks just like a pear tree and its fruit 
is not unlike an apricot or peach. 

The tree does not’ begin to bear until it 
is ten years old, but after this if it is 
properly cared for it may last a century. 
A good tree should annually produce 
about three pounds of nutmegs and one 
pound of mace, and at this yield the 
business is profitable. The fruit ripens 
several times a year and you sometimes 
see blossoms and fruit on a tree at the 
Same time. As the nutmegs ripen the 
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_ pulp, which is about half an inch thick, 


breaks and shows the nut encircled by a 
Retwork of mace. In preparing the fruit 
‘for the market the pulpy outside is 
thrown away and the nuts are dried 
Slowly in ovens. There are about a 
million and a half pounds of nutmegs 
exported from the Dutch East Indies 
every year and something like 350,000 
pounds of mace. 

I have investigated the chances for 
Americans here, and I should not advise 
the ignorant among our people to come 
to Java to live. The foreigners of this 
part of the world are men of fine educa- 
tion. They are usually college bred, and 
it is rare to finf a man who cannot speak 
three languages. The Dutch officials in 
Most cases speak half a dozen and the 
higher classes of the natives two or 
more.

In the most out-of-the-way parts of thé 
least known islands you are Hable to 
find a planter who puts on a swullow- 
tail coat for every dinner and whose 
wife would rather resent your coming 
to the table without one.

morning in your pajamas or sitting on the 


veranda in your bare feet and a sarong.

This is So more in Java than anywhere 
else. The women come not only to early 
breakfast. but to the noon luncheon in a 
state of dishabille that would insure their 
summary dismissal from any of our sea- 
side hotels. I remember one stately dame 
who sat next me at dinner last night and 
whom I met again this morning. As she 
appeared in the evening she made me 
think of a dowager queen. She was clad 
in a soft gray silk which looked as though 
it came from Paris. Her hair was 
pompadour and her well laced 
was not un- 
handsome. She wore diamonds in her 
ears, at her neck and in her hair. She 
was vivacious, and her conversation was 
charming. Indeed, I came early to break- 
fast hoping that I might see her again. 
I did see her, and such a sight. If I had 
had a fan I really should have hidden 
my face behind it to conceal my blushes. 
The stately figure had disappeared and 
in its place were the flabby outlines of a 
fat old woman hunched up on a chair. 
I could see the gross layers of adipose 
tissue plainly through her thin cambric 
jacket, which was half open at the neck. 
Below the jacket a gorgeous sarong or 
bag of red and black calico was draped, 
I might almost say pasted about ‘her 
enormous hips and well-developed stom- 
ach. It fel] within 6 inches of her bare 
ankles, which, as she sat there over her 
coffee and hard-boiled eggs. her bare feet 
resting on the toes of her heelless slip- 
pers, were plainly visible. They were not 
pretty ankles nnd the sight rather dis- 
gusted me.

| American ladies of the Philippines. 


The contrast between the hotels of Java 
and those of the Philippines is striking. 
Outside of Manila there is hardly a hotel 
of any size in all the Philippine islands, 
and the hotefS in: Manila are uniformly 
poor. Here there are good houses every- 
where, and where there are no regular 
hotels there are government rest houses 
where one can stay at low cost. The 
average hotel rate is about $2 a day, and 
never more than $. For this you have 
coffee or tea in the morning, as early as 
5 o’clock if you wish. A breakfast at 9 
or 10, luncheon at 12:30. and dinner at 
about 8 No one dines early, and after 
dinner but few people go out. 

The rooms at the hotels are usually 
good. All are on the ground floor and 
nearly all face verandas, each guest using 
that part of the veranda in front of his 
own room. The beds are hard—a desirable 
thing in the tropics—and every bed has its 
extra bolster or Dutch wife. The stuffed 
madame is round, and she never kicks on 
cold feet, She is about 5 feet in length, 
about 32 inches in diameter and so packed 
with cotton that she is perfectly hard. In 
the warm nights of the tropics this forms 
an excellent support for one arm and 
one leg, thus aiding ventilation. 

Very few of the hotels have electric 
lights, and in the interior there is no gas 
in the rooms. Every guest has a night 
lamp, a tumbler half full of water with an 
inch of cocoanut oil on top. In the oil 
is a sort of tin whistle with a wick run- 
ning through it. The whistle floats and 
the wick burns all night without a smell, 
giving a light equal to that of a flicker- 
ing candle. I usually insisted upon hav- 
ing a lamp in my room, but when I got it 
I had to pay 20 cents a day extra. 


There are very few yankees in Java. The 
Standard Oil Company has offices in Ba- 
tavia, Samarang.and Soerbala. There are 
one or two large coffee exporting firms, 
and now and then a commercial traveler 
or so. Our consul, B. 8S. Rairden, has 
lived in Java for many years, and he is 
very efficient. He was long vice consul, 
but President McKinley elevated 
him to the head of the consulate. He has 
a wide acquaintance among the Dutch 
and better class natives. He speaks Dutch 
and understands well how to deal with 
the ptople. He is at the same time an 
enthusiastic American, and is doing what 
he can to advance the interests of the 
United States. a

Native 
doctors are used in all tho Lospitals and 
they are to be found everywhere ozcn- 
pying different medical positions under 
the government. 

There is no doubt but that our gov- 
ernment can learn much here eas to the 
developments of the Philippines. The 
Dutch have scientifically develope? Java. 
Within a few years they have increased 
its population from 6,020,000 to 25,000,000, 
and at the same rate the Philippine is- 
lands could support a population equal to 
that of the whole United States. The 
Dutch have all sorts of expcrimenta 
farms and gardens here. They have the 
finest botanical gardens of the world at 
Buitenzorg and init every sort of tree and 
plant that will grow in the tropics. They 
have some of the best botanists and agri- 
culturists in their employ, and they are al- 
ways testing the different varieties of 
soil for tea, coffee and other pients. 

It was through the Dutch officials that 
the immense tea, coffee and quinine 
plantations have been built up. A hun- 
dred years ago there was not a cinchona 
tree in Java, and now three-fourths of 
the quinine of the world is raised here. 
The coffee estates were practically de- 
stroyed by the blight, but through the 
government the Liberian. coffee trees 
were introduced and Java has again be- 
come rich as a coffee land. The govern- 
ment started the tea industry and mil- 
lions of tea trees have 
sprung to life upon a 
thousand hills. There 
has been trouble with 
the sugar estates, but 
the government - exper- 
iments are remedying 
the defects, and the same care is shown 
in the cultivation of other things. The 
government has set out forests of val- 
uable woods, and, in fact,. it acts like 
the manager of a great estate, making it 
its duty to develop Java for the Javanese. 

The Dutch have spent millions of dol- 
lars here in making roads, in building 
railroads and irrigation works. The in- 
ternal improvements of Java are almost 
as fine as those of Holland, and I ven- 
ture to say there are no such roads in 
the world as here. 
ter civil engineers can be found than 
those who have been in the employ of 
the Dutch government, and, as I have 
said before, it would pay Uncle Sam ‘well 
to send here for advisers to our authori- 
ties in the Philippines. 4f this is done it 
must be by good salaries. The Dutch 
pay their colonial officiala more than 
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I doubt whether bet-: 
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higher places ere not uncommon. There 
are natives here who are getting: $5 a 


* week and school teachers who are get- 


ting $150 to $200 per month. 

I don’t know that the Filipinos could 
be ruled through their own people as the 
Dutch rule Java, but I should think it 
might be possible on some of the islands, 
such as those of the Sulu archipelago 
and Mindanao. The Javanese are not un- 
like the Moros in sOme respects. They 
are Mohammedans and they‘ are ruled by 
their chiefs. For a long time they had 
siavery among them, and it was late in 
the sixties before it was abolished, the 
government paying each owner a certain 
amount for his slaves. The prices va- 
ried according to age from $20 to $140, 
the latter sum being paid for able-bodied 


men. 
A great deal has been published about 


v4 ~— . 
the terrible oppression of the Javanase 
by the Dutch. This may have been the 
case in the past. It is not so now. The 
natives have to do police duty and work 
on the roads in Meu of taxes, and some 
of them are employed on the government 
plantations, but no one labors: for any 
time without pay except when doing work 
for his taxes. There is no doubt but what 
the people are far better off than those 
of India or China, and the island is more 
thickly populated than either of those 
countries. There is no poverty to speak 
of. I have not.seen a score of beggars 
in my several thousand miles of travel 
in different parts of the island. There 
have been no revolutiens for sears, and 
as far as I can see, the people are, from 
an Oriental standpoint, both prosperous 
and content.

a financier noble of the Second Empire, 
who remarked rather pompously: 

“Madness, in one form or another, is 
the special distinction and hall-mark of 
aristocracies. We all have a mad drop 
in our blood if we have any blood worth 
mentioning.”’ 

There was a moment's pause, then a 
serious looking young man spoke up with 
the quiet authority which thorough 
knowledge of a subject gives to the pro- 
fessor. 

‘‘Madness is, at any rate, the doom of 
royalty,” he sald. “St is almost inevita- 
ble, in fact, that royal blood should be 
tainted with the beginnings of insanity. 
It may or may not be true that a king 
can do no wrong, but it is all but cer- 
tain that he can never be entirely sane.” 

The speaker was Dr. de la Vaudriere, 
probably the most eminent, as he is cer- 
tainly the most fashionable specialist in 
Paris on nerve diseases and maladies of 
the brain. He began his career some 
twenty years ago, as one of the favorite 
pupils of the famous Charcot of the Sal- 
petriere; studied later in Italy under Lom- 
broso; passed an unustiap sort of a year 
in Ireland inquiring into the curious out- 
break of ether intoxication in Ulster and 
the tea drinking manja in Connaught; 
then returned to Paris to write remark- 
able treatises on all these things. His 
reputation was’ soon made; only his com- 
mercial fortune lay ahead of him, He is 
now laying hold of the dollars by treat- 
ing the nerve maladies, real or imagin- 
ary, of the new millionaire quarter around 
the Pare Monceau. 

Dr. de la Vaudriere’s rather startling 
reflections upon royalty were challenged 
by the hostess, whereupon he took up the 
question at length, and gave us in half 
an hour a conversational lecture as fasci- 
nating as it was sensational. I shall bor- 
row from his matertal to add to personal 
researches on the sabject of his talk. 

To begin with, “thé unfortunate King 


King Otto, Bavaria s Insane Ruler 


Otto, the royal house of Bavaria, seems 
to lie under some mystic curse. Among 
the kings and princes of 
Bavaria for centuries 
back the dreaded insan- 
ity is always seen crop- 
ping up; sometimes skip- 
ping a generation, some- 
times marking down two 
or even three princes in one grim year. 
King Otto, for example, is successor to 
his brother, Louis II, who was deposed 
from the throne as a lunatic and flung 
himself into the fish pond of Berg cas- 
tle. shrieking that if they would not 
let him be king of the Bavarians, at 
least they should not prevent him from 
ruling over the carp and go’d fish. For 
twenty-five years Otto has reigned, nom- 
inally, from the royal and splendid mad 
house of Fursternried, sometimes rav- 
ing mad, sometimes brooding mad, some- 
times pathetically gay, singing, like 
Ophelia, snatches of plaintive peasant 
songs, sometimes wailing for hours like 
a sick baby, but always mad, stark, 
staring mad. Even if he should definite- 
ly regain his reason, as his physicians 
seem to expect, the period of lucidity 
will probably prove to be the last sput- 
ter of reason before it sinks in its socket 
forever. That, at any rate, is our ex- 
pert’s opinion. And he adds: “The 
mere ghastliness of Otto’s return to an 
exalted station after twenty-five years 
of oblivious idiocy would in itself suffice 
to turn his brain again. I am not think- 
ing merely of the appalling sense of 
shame that would almost certainly over- 
whelm him and work morbidly on his 
overwrought nerves. I méan that he 
must be infinitely more susceptible than 
the average type to the conditions which 
tend almost fatally to create insanity tn 
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any man placed in the extraordinary.

In a hundred ways kinge are less likely‘ 


to enjoy physical hea‘th and nerve tone 
than the plowboy in the fields,’’ con- 
tinued the physician. ‘‘Their blood gen- 
erally. comes to them polluted and en- 
feebled by the most unnatural marriages 
among thelr ancestors. Their childhood 
has never had any natural unrestrained 
gayety in it; their education has been 
forced. beyond the bearing po‘nt from 
an age when happier children have not 
left off making mud pies. As they grow 
up there comes the terror of assassina- 
tion. Almost always there is heavy grief 
in their families, scandals, stifled crimes, 
heart-breaking marriages dictated by 
state reasons, a thousand circumstances 
of wh'ch we, who have the good for- 
tune not to be kings, can form no idea. 
Almost inevitably they are overstrained, 
the result is almost certainly morbid- 
ness of one Kind or another, madness 
in the germ or in the terrible reality.”’ 

How far is this theory borne out by 
our knowledge of the ways of royal per- 
sons now playing their part on the world 
stage? Emerson, in one of his essays, 
makes the surprising statement that in 
1805 every legitimate reigning monarch in 
Europe was pronouncedly insane. Look- 
ing over the maps today one gets a dis- 
tinct conviction that the Paris doctor’s 
more temperate statement has much jus- 
tification. In most of the reigning mon- 
archs there are very noticeable traces of 
morbidity, of madness in the germ wailit- 
ing only perhaps a final touch of ripeness 
to break out in all its terrible force. 

In Berlin, and all over Europe for that 
matter, there circulate, periodically, de- 
tailed stories of outbreaks of abeolutely 
maniacal fury on the part of the Kaiser. 
That he shows manifest public signs of 
megalomania even his best friends admit. 
His outspoken claims to direct divine in- 
spiration, his v@ild oratorical outbursts, 
his pretensions to a perfect inborn mas- 
tery of all the arts, and his tyrannical 
method of resenting legitimate criticisms 
of his prude productions are significant. 
The other day all the world was laugh- 
ing at him over that historical picture in- 
to which he had his own august self 
painted in all the glory of his imperial 
robes and imperial moustaches, though he 
was a school boy when the picture wis 
first painted. Every one remembers, too, 
how, on his yacht in the Baltic, he ap- 
peared oné Sunday robed in fantastic, 
would-be clerical robes, read prayers on 
deck to his astonished officers and men 
and solemnly gave them his blessing at 
the end of the service. There is even told 
in Paris the story that on another day, 
when a storm arose, he went upon the 
bridge, yelled at the wind to qease blow- 
ing and looked absolutely disgusted and 
amazed when he discovered that his au- 
thority did not rench so far. A few days 
ago he is reported to have bought on his 
own judgment a set of six tostly ‘‘Moor- 
ish’’ steeds brought by an itinerant Arab 
for his inspection, which turned out after 
the purchase to be ordinary ‘“skates’’ 
faked by the subtle arts of the Son of 
the Desert, and worth in the market 
about $20 a piece. When the stable men 
pointed out the flaw in the imperial om- 
niscience the kaiser’s fury was terrific 
and the frightened witnesses for a time 
meditated binding the foaming monarch 
with vulgar stable ropes. 

If Wilhelm suffers from megalomania, 
Nicholas of Russia, a gentler soul, has 
melancholia as the eternal companion of 

his days and nights. He

were the backbone of the Turkish army. 
These were made up cf Christian youth 
trained from childhocd for service in the 
army. Later this force was supplemented 
by the arrival of thirteen more galleys 
and 1,500 troops, who came with Dragut, 
the famous Algerian corsair, one of the 
great fighting men of his time. 

The story of this siege—of assault upon 
assault, with the knights and their forces 
necessarily on the defensgive—is one re- 
plete with tales of great bravery. The 
Turkish fleet arrived on the 18th of May, 
1565, and from that date until the 13th 
of September the attacking force exerted 
its full power in the endeavor to capture 
or destroy the fortresses held by the 
defenders. The Turks lost something like 
20,000 men, three of their ablest leaders, 
Dragut, Candlisea and Ali Bortuk being 
among the slain. Of course, the losses of 
the defending forces were great, but the 
victory was infinitely greater. The suc- 
cessful defense of Malta was one of the 
grea 
has had to record. 

The enthusiasm which the victory of 
the Cross over the Crescent excited 
throughout Christian Europe was un- 
bounded. Ambassadors were sent from 
a:fferent capitals to congratulate La Val- 
lette, the pope offered him a cardinal’s 
hat, and all the world sang his praises. 

The siege over, La Vallette set about 
to erect a strong, fortified town here. He 
began the work, but lived only two years 
longer. His suctessors carried it on, 
however, and today tt is Valletta, named 
in his honor.

of those gates, or we should have had 
some trouble in forcing our way in.”’ The 
Maltese regiments and militia were most 
anxious to make a stand, but the blan- 
dishing promises of the French were 
listened to and Bonaparte was in-control. 

No sooner did the French get hold of 
things than they set about breaking all 
the promises they had made. They de- 
spoiled the palaces and the great au- 
berges of the knights, carrying off every- 
thing valuable they could lay their hands 
on. They issued an order that all knights 
under 60 years of age must quit the is- 
lands. The hands of the vandals were 
laid upon the churches, the famous plate 
which they contained being carried off 
and melted. 

The capitulation was signed on the 12th 
of June, 1798. The Maltese stood the 
French spoilation for nearly three 
months, but exasperated beyond endur- 
ance by an attempted sale of church prop- 
erty in that part of the town known 4s 
Citta Veachia, the old city, they rose and 
killed the sixty-five men who formed the 
garrison of the town. 

This was the signal for a general up- 
rising on the part of the Maltese and 
without aid from the outside blockaded 
Valletta, the stronghold of the French. 
An appeal was sent to the great Britis 
admiral, Lord Nelson. At his request 
the Portuguese, who had a squadron near 
at hand, blockaded the harbor until) h?2 
could arrive with his fleet. There was 4 
two years’ siege, during which the Mal- 
tese lost, in active warfare and through 
famine and disease, 20,000 of their people. 
On the 8th of September, 1800, the Frencs 


. general, Vaubois, surrendered Valletta to 


the allied English, Maltese and Neapo!l- 
itan forc2s. According to the treaty of 
Amicus, the Order of St. John was to 
revived under certain clearly defined con- 
ditions and the English troops were 
evacuate Malta within three months. 
deputation was sent & London by 
Maitese to protest against this and 
urge the English to remain. They were 
there when war broke ouf again shortly 
after this, and the cession of the islands 
to Great Britain was formaily ratified in 
the treaty of Paris, made in 1814.
